My Lord, Paris, June 30, 1882. 

I IIAYE boon led, by remarks made to me lately by M. do Freyeinet, in a 
conversation which he desired me to treat as entirely private and personal, to surmise 
that he has been considering' the possibility of patching up the Egyptian question by 
making terms with Arahi Pasha, or at all events by withdrawing from the attitude of 
determined opposition to him taken up by England and France. M. do Freyeinet 
seemed to me to desire to ascertain whether I thought that England attached the 
greater importance to obtaining satisfaction for the Alexandria massacres or to seeing 
the financial Control re-established in Egypt, and, moreover, to discover whether I 
conceived that the prospect of attaining either or both of these objects would induce 
her to acquiesce in letting Arnbi Pasha alone. 

I said that to obtain reparation for the Alexandria massacre appeared to me, 
personally, to be a question of national honour, and of the safety of European residents 
in Egypt and other Mussulman countries. To me, therefore, it seemed, I added, that 
this was a more immediately pressing matter than the settlement of the financial 
organization of Egypt. But whichever object might be held to be the more important, 
the necessary preliminary to attaining either in a satisfactory and durable manner was, 
in my opinion, the overthrow of Arabi Pasha and of the Military party in Egypt. For 
enabling our subjects to live in safety and tranquillity in that country, and for 
securing the execution and the permanence of any arrangements we might agree upon 
for the organization of it, the first, thing necessary was to restore the reputation and 
the credit of France and England, and of Europe generally, in the East. Now, in the 
eyes of the natives, Arabi Pasha was the champion of fanatical hostility to Europeans, 
and, so to speak, the symbol of resistance to France and England. To allow him to 
obtain' a victory over them would, I thought, be a serious danger to two Powers so 
deeply interested as are England and France in maintaining their prestige among 
Mussulmans. 

The conversation, which was of an entirely unofficial character, was not brought 
by M. de Freyeinet to any definite or practical issue. 

I need not remind your Lordship that M. do Freyeinet is at this moment very 
much under the influence of Prince Bismarck.

MB. STAN DEN, the resident English Director of the Suez Canal Company, 
brought to me this morning a copy of a telegram received by M. Charles de Lesscps 
from his brother, M. Victor de Lesseps, who is now at Ismailia, in charge of the 
administration of the Canal. 

The telegram begged that, immediate and authentic information might bo sent as 
to the intentions of England with regard to occupying the Canal. 

Mr. Standen repeated to me much that M. Charles dc Lesscps had said in depre¬ 
cation of any such occupation, or of any landing whatever of foreign troops in Egypt, 
lie also made me acquainted with M. Charles de Lesscps’ views as to the supply of 
fresh water by means of the Isma'ilia Canal, and some cognate matters. 

Mr. Standen told me, moreover, that M. Charles do Lesscps had begged him 
to show the telegram to me, and had said that in the meantime ho should defer 
answering it. 

I encouraged Mr. Standen to report fully to Iler Majesty’s Government M. Charles 
de Lesscps’ observations respecting the occupation of the Canal, the supply of fresh 
water, and other matters; but I said that I could not authorize him to convey to 
M. Charles de Lesseps any communication from me. 

M. Charles dc Lesscps’ father, the founder and President of the Canal Company, 
goes, I understand, to Loudon this evening, in order to attend the dinner of the 
Cobden Club to-morrow, and is likely to stay two or three days in England.

The Earl of Dufferin to Earl Granville.—(Received July 1,8*30 a.m.) 

(No. 190.) 

(Telegraphic.) Constantinople, June 30, 1S82, 5'30 r.M. 

LAST night fourth meeting of the Conference was held. The proceedings began 
by my communicating to the Conference Mr. Cartwright’s two telegrams No. 281 of 
the 2Sth and No. 2S0 of the 29tli instant. 

Count Corti, after having again dwelt upon the evidence of anarchy which reigned 
in Egypt, suggested that we should continue the discussion of the proposition of the 
British Ambassador in favour of the armed intervention of Turkey. 

It at once became apparent that neither the Austrian Ambassador nor the German 
or Russian Charge d’Affaires had yet received their instructions; Baron Calico 
observing that he was still without information as to the real condition of Egypt, and 
the German Charge d’Ail'aires suggesting whether a better plan might not bo to allow 
the affair to “ trainer.” The Russian Charge d’Affaires announced that he was simply 
authorized to discuss any proposition indifferently. 

Russian Charge d’Atlaires having alluded with intention to my proposition as 
emanating from the two Governments, the Trench Ambassador demurred to the 
phrase, and said that it must not be so regarded. 

I then observed that if a newspaper correspondent were hid in a cupboard he 
would certainly report as the [ ? ] of tlio conversation which had taken place 

that the Conference desired to renounce its task of providing a remedy for the 
imminent disasters with which Egypt itself, and all the European interests connected 
with Egypt, were threatened. 

On this we began to discuss the conditions on which the Turkish expeditionary 
force, if it was allowed to go, was to be sent. The Ercnch Ambassador took the lead 
at this stage of the proceedings, but he insisted that his suggestions should bo 
considered as anonymous. They were as follows:— 

1. That it should be sent on the demand of the Powers. 

2. That the Porte should give a formal assurance that it was sent for the purpose 
of restoring the status quo. 

3. That there should be no interference with the privileges of Egypt, as secured 
by the Tirmans. 

4. That the military occupation should be for a limited period. 

5. That it should give rise to no interference with the internal affairs of the 
Administration. 

0. That the rights of the Kliediveship should be kept intact. 

7. That we should discuss who was to command the troops. 

After these conditions, and others which he had not mentioned, had been settled, 
there would still remain to be determined how the objects of the expedition were to be 
defined, and how the ultimate evacuation was to be secured. 

Count Corti observed that, to address a demand to the Sultan to send troops 
would be a certain way of inducing him to return a refusal. 

The Trench Ambassador replied that the principle of troops being sent on the 
demand of Europe was almost the only guarantee we could have against Egypt being 
forcibly converted into an ordinary Turkish province. 

Baron Calico expressed his concurrence with Count Corti, and he added that 
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inasmuch as the English and Trench fleets at Alexandria could arrest the Turkish 
transports, it would be evident that any disembarkation of troops was effected with 
the consent of Europe. 

lhc Trench Ambassador remarked that as it had been agreed that no single 
Power should act alone in Egypt, Baron Calico’s reference to the fleets could not be 
admitted into the calculation. 

On this I observed that, although the contingency was unlikely, if the Sultan 
were to try to smuggle clandestinely a corps d’armee into Egypt without the assent 
of the Powers, one of those cases of urgency would have arisen which bad been 
contemplated by tho term “force majeure” in the reservation appended to Count 
Corli’s proposition, as indeed would be any other unexpected incident or critical change 
in the political situation in Egypt, such as an attack upon the Suez Canal, [or] any 
other sudden danger to special interests. 

Russian Charge d’Atfaires observed that we should always be in a position to 
compel the Turks to leave Egypt when we choose. 

German Charge d’Affaires recorded his strong conviction that the Sultan would 
not accept a mandate. 

> Count Corti again insisted upon the advisability of allowing the Sultan to take the 
initiative. 

On this I observed that Trench Ambassador’s view was correct in theory, and 
Count Corti’s in practice. The problem was to reconcile the two. It would never do 
to establish [a] precedent for the Sultan to occupy Egypt with a military force without 
the previous [consent] of Europe. 

On the other hand, our object was to get him to go. Tt was not our eloquence 
that would effect this object, but if, through the menace of our existence as a Con¬ 
ference, and by any other diplomatic means, the Sultan could be induced himself to 
communicate to us a proposal that Turkish troops should be sent to Egypt for certain 
specified purposes, and under certain conditions, we could take act of his having done 
so, and by a formal acquiescence in his proposal, it would be as much of a pact as 
though tin 1 initiative came from us. 

This view of the ease seemed to meet with the assent of the great majority of my 
colleagues. 

I then suggested that the question of the “ demand ” should be postponed until 
wo had examined the other conditions enumerated by the Trench Ambassador. 

All of them were accepted in principle; but a discussion rose as to how, with the 
Sultan in military possession of the country, the fulfilment of many of them (such, for 
instance, as that there should be no [r] interference Autli the internal administration of 
Egypt, or that the position of the Khedive was to be left intact) could be secured. 
The Austrian Ambassador observed that there must necessarily intervene a transition 
period of confusion. 

I suggested that, until the army was reorganized, and the leaders of tho military 
faction dispersed, tho Government must be more or less under the influence of tho 
Turkish military authority; but that, at all events, there was a way of saving appear¬ 
ances, namely, that the moment the Turkish forces set tho [ ? ], he should con¬ 

stitute a new Ministry, and that some person enjoying the confidence of the Sultan, 
like Dervish Pasha, should bo named Minister of "War. In this way the Commander- 
in-chief of the Turkish army, who it was to be hoped might be Moukhtar Pasha, would 
be brought nominally under tho Khedive’s orders. The constitution of a normal 
Ministry would carry with it the re-entry into the Council of the Controllers, and in 
this way the whole machinery of a regular Government might be re-established in 
twelve hours, otherwise anomalous relations of tho Turkish Commander-in-chief with 
the Khedive would be regularized according to accepted constitutional forms. 

The foregoing Avas, 1 said, a mere personal suggestion of my own. 

Before the meeting separated I intimated that it Avas tho intention of Iler 
Majesty’s Government to demand reparation at a fitting moment for the loss of life 
anil injury to property sustained by our subjects during the riots at Alexandria.

The Earl of Duffer in to Earl Granville.—(Received by telegraph, July 1.)

My Lord, Therapia, June 30, 1S82. 

THE fourth meeting of the Conference was held last night. The proceedings 
commenced by my communicating to my colleagues Mr. Cartwright’s telegrams 
No. 28-1 of the 28th instant, and No. 2SG of the 29th instant, in one of which a 
striking description is given of the increasing panic in Egypt, and the financial and 
commercial collapse and ruin which it will occasion. 

Count Corti then insisted again in forcible terms upon the anarchic state of 
Egypt, and the necessity for a remedy. Under these circumstances, he suggested 
that wo should proceed with the discussion of the British Ambassador’s proposition. 

Baron Calico said that, having discharged his duty in calling at our last meeting 
the attention of his colleagues to the possible danger to the Christian and European 
residents which might ho occasioned by an intervention, he was quite ready to discuss 
the proposition of the British Ambassador; hut he must observe that he was altogether 
in ignorance of the real state of affairs in Egypt, and therefore hardly in a position to 
pronounce upon the course it might he best to follow. 

M. Onou having alluded to this proposition as a proposition of the two Govern¬ 
ments, M. do Nonillcs demurred to the expression, and observed that it must not he so 
regarded; it was the proposition of the English Ambassador. 

M. de Hirsehfeldt spoke pretty much in the same terms as had Baron Calico, and 
asked whether it might not after all he well to allow the matter to “ trainer” a little, in 
the hopes of some satisfactory arrangement being reached in Egypt itself, by which I 
apprehended he alluded to the possibility of the Sultan being still able to drive Arabi 
Pasha from power, and to break up the military organization. The German Chargd 
d’Affaires, however, was careful to explain that the foregoing must not be regarded as 
an opinion he desired to impress on the Conference, but rather as a suggestion which 
might or might not he thought worthy of examination. 

Being very much dissatisfied with the attitude assumed by a great number of my 
colleagues, I observed that if a newspaper correspondent had assisted at our deliberations 
he would certainly have reported that we were desirous ot renouncing the task imposed 
upon us by our Governments. 

Count Corti having reinforced my observations by a similar remark, M. dc Noailles 
went on to say that the part of the business now before us divided itself into three 
heads—(1) the consideration of the conditions which would attach to Turkish inter¬ 
vention; (2) the definition of the ends to which that intervention was to be directed; 
and (3) the consideration of the “sanction.” By “sanction” I understood him to 
mean the alternative to be threatened if the Turkish Government refused to acquiesce 
in our invitation to send troops. Jlis Excellency then proceeded, with remarkable 
perspicuity of language, to enumerate the conditions which, in his opinion, ought to 
be attached to the intervention of Turkey, lie was careful, however, to beg us to 
consider these suggestions as not coming from himself,but as being anonymous. They 
were as follows :— 

(1.) That a military force should be scut by Turkey to Egypt on the formal 
demand of the Great Powers. 


(2.) That distinct assurances would be given by the Sultan that he would address 
his eiforts to the restoration of the status quo. 

(3.) That no interference should be admitted with the existing Eirmans and 
privileges of Egypt. 

(T.) That the period of the occupation should have no fixed limit. 

(3.) That during its continuance there should be no “ingereuoo” on the part of 
the Porte in the internal affairs of Egypt. 

(G.) That the situation of the Khedive or of the Khcdivcship should remain 
intact and unaffected in its rights and dignity. 

M. de Noailles further suggested that it would bo necessary to arrive at some 
conclusion as to who was to command the Turkish troops. 

In concluding, the Ereneh Ambassador observed that although the foregoing 
were some ot the conditions by uhicli the expedition of a Turkish corps d’armec to 
Egypt ought to ho restricted, there were several ot hors which might be mentioned, 
and he then expatiated, in very forcible terms, on the difficulty of enforcing any one 
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of them, and especially of securing the ultimate evacuation of the province by the 
Turkish troops. 

Count Corti observed, in reference to the first of M. de Noailles’ conditions— 
namely, that having regard to the “ demand,” that we must take into account the 
extreme difficulty of the Sultan’s position, and that we were bound also to consult his 
dignity, and to treat him with the “ management ” and consideration which were his 
due. Under these circumstances, he very much feared that Ilis Majesty would not 
consent to move on the “demand” of the Great Powers, as it would at once give 
him the appearance of being a mere instrument used by the European Governments 
to chastise, for their benefit, the Mussulman populations. 

M. dc Noailles strongly insisted upon the necessity of our emphasizing our 
“demand.” It was our one security against Egypt being treated for all time as an 
ordinary Turkish province. 

Baron Calico said that lie agreed with Count Corti, especially as it was evident 
that if a Turkish expedition were sent to Egypt it could only be with the consent of 
the European Powers. The fleets of England and Prance blockaded Alexandria, and, 
did they choose, they might intercept the Turkish transports and prevent the landing 
of the Sultan’s troops. 

M. de Noailles reminded Baron Calico that, as the Conference has assembled, it 
would be out of the question for the English and the Ereneh fleets to intervene in the 
manner he had indicated, and that, therefore, such a contingency must be left out of 
our calculations. 

On this I observed that, although the eventuality could scarcely be imagined, 
yet, if the Sultan tried to smuggle his troops clandestinely into Egypt without 
previous communication v if h the Powers, I conceived that one of those cases of 
force majeure would have arisen contemplated by the reserve appended to Count 
Corti’s Resolution, just as would be the case if tho Suez Canal u ere threatened, or 
any other sudden or critical change were to take place in the political situation which 
might menace special interests. 

M. Onou said that he did not consider the question of the “demand” as of any 
great importance, as the Sultan could not stay in Egypt except with the consent of 
the Powers. 

M. de nirsclifoldt expressed a strong and.absolute opinion that tho Sultan would 
not accept a mandate. 

Count Corti again insisted upon the advisability of allowing the Sultan to take 
the initiative. Upon this I said that the Ereneh Ambassador’s view was correct in 
theory, but Count Corti’s was the most opportune in practice. The problem was to 
reconcile the two. It would certainly be out of the question to establish a precedent 
for the Sultan to occupy Egypt with a military force without the previous assent of 
the Powers. On the other hand, our object was to get. him to go. It would not, 
therefore, be wise to couch our invitation in such terms as would provoke a refusal. 
Moreover, it was not our eloquence that would be likely to set him in motion; but if, 
through the menace of our existence as a Conference, and by other diplomatic 
pressure, ho could be induced himself to communicate to us a proposal that Turkish 
troops should be sent to Egypt for certain specified purposes, and under certain 
conditions, it appeared to me that our object would bo equally well attained. AVo 
could take act of the announcement by signifying our formal acquiescence, and tho 
arrangement would assume as much the character of a compact or agreement as 
though the initial invitation had come from us. If, when you are on the point of 
requiring somebody to do something, he anticipates you by proposing- to do it of his 
own accord, it would be very unwise not to shake hands over tho bargain. 

This view of tho case appearing to meet with the assent of the great majority of 
my colleagues, I proposed that the question of the “ demand ” should bo postponed 
for the present, and that we should proceed to the examination of the other conditions 
enumerated by tho Marquis dc Noailles. All of these were accepted in principle, but 
a discussion arose as to how, with the Sultan in military possession of the country, 
some of the conditions—such, for instance, as that there should bo no interference 
with the internal affairs of Egypt, or that the supremacy of the Khedive should be 
left intact—could be secured. 

The Austrian Ambassador observed that there must necessarily intervene a tran¬ 
sition period of confused and uncertain jurisdiction. 

I suggested that until the army was reorganized, and the leaders of the military 
faction dispersed, the Local Government must, ot course, be more or less under the 
influence of the Turkish military authorities in command, but that at all events there 
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was a way of saving appearances, namely, by tlie Khedive, the moment the Turkish 
forces set him free and enabled him to constitute a new Ministry, nominating some 
person who, like Dervish Pasha, enjoys the confidence of the Sultan, to the post of 
Minister of Mar. In this way the Commander-in-chief of the Turkish army, who, it 
was to be hoped, might be Moukhtar Pasha, would be brought nominally under the 
Khedive’s orders ; the formation of a normal Ministry would carry with it the re-entry 
into its counsels of the Controllers; and in this way the whole machinery of a regular 
Government might be re-established in twelve hours, and the anomalous relations of the 
Turkish Commander-in-eliief with the Khedive would be regularized in accordance 
with accepted Constitutional forms. The foregoing was, however, I said, a mere 
personal idea of my own. 

Before the meeting separated, I intimated that it was the intention of Iler 
Majesty’s Government to demand reparation at a fitting moment for the loss of lifo 
and the injury to property sustained by our subjects during the riots at Alexandria. 

I am afraid I cannot consider the proceedings recorded in the above despatch as 
very satisfactory. It is quite evident that neither my German, Austrian, nor Russian 
colleague has received any definite instructions, and that M. de Koailles is more 
impressed with the dangers attendant upon the dispatch of a Turkish expeditionary 
force to Egypt than with the good results which will flow from it. On the other hand, 
it is but justice to my Trench colleague to say that, although ho docs not associate 
himself with my proposition, he not only does not oppose it, but he contributes power¬ 
fully towards the discussion of it.

I CONSIDEP the result of the Conference last night very unsatisfactory. 
Trench Ambassador is only bent on making difficulties. The absurdity of Baron 
Calico’s plea that he has not yet any authentic information about the state of Egypt, 
in which he is joined by his two other colleagues, is sufficiently significant. The only 
man who tries to push the affair at all is Count Corti. Up till now the Conference 
has done absolutely nothing; and unless wc can come to something like a practical 
understanding at the next meeting, the prolongation of its existence woidd seem 
useless. 

Mould it not he possible to induce the German and Austrian Governments to 
instruct their Representatives to take a forward step ? The immediate task before us, 
namely, the specification of the conditions of the Turkish occupation, might be con¬ 
cluded at a single sitting if any one was in earnest.

I CONSIDER that the result of the meeting of the Conference last night is very 
unsatisfactory.

Up till now the Conference has done absolutely nothing, and, unless wo can come 
to something like a practical understanding at the next meeting, the prolongation of 
its existence would scorn useless. Would it not be possible to induce the Austrian and 
German Governments to instruct their Representatives to take a forward stop. The 
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immediate task before us, namely, the specification of the conditions of the Turkish 
occupation, might be concluded at a single sitting if any one was in earnest.

I should he glad of some discretion as to advising them to leave Cairo; the 
reason I hesitate to do so is that the panic among other Europeans would be thereby- 
intensified. On the other hand, it is not right that the lives of British subjects, which 
aie specially endangered, should he risked in order to delay the panic among others; 
and the removal of'"these persons may become much more difficult if it is postponed. 

I would suggest that the Acting British Consul, and those who still wish to 
remain should await the formal orders which will he given when a foreign interven¬ 
tion has been decided upon, hut I should wish to get the majority away from Cairo. 

There is no indication of any actual disturbance, and I trust that, by cneouinging 
the departure of those who arc in isolated positions, there will ho less difficulty m 
effect in 0 * the removal of the remainder when circumstances render it necessary.

I HAVE obtained a copy of the original instructions, dated the 27th May, to 
Dervish Pasha. The first Article attaches Ahmed Essad to the Mission. 

The second names Dervish Pasha as Head of the Mission, which is accompanied by 
a staff. They are to examine the fortifications of Egypt, and to ascertain what 
means there would be of defending Alexandria against a hostile fleet and of landing 
troops. 

The third Article enjoins Dervish Pasha to see the Notables, and to summon them 
to obey the Holy Caliphate. 

Art. 4. He is to try and effect a reconciliation between the Khedive and Arabi 
Pasha. If fie finds that the quarrel cannot he made up, he is to assume the direction 
of the Ministry of War, and, if possible, to place the members of the Etat-Major he 
has brought with him in all the important posts. He is then to arrest one by one the 
authors of the troubles, and to send Arabi Pasha to Constantinople. 

Art. 5. Dervish Pasha is to act in concert with the other members of his Mission 
[ ? ] with Ahmed Essad. If he thinks it desirable, lie is to dismiss any of the 
Khedive’s Ministers. 

Art. G. He will abolish the Chamber of Notables if possible, and punish the chiefs 
of the revolt. Although the privileges of Egypt were granted in concert with the [ ? ], 
inasmuch as the Porte has always the power to abolish or modify them, his 
Excellency will use his discretion in curtailing them. But he must inform the Porte 
by telegraph, and obtain the unanimous assent of his Mission. 

Art. 10. Requires the Mission, in the first place, to re-establish the Control and 
general tranquillity, and to inquire into the complaints of the Consuls. 

Art. 11. Should Dervish Pasha discover that he cannot succeed in his mission 
without troops, lie is, in concert with his colleagues, to determine the number to be 
requisitioned ; and he must also inform tho Porte whether their arrival will be likely 
to cause a revolt. 

Art. 13. In order to create a rivalry among the Consuls, he is to attach to himself 
the Consuls of Germany, Austria, and Italy, by protending to invito them to decisive 
deliberations, and to promise to take their advice. 

As soon as tranquillity is restored, he is to require the retirement of the fleets. 

Art. 15. Every member of the Mission is to have the guarantee of telegraphing 
to the Porte, and Dervish Pasha is not to stop them. Any one, however, who tele¬ 
graphs from improper motives will be severely punished.

His Highness the Khedive to Iiagheb Pasha. 

My dear Raglicb Pasha, 

YOU know the deplorable disorders which took place on Sunday the 11th June 
(25th Raglicb, 1229), in the course of which many of the inhabitants of the town, 
both foreigners and natives, were killed or wounded and shops wore pillaged. You 
also know that during the too long duration of these sad events numerous lights took 
place in different parts of Alexandria. 

The first consequence of these cvcr-to-bo-doplorcd disorders has been that 
foreigners established in Egypt have lost all confidence in the maintenance of order 
and public safety ; the consequence of these events have been felt in Cairo and other 
towns. Foreigners, proprietors, merchants and artisans have hastened to quit the 
country. Notwithstanding the Proclamation announcing the rc-cstablislnnent of 
order, and the assurance, given under our responsibility, that it would not again ho 
disturbed, they continue to abandon Egypt. Hence, the cessation of affairs, the 
complete absence of credit and the withdrawal of specie. 

This unfortunate event, without precedent in Egypt, and so grievous from all 
points of view, has caused enormous loss to the country, both as regards natives and 
foreigners, who have left their properties and their businesses precipitately in the 
fear that the disorders might recur. The gravity of these facts will not escape you ; 
the motives and causes cannot be precisely ascertained except by a searching and 
severe inquiry. 

You will, therefore, give your earnest consideration to the best means to ho 
adopted for arriving at a complete knowledge of the causes by which this incident 
assumed an aspect which it would never have assumed, had it been stopped in its 
origin. 

You will bring to our knowledge the names of the promoters, authors and 
accomplices in the events, in order that the crimes of which they have been guilty may 
be severely repressed. 

These sad events have caused consternation among foreigners, and have led to tho 
rupture of the friendly relations which have hitherto existed between Europeans and 
natives; such a state of things must not bo prolonged, and it is necessary that 
efficient measures should be taken for the re-establishment of these relations, the 
maintenance of order and public security, and the resumption of business, upon which 
the prosperity of Egypt depends. 

I therefore rely on all your firmness and all your solicitude in order that such 
measures may be energetically and promptly taken as may lead to tho cessation of a 
situation without example in Egvpt.

I CALLED upon the Minister for Foreign Affairs to-day, and again endeavoured 
to persuade him to enter the Conference. I told liim it was already evident that if he 
joined us lie would find himself as President not merely in a position of dignity but 
of influence; that although hitherto the experience of Turkish Commissioners at 
European Conferences might not have been very agreeable, he would not fail to 
perceive that the atmosphere of this Conference was of a totally different character. 
A state of things had arisen in which all our interests were jeopardized. Was it not, 
therefore, reasonable that we should consult in common how they might bo best 
preserved ? At every moment of the discussion it would bo convenient and advan¬ 
tageous if we could turn to a Turkish President for information and advice. Moreover, 
I added, “ les absents ont toujours tortand however friendly we may be disposed 
towards you, it is almost impossible but that if you allow everything to he settled 
behind your back, tho result may be less advantageous than if you had been present 
to explain and defend your views and interests. 

Ilis Excellency replied, that at all events lie would always be at the Porte ready 
to talk over any matter wo chose with us. 

I then referred to the fact of Arabi Bey having received a decoration from the 
Sultan as a mark of his esteem and approbation, which seemed to me an odd 
commentary upon the language held by his Excellency in Arabi’s regard a week or 
two ago. 

To this Saul Pasha replied in a mysterious, not to say an oracular manner, that in 
a little while I should heartily applaud the circumstance.

COUNT DELLA SALA, a General in the Egyptian service, and an Aide-de- 
camp of the Khedive, called upon me yesterday with a letter of introduction from 
Sir E. Malct, wixo asked me to listen to what he had to say. 

lie told me that he had just been received by the Emperor, to wiiora lie had 
delivered a letter with which he had been intrusted by the Khedive; and nis Majesty 
having expressed a wish to hear his account of the state of affairs in Egypt, he 
had taken the liberty of speaking very plainly, and of especially dwelling 
upon the attitude and language of the Austrian Consul-General, which he 
affirms to have been most objectionable and injurious, and calculated to strengthen 
the position of the Militai'y party. 

Count della Sala had insisted that no permanent settlemeixt could be effected in 
Egypt till tlie army was disbanded and its chiefs punished, which could only be done 
by a foreign force, and he strongly urged—though whether ho had said this to the 
Emperor or not I am not certain—that the force should be a British one. He would 
greatly prefer this to a Turkish force, declaring that it would be better received by 
the people, and especially by the Bedouins. 

I said that this did not quite agree with the opinion that had been given by others, 
and I asked whether he considered that the arrival of foreign troops would be attended 
with serious danger to the Europeans. 

He said that he could not deny that a critical moment would have to be passed 
between the time when it wus known that an expedition was being sent and its 
arrival, but lie could guarantee that when a British force, winch ought in no case to 
exceed 10,000 men, was once in the country, the Egyptian army Avould disappear, and 
Egypt be perfectly quiet. 

Count della Salla is to sec Count Kalnoky, and he proceeds to Berlin in a few 
days.

Lord Ampthill to Earl Granville.—(Received July 3.) 

(No. 250. Secret.) 

My Loi’d, Berlin, June 29, 1882. 

IN a conversation I had to-day with Count Hatzfcldt on the subject of the latest 
Turkish Circular, stating that the Sultan is satisfied with the present state of things 
in Egypt, and therefore thinks the European Conference at Constantinople inoppor¬ 
tune, I reverted to your Lordship’s instructions, No. 255 of the 20th instant, and 
reminded his Excellency that Her Majesty’s Government had been no parties to the 
present arrangement in Egypt, and that although they admitted that that arrangement 
might be possibly expedient as a provisional means of saving from violence the lives 
and property of Europeans, they did not consider that the political question wus in any 
way settled by it. 

Count liatzfcldt replied that the greater interests of England must naturally 
influence her policy, but that Germany had none to necessitate action, and the less so 
since there was no more Germans left in Egypt. The political questioix, his Excellency 
said, had been referred by England and Erance to a Conference of tho European 
Powers, and Germany could afford to await the result of their deliberations. 

Prince Bismarck, his Excellency went on to say, had always considered that a 
Turkish occupation of Egypt was tho safest and 2 nost legitimate solution of the diffi¬ 
culty, and at one time the Sultan seemed to share that opinion ; but since His Majesty 
had realized that it might lead to bloodshed among Mussulmans, ho had thought 
bettor of it, and preferred conciliation to coercion. If the Sultan persisted in his 
refusal to send troops to Egypt, and in his belief that order and security were 
re-established under the present arrangement in Egypt, the Conference would find it 
[ i 1 y 3] ‘ H 
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difficult to alter liis decision, and the interests of Germany would not, in that case, 
call for active interference on her part. 

In the further course of conversation, and in reply to queries of mine, Count 
Hatzfeldt said that, in his private and personal opinion, there were but three ways of 
dealing with the question :— 

1. To accept the present modus vivendi , as the Sultan did, and make the best of it. 

2. To persuade the Sultan to intervene and make himself responsible for order 
and security; and 

3. In the case of refusal, that the Powers sufficiently interested to risk a conflict 
should take the matter in hand and protect their own interests themselves. 

Germany was not called upon to take any active part in the protection of the 
interests of other Powers in Egypt, but would gladly lend her moral support to contri¬ 
bute towards the peaceful and satisfactory settlement of questions pending among 
them.

Account of the Riots at Alexandria on June 11, by the Hon. Mrs. Fitzgerald. 

ON Sunday, the lltli June, my husband and I were staying at the ILOtcl de 
l’Europe, which is in the great Square, with one side of it looking on a street. Our 
windows were on that side, but we could see part of the square. A little after 
4 o’clock we looked out, and saw quantities of Arabs running past, going from the 
square up the street. There was a good deal of noise, and avc soon heard two or three 
shots. At first we were told it was only a quarrel between a few natives and Italians 
or Greeks. Sir Beauchamp Seymour was calling upon us at this time, and left when 
we heard a shot fired. Just after that some friends of ours, avIiosc sitting-room looked 
on the square, called us to come doAvn to them, and avc Avent on to their balcony. A 
great number of Arabs, boys and men, were rushing by, and some of them had looked 
up, calling out and shaking their fists at the ladies at the window. At one end of the 
Square some of the Arabs began breaking up the chairs outside a cafe. 

We then looked out again into the street, Avhere avc saAV about half-a-dozen boys 
and three or four men breaking into a shop opposite. They smashed through the 
shutters, broke them up into long pieces, Avhich they divided amongst themselves, and 
with them dashed the glass to pieces, pulling everything out of the shop and carrying 
off all they could. While they Averc doing this, three policemen (soldiers of the 
zaptieh) Avalked past, taking no notice Avlmtever. There Avas then no croAvd in the 
street, but a good many men and boys were running and Avalking by. 

In a fcAV minutes some of the servants rushed up, saying people were being 
murdered at the door of the hotel. My husband ran doAvn, and saw tAvo Europeans 
being beaten to death just outside. One Avas quietly Avalking along, Avhcn a boy of 
about 13 or 14, hit at him Avith a great piece of AA r ood. He turned to push the boy 
aAvay, and immediately a negro ran up and knocked him down, and then a quantity of 
Arabs rushed on him and beat him to death. There Avcre three Europeans killed 
close to the hotel, and tAvo more a little further oil*. They Averc not all killed on the 
spot; I saAV one man moving for long afterwards; but though quantities of Arabs 
walked by and looked at them, they did nothing for them, and the Europeans hurried 
by, too much afraid to take any notice of them. They Avore Avounded about 5 o’clock. 
A lady Avho Avas Avith us saAV one of them trying to craAvl from the gutter on to the 
pavement, Avhcn an Arab came up and hit at him again. My maid saw a gentleman 
in a carriage being attacked by eight or nine Arabs. After trying in A'ain to defend 
himself, he jumped out and ran across the square, Avith them all pursuing him. The 
driver made no effort to savo him or to move the carriage on. 

Soon after 5 o’clock, a son of one of the ladies in the hotel, Avho is employed in 
the office of the port, arrived. lie had been very much knocked about, but had 
managed to get back to the port and brought an Egyptian soldier from there, and 
Avith him succeeded in reaching the hotel, lie said tlio sights in the streets Averc 
terrible, especially in the Hue des Soeurs, Avhere dead and Avounded people Averc lying 
all along the streets. lie told me that his servant had asked that morning for leave to 
go out for the afternoon as they Avere going to have a “ fantasia ” in the town. 

My husband got the soldier to Avrito a letter for him in Arabic to the Governor of 


Alexandria, telling him that many ladies, including the Austrian Consul-General's 
Avife, Avcre in the hotel, and begging him to send a guard. After this we Avatchcd the 
Arabs breaking into another shop opposite our windows. This time some police came 
and made a pretence of stopping them, knocking about with some sticks, but 
apparently not hurting any one, and allowing them to carry off all the things they had 
got. One of the ladies saAV a man Avalking along Avith liis arms full of jcAvellery and 
plate. 

It was not till past 6 o’clock that we hoard the troops coining with the band 
playing. All the people dispersed at once, and the soldiers were placed all round the 
Square. The Egyptian soldier who Avas with us and one of the gentlemen, tried to 
get the soldiers to have the Avounded men taken away, but they ansAvcrcd very rudely, 
and Avould do nothing. It Avas not till past 9 in the evening that the bodies Avere 
removed. A guard remained round the hotel all night. 

On Sunday afternoon, some time before the outbreak began, several people in the 
hotel remarked a carriage Avith a man dressed in green in it, who was calling out to the 
people in a very excited way as he drove along. One lady had also noticed a great 
number of donkey-boys driving their donkeys in front of them as if to put them aAvay, 
and at the time of the disturbances there Avas not a donkey to be seen, though there 
are generally a great quantity in the Square for hire. 

There seemed to be more boys than ’men breaking into the shops and attacking 
the Europeans.

The British Suez Canal Directors to Earl Granville.—(Received July 3,) 

(No. 10. Confidential.) 

My Lord, London, July 2, 18S2. 

WE have just received the inclosed semi-official letter from Mr. Standee, and in 
compliance Avith his request beg leave to draAV your Lordship’s special attention to its 
inclosures. 

Your Lordship will observe that the vieAV entertained by the Company is to the 
effect that an armed intervention in Egypt at any point Avould seriously jeopardize the 
safety of the Europeans employed at the different stations on the Canal, and that if no 
such intervention takes place the security of the Canal and the freedom of the naviga¬ 
tion will not be threatened. 

The Company evidently look only to the question of the Canal, and shut their 
eyes to the political necessities resulting from recent cA r cnts in Egypt, Avhicli may 
possibly lead to armed inteiTcniion. Although their views are no doubt erroneous, 
still it is our duty to lay them before your Lordship. 

It is clear, liOA\ r cver, that in the event of intervention, a responsibility Avill rest 
w r ith the intervening PoAvcrs for the safety of the Canal employes, and avc venture, 
therefore, to submit that, in the event of such a contingency arising, immediate steps 
should be taken for ensuring armed protection to the different stations. The prompt 
execution of such a measure, for instance, by dispatching gun-boats to the stations, 
might prevent the disastrous results Avhich Avould ensue in the event of a panic 
declaring itself among the European employes. 

As regards the supply of fresh Avater along the Canal, it appears from Mr. Standcn’s 
letter that the Company arc trusting entirely to the Ismailia Canal, and have taken no 
steps to obtain Avater by other means, should that source be interfered Avilli. In short, 
the Avholc attitude of the Company implies an umvillingncss to recognize the possibility 
of armed intervention, Avhich alone, in their opinion, constitutes a danger to the 
Canal.

Mr. Standen to Sir J. Stokes. 

My dear Sir John, Paris, June 30, 1S82. 

I THIS morning received your letter of yesterday’s date, with further instructions 
from Lord Granville, and I was about to call on Charles dc Lesscps to speak to him 
again in the sense of Lord Granville’s despatch, when he forestalled me by coming 
round to sec me to hand me a letter from himself and a telegram just received from 
his brother, Victor, at Ismailia. 

I told him that our Government had again written to us in the sense of their 
former despatch, and that they did not share the confidence expressed by his father, 
the President, in the assurances made him by the Egyptian Government. That, 
moreover, Her Majesty’s Government was of opinion that the political situation in 
Egypt implied a menace to the Canal, and that they desired the Company to under¬ 
stand that it was incumbent on the Canal authorities to take all necessary precautions 
to insure a supply of fresh water and to keep a strict watch on all parts of the Canal, 
so that any attempts to interfere with its safe navigation in any way might be 
immediately reported. 

I said that it was perhaps advisable for the President to decide on any measures 
that they thought fit to adopt before he left this evening for England. 

To this Charles de Lesscps replied that as far as water supply was concerned, all 
they could do at present was to keep their reservoirs full. This Avas done, and a 
further note would be sent, enjoining the agents on the Canal to sec to it. 

To build now reservoirs Avas an expense that he could not advise the Company to 
adopt; the time alone occupied in their construction would be too great to serve any 
present emergency. 

With respect to a strict Avatch along the Canal, this Avas already done, and if 
anything Avas Avrong, or any hostile moA'oment made, such as referred to by Lord 
Granville, it Avould be reported immediately. 

He then explained to me the reason of his visit, and handed mo the telegram 
from his brother Avith his oavu letter to myself. I send you copies of both these 
documents, with the request that they may both bo communicated to our Government. 

lie told me that this telegram he considered serious in the extreme. He foresatv 
Avliat the measures alluded to by his brother Avere. 

You are, of course, aAvare that Europeans, merchants, and others living in Egypt 
have been advised by their Cousuls-Gcneral or other Representatives, that in the 
actual state of affairs it Avould be more prudent for them to leave the country—a step 
considered even more necessary in the event, of an armed intervention. This the 
greater part of the European residents have already done. But the Canal employes, 
though equally Europeans, and, therefore, equally the object of an attack by a fanatical 
people, are altogether differently situated. It is understood that they, of course, 
remain at their posts to carry on the Avorking of the navigation through the Canal, 
and they have to a man stood to ther post in spite of the recommendations that have 
reached them from the Consular body. They haA'c trusted to the Avisdom and l’ore- 
bcarancc of the European Governments to do nothing that Avould place their lives in 
peril. 

When, therefore, they hear of the probable landing of troops, and read of the great 
preparations that arc; now being made, is it not natural that, Avitk the knoAvlcdge also 
that the result of such landing Avill be the signal for a rising throughout the country 
against the Europeans, they should at last think of taking steps for their own 
personal safety. 

It is of no uso to console them Avith promises of support and protection by the 
troops. Long before such protection could reach them many of the employes 
refusing to fly Avould in all probability be massacred; or again, the Avhole of them 
might receive instructions from the chief agent in charge to quit their posts as soon 
as it became known that a landing Avas on the point of being effected. There are no 
forts or rallying points to Avhich they might escape, and they Avould probably seek a 
temporary refuge on board such vessels as might be passing. 

"When once this took place the greatest disorder would reign in the Canal, and 
a complete block Avould be the result. 

This is a view of the question that I submit most seriously to the attention of the 
Government. 

On Charles de Lesscps taking leave I went at once to see his Excellency Lord 
Lyons, to Avhom I read the fresh instructions sent us, and then showed his Lordship 
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the telegram and Charles de Losseps’ letter. I laid my opinions very strongly before 
his Excellency, who expressed Ms great interest in the matter, and the importance of 
his receiving all possible information on the subject. I said that I was of opinion 
that if the free navigation and security of the Canal Avas the real object which England 
had in vieAv at the present moment, it would be a grievous error to land troops there 
at this present season. The reports that Averc spread as to the proposed attempts to 
blow up vessels, undermine banks, &c., on the Canal, were more or less false. 

I caused a telegram to be sent to the Canal yesterday to ascertain the truth as to 
the armed force of Arabs along its banks, and avo have just received the reply, which 
I also inclose. 

It must not be forgotten that the Canal Company are as deeply interested as 
any one in all that takes place along its course, and Avatch it with a keener interest, 
though this fact appeal’s hitherto to have been overlooked. 

Charles de Lesscps promises an answer to our letter, but it was not yet pre¬ 
pared. 

I regret that time docs not uIIoav me this evening to develop more what I wished 
to say, but I must take this at once to the Embassy to catch the messenger.

THE fifth sitting of the Conference yesterday afternoon was very satisfactory. 
Ercnch Ambassador signified his acquiescence in the principle of Turkish intervention, 
provided the Conference could agree upon the conditions by which it was to he 
regulated. Those conditions should not be so feeble as to leave the Turks masters of 
Egypt, nor so obnoxious to the Sultan as to make it difficult for him to comply with 
the invitation of the Conference. The Ercnch Ambassador then observed that, having 
at our last meeting gone through a preliminary examination of these conditions, it 
remained for us to determine “lc but” and “la sanction,” meaning by the latter 
word the comminatory alternative. 

In accordance with a previous understanding arrived at between us, I then inter¬ 
posed with a form of words of the objects to which Turkish intervention should be 
directed, namely, the overthrow of the military faction and the placing of the Khedive 
in a position to reconstruct a Government and to re-establish the status-quo. 

All our colleagues accepted the [? words]. 

We then proceeded to discuss the “ sanction,” namely, whether in transmitting 
our invitation, we should give a hint to the Porte that, if it refused to send an expedi¬ 
tionary force, Europe would take the matter into its own hands, and act directly in 
Egypt. 

The Austrian Ambassador suggested that anything approaching to a threat of this 
kind would have a had effect. German Charge cl’Affaires followed in the same sense. 
I then observed that the question depended entirely upon what might be the attitude 
of the Sultan at the moment avc were about to address him. If we could assure 
ourselves that he Avas upon the point of yielding, [? avcJ should naturally exclude from 
our proposals everything that he would take in ill part. If, on the contrary, ho 
persisted in abdicating his obligations as Sovereign, my personal opinion was that it 
would be well to alloAv him to understand that ulterior measures would be resorted to. 
I added that this was an opinion Avhicli I should submit to my Government, hut I was 
not authorized to enunciate it on their behalf. 

Count Corti expressed his concurrence in this view. 

Ercnch Ambassador explained that he had used the word “ comminatoirc ” for 
want of a better. To state that we should deal with Egypt ourselves was not a threat 
in the same sense as would be the dispatch of a combined fleet to the Dardanelles. 
Eraming of the phrase Avould be a task of the utmost delicacy. 

We then agreed, at the invitation of Count Corti, on the form in which our 
communication Avas to he addressed to the Porte, namely: “ In identic notes addressed 
to it by order of our respective Governments, and containing the resolution taken by 
the Poavci’S in Conference.” 

Some of my colleagues Avere in favour of the communication being transmitted 
as from the Conference, but it Avas objected that this might expose us to our missive 
being refused, or only accepted “a titre d’inl'ormation,” hut tho Eorcign Minister 
could not decline to receive identic notes from the Ambassadors. 

We then reverted to the main question, and, in reply to a query from Count 
Corti, the Austrian Ambassador declared that he was still Avithout instructions, but 
that lie Avas personally inclined to Turkish inten'cntion, and he had informed his 
Government that it Avas tho only principle which was likely to meet with general 
acceptance. Russian Charge d*Affaires announced that lie was authorized to adopt 
tho principle of Turkish intervention if the other GoA r crmncnts agreed.

THE fifth sitting of the Conference on the affairs of Egypt which took place 
yesterday was very satisfactory. 

M. de Noaillcs signified his acquiescence in the principle of Turkish intervention, 
provided the Conference could agree upon the conditions by which it Avas to be regulated. 

Those conditions should not be so feeble as to leave the Turks masters of Egypt, nor so 
obnoxious to the Sultan as to make it difficult for him to comply with the invitation of the 
Conference. The French Ambassador then observed that, having at our last meeting 
gone through a preliminary examination of these conditions, it remained for us to deter¬ 
mine “lc but” and “la sanction,” meaning by the latter word the comminatory 
alternative. 

In accordance with a previous understanding arrived at between us, I then inter¬ 
posed with a form of words descriptive of the objects to which Turkish intervention 
should be directed, namely, the overthrow of the military faction, and the placing of the 
Khedive in a position to reconstruct a normal Government, and to re-establish the 
status quo. 

All our colleagues accepted the formula. 

We then proceeded to discuss the “ sanction,” namely, whether or no, in transmitting 
our invitation, we should give a hint to the Porte that if it refused to send an expe¬ 
ditionary force, Europe would take the matter into its own hands and act directly in 
Egypt. 

The Austrian Ambassador suggested that anything approaching to a threat of this 
kind Avould have a bad effect. M. de Hirschfcldt followed in the same sense. 

I then observed that the question depended entirely upon what might be the attitude 
of the Sultan at the moment avc Avere about to address him. If Ave could assure our¬ 
selves that His Majesty Avas upon the point of yielding, avc should naturally exclude from 
our proposals everything that he would take in ill part. If, on the contrary, he persisted 
in abdicating his obligations as Sovereign, my personal opinion Avas that it would be avcII 
to alloAv him to understand that ulterior measures Avould be resorted to. 1 added that 
this Avas an opinion Avhich I should submit to my Government, but I Avas not authorized 
to enunciate it on their behalf. 

Count Corti expressed his concurrence in this vieAv. 

M. de Noaillcs explained that he had used the word “comminatoirc ” for Avant of 
a better. To state that Ave should deal Avith Egypt ourselves Avas not a threat in the 
same sense as Avould be the dispatch of a combined tlcet to the Dardanelles. The 
framing of the phrase Avould be a task of the utmost delicacy. 

We then agreed, at the invitation of Count Corti, on the form in Avhicli our commu¬ 
nication Avas to be addressed to the Porte, namely, “ in identic notes addressed to it by 
order of our respective Governments, and containing the resolution taken by the PoAvers 
in Conference.” 

Some of my colleagues Avere in favour of the communication being sent as from the 
Conference, but it Avas objected that this might expose us to our mission being refused 
or only accepted “ h titre d’information,” but the Foreign Minister could not decline to 
receive identic notes from the Ambassadors. 

We then reverted to the main question, and, in reply to a query from Count Corti, 
the Austrian Ambassador declared that he was still Avithout instructions, but that he was 
personally in favour of Turkish intervention, and he had informed his Government that 
it was the only principle which was likely to meet Avith general acceptance. 

M. Onou announced that he Avas authorized to adopt the principle of Turkish inter¬ 
vention if the other Governments agreed. 

M. de Hirschfcldt still maintained his attitude of reserve, and is evidently Avithout 
instructions. ( 

It Avas agreed that at our next meeting, which is fixed for Wednesday, the 5th 
instant, M. de Noaillcs should compose a formula of conditions, embodying as nearly as 
he could the general statement of the Conference, and that he and I should prepare a 
definition of the objects to be obtained by intervention. There is now, therefore, every 
prospect of our communication to the Porte being ready by Wednesday night for 
submission to our respective Governments.

When Count della Sala saw the Minister for Foreign Affairs, who will receive him 
again to-morrow in order to hear further particulars, he explained to his Excellency that 
the Porte was in a great measure responsible for what had occurred in Egypt; that the 
present Egyptian Ministry should never have received the support of the German and 
Austrian Representatives; and that nothing short of European intervention could now 
, save Egypt. ■ 

The General seemed to be pleased with his reception at Vienna, and spoke in high 
terms of Sir E. Malet.

Egypt, Her Majesty’s Government would hope that Ilis Highness would accompany 
such a step by such assurances to the Powers as will secure their use being limited to 
the purposes agreed upon; but even in the ease of such assurances not being given, 
the two Governments would not feel alarm, as they would have the power of securing 
that the action of the troops should be so limited. 

Your Excellency informs me that M. do Freycinet had replied to your communi¬ 
cation that it had just been settled in the Council of Ministers that he should suggest 
to Her Majesty’s Government that the two Ambassadors should be instructed to move 
the Conference to represent to the Sultan that llis Highness should not send troops to 
Egypt without previous concert with it. Your Excellency was to communicate the 
above suggestion, and to say that M. dc Freycinet should now telegraph it at once to 
the French Ambassador at Constantinople as the opinion of the French Government, 
but should say to him that if Lord Dulferin did not receive similar instructions, he 
should, nevertheless, endeavour to come to an understanding with Ids Excellency, -with 
a view to their acting in union with each other. 

Your Excellency will express regret that the decision of the French Government 
on the hypothesis suggested by the Ambassadors is opposed to the view taken by Her 
Majesty’s Government; and you will add that they trust that the Marquis do Noailles 
will be authorized to come to an agreement with Lord Dulferin.

The scope of the Conference was to treat every question in detail, so as to arrive 
at a general solution of the whole question. 

The authority of the Khedive should he real and independent, and effectual 
guarantees should be obtained for the interests of foreigners in Egypt. 

Europe should not interfere in any way in the internal affairs of Egypt. 

It would be necessary to avoid the influence of one Power predominating over 
that of other Powers in Egypt, but the collective influence of Europe should be felt 
there. 

The maintenance of tho free navigation of the Suez Canal, in which England has 
both commercial and political interests, was also of commercial importance to all 
Europe, and particularly to Italy. 

M. Mancini affirmed that the policy of Italy was actuated by no selfish motives. 
She aimed at the preservation of peace and concord, and would never subordinate the 
general interests of Europe to her desire to participate in any exceptional question. 

Though Italy had special interests in Egypt, the best manner of protecting them 
was by maintaining the European concert, and following a dignified, vigilant, and 
disinterested line of policy. 

Signors Caracciolo and Pantaleone declared themselves satisfied with these declara¬ 
tions, and the Budget was approved.

M. S1NADINO, a member of a Greek banking firm at Alexandria, called upon me 
on the afternoon of the 29th ultimo. He had just arrived from Egypt, and was the 
bearer of letters of introduction from the Khedive and from Sir E. Malct. 

M. Sinadino gave a melancholy description of the condition to which the country 
had been reduced by the recent occurrences. He said that it was completely under 
military domination, and that all commerce and industry were at a standstill. He 
described Arabi Pasha as illiterate, devoid of personal courage or political capacity, 
and acting under the advice of an entourage of persons of very questionable character. 

He said that Arabi Pasha must, indeed, be now considered as having lost all real 
political authority, and that it would not he sufficient that he should leave the country 
unless the strength and ascendency of the Military party were also broken. 

He added that the present Ministry had been imposed upon the Khedive; that 
Dervish Pasha, and the Austrian, German, and Italian Representatives, had represented 
to His Highness that it was essential that some arrangement of the kind should be made 
in order that breathing time might be obtained, and an interval allowed for foreign 
residents to settle their affairs. Sir E. Malet had not opposed this plan, and the Khedive 
had thereupon consented. 

M. Sinadino spoke cf the Khedive as sincerely grateful to the English Government 
for their advice and support, and as being impressed with the feeling that England was 
the only Power on whose friendship he could thoroughly rely; and he laid stress on the 
fact of the Khedive having strictly followed the advice of the British Representative. 
He said that Ilis Highness considered that he had reason to complain of Dervish Pasha's 
recent conduct in passing him over and distributing Orders among the officers without 
consulting him or obtaining his consent. M. Sinadino concluded by saying that he 
thought a message of encouragement and sympathy would be very gratefully received by 
Tcwfik Pasha. 

1 told M. Sinadino, in general terms, that the desire of Her Majesty’s Government 
had throughout been to support and confirm the Khedive’s authority; that we had 
watched with admiration the firmness and courage he had shown in a very difficult and 
critical position, and that I had no reason to suppose that we should alter our policy.

KNOW all men by these presents, that on the 30tli day of June, 1882, before me* 
A. Percy Inglis, British Yice-Consul at Leghorn, voluntarily came and personally 
appeared Giacomo Rolo, of Alexandria, Egypt, British subject, merchant, trading 
under the style and title of R. Rolo Eigli and Co., in partnership with the house of 
Snares, Naliman, and Co., of Cairo, and other branch establishments situated in 
various villages of Egypt, employing ginning machinery, &e., he being at present a 
refugee in the city of Leghorn aforesaid, who, of his own free will and accord, did 
solemnly declare that he, the said appearer, being in fear for his personal safety in 
consequence of the massacre and pillage perpetrated in Alexandria on Sunday, the 
lltli day of June aforesaid, and owing to the still more serious outbreak which at that 
time was expected to take place, and caused European residents to go in absolute 
peril of their lives, was compelled to escape from the said port of Alexandria. 

That in consequence of his thus hurriedly quitting Egypt without being able to 
make any provision whatsoever for the conduct of his business, the appearer has 
suffered serious losses, having been compelled to abandon his habitation, his household 
furniture, effects, moneys, goods and chattels of value, documents and papers of 
importance, likewise leaving in suspense bills to considerable amount for advances and 
still to fall due, also money lent on mortgage, &c., without being in a position to take 
any legal steps for the security of the property aforesaid or any of them.. 

That the appearer has, moreover, to face a future which, unless public tranquillity 
is restored in Egypt, must find him a ruined man. 

That the commercial houses belonging to the firm of R. Rolo, Eigli, and Co. in 
Alexandria, Cairo, and villages aforesaid arc abandoned. That the appearer deems 
himself to have been fortunate in being able to take refuge on board the Peninsular 
and Oriental steamer “ Tanjore,” and to leave with her on the 13th June instant. 

Wherefore, in consequence of the heavy losses aforesaid, caused by the excesses 
perpetrated by the mob of Alexandria on inoffensive and law-abiding foreigners, in 
flagrant violation of the law of nations, and in the presence of a passive, if not

That he has, in a word, lost all that he 
possessed, and has to meet a most gloomy future, which, unless public security is 
restored in Egypt, must find him a ruined man.

HAYING for the last few days watched with care the public papers for any 
signs of special activity on the part of the Ministry of Marine, I have the honour to 
bring to your notice an important announcement made in a paper called “ Paris,’’ 
dated the otb July, which has this moment come into my hands. 

The purport of this announcement, uhich is headed “Mobilization dc l’Armco 
do Mer,” is that, on Saturday evening orders were given to the Ministry of Marine, 
aild at once telegraphed to all the Pivfets Mari l imes, to call out three classes of 
seamen of the reserve'. These, it is stated, are required to complete on a war footing 
several iron-clads and other vessels in reserve at the Mediterranean ports at this 
moment. 

Following this announcement is a detailed account of the vessels available for 
immediate commission, which include four transports capable of carrying 3,000 men 
each, and one more of carrying 2,000 men. Amongst the telegrams following the list 
of vessels forming the squadron of evolution, as well as the squadron now at 
Alexandria under the orders of Admiral Conrad, is a telegram from Toulon, which 
states that the “ Desaix ” left that port to communicate with the squadron of evolution 
on its cruising ground, which would now be immediately directed towards Egypt. I 
venture to think, my Lord, that though this appears in a public newspaper, it is too 
circumstantial and exact not to be in tho main true, and this opinion is confirmed by 
the fact that, at my last interview at the Ministry of Marine, it was admitted that the 
squadron of evolution was being kept in readiness for any eventuality, and that there 
were assembled at Toulon four or five transports absolutely ready for immediate 
service.

THE Russian Ambassador called upon me to-day and placed in my hands the 
extract of a Circular despatch from M. clc Gicrs containing the views of the Russian 
Government on the Egyptian question. 

I inclose a copy of this paper herewith. 

I said that the communication, which his Excellency had given mo, contained so 
many points that 1 should like to give it some consideration before making any answer. 

Prince Lobanow called my attention to the concluding paragraph of the extract, as 
showing that the despatch did not lay down any formal propositions, but merely stated 
the points as proper to be discussed in detail by the Conference. 

It seemed to me, I said, that the important and pressing thing at this moment waB 
to restore order in Egypt. The despotism of the military power there, if continued, 
would be fatal to the prosperity of the country. The information which wc had received 
led us to believe that material prosperity would recover in a marvellous degree if order 
could be restored by the end of August. The present time was usually a period of 
commercial and industrial stagnation in Egypt, but if disorders continued during October 
and November the consequences would be disastrous. 

We had no arriere-pensee in regard to our policy towards Egypt, and no wishes of 
selfish ambition. 

In answer to an observation of Prince Lobanow to the effect that what had occurred 
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had been the outcome of the Anglo-French Control, I said that this view was one which 
I could not admit to be accurate ; there were numerous causes, which bad all contributed 
to the present situation. 

Up to a late moment, indeed, Arabi Bey, as well as most of the leading Egyptians, 
had declared that they did not wish to lose the Control, and that the assistance of the 
Controllcrs-Gcncral was necessary for the proper administration of the finances. 

Prince Lobanoiv asked me what our policy was, and whether we contemplated action 
independent of the other Powers. 

I told his Excellency that our policy was that which was described in the Circular 
of the 11th February, that we had instructed Lord Dufferin to press the Conference to 
come to an early decision on the proposed application to the Sultan to send troops to 
Egypt, and if such application were not agreed to by the Conference, or were refused 
by the Sultan, to urge them to consider at once what other means should be adopted to 
obtain the desired end. 

I said that we had expressed our desire that any action which took place should 
have the sanction of Europe. But that wc were making preparations in order to be in a 
position to take any part which might be necessary. 

I then mentioned to Prince Lobanow the instructions which had been given to the 
English Admiral at Alexandria not to allow the construction of the batteries there to be 
resumed.

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4. The French Consul-General and Consul remain at their Consulate in the Place 
Mehemet Ali; the Austro-Hungarian, Danish, German, and several others of the Consular 
Body are also at their posts. 

5. All has been fairly quiet in the town since the 12th instant, hut the majority of 
the shops are closed and nearly all mercantile transactions have ceased. Every sort of 
rumour is current as to the intentions of Arabi Pasha, who is believed to be awaiting the 
results of the Conference now being held at Constantinople before he decides on his 
future policy ; but he assures all visitors, of whom he has many, the foreign newspaper 
correspondents forming a large proportion, that he will resist any attempt at occupation 
of the seaboard, whether by the Turkish or any foreign Power, and I believe from what 
is passing that he will do so. 

6. The exodus from Alexandria to Europe, Syria, and Malta still continues, the 
French, Italian, Austrian, and Greek Governments having sent numerous steamers of the 
different mail services here for the purpose of removing their subjects ; and though these 
vessels, crowded with passengers, leave almost daily, still the stream of emigration does 
not diminish. 

7. The hired transports “Reindeer,” “ Manikins Tower,” “Ncrissa,” and “Rliosina,” 
the last-named having on board upwards of 230 English, and 14S men and 112 women, 
153 children, Maltese, have left for Malta between the 17th and 27th instant, in 
addition to many English merchant-steamers carrying deck passengers paying their own 
fares. Still, the calls on me are great, although I have been repeatedly informed by 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul that there were not 200 British subjects remaining in 
the place. It would appear by this that there was no conception of the Maltese 
population in Egypt. 

8. Three of Her Majesty’s ships continued to cruize on the rendezvous until the 
24th, when I sent the “ Temerairc ” out to it and brought the “ Inflexible ” and “ Superb ” 
in, for the purpose of coaling them from a private steamer, the “ Moidart,” which 
arrived that morning direct from Cardiff. In this we were only partially successful; 
after completing the “Inflexible” to 1, ISO tons, the master of the “ Moidart ” most 
unnecessarily declined to remain outside, although the weather was fine, and not having 
the power of compelling him to do so, we had to coal the “ Superb ” by means of 
lighters towed out by the “Beacon ” and “Cygnet” during all yesterday, with the result 
of losing one lighter belonging to Messrs. Ross and Co., the contractors, which 
foundered owing to the breeze and swell which set in late in the afternoon. All four 
ships arc now, however, coaled, a matter of such importance at the present juncture as to 
make this loss of small moment. 

9. In addition to Her Majesty’s ships and those of the French Republic, there are 
now present in the harbour of Alexandria the following ships of war:— 

Austrian: “ Laudon,” frigate, flag of Rear-Admiral Wiplinger. 

American: “Lancaster,” frigate, flag of Rear-Admiral Nicholson; “Galena,” 
corvette. 

Greek: “King George,” iron-clad; “Hellas,” frigate. 

German : “ Habicht,” gun-vessel. 

Italian : “ Castelfulardo,” iron-clad. 

Russian : “ Asia,” cruizer; “ Zabiaca,” cruizer. 

10. It would be of great service if a steamer, capable of carrying from 60 to 100 
first-class passengers and double that number of intermediate ones, could be stationed at 
Alexandria to meet the rush which will inevitably take place at the last moment. The 
steamers taken up hitherto have scarcely any accommodation for first-class passengers, of 
whom comparatively few have presented themselves, and there has been little induce¬ 
ment for properly fitted homeward-bound passenger-ships to call here. In the case of 
the “ Rhosina,” which sailed to-day at 11 a.m., we have had to fit her up from our own 
resources as best we may, and I have been obliged to procure the services of a medical 
practitioner to proceed to Malta in her at the high rate of pay of GO/, for the voyage, in 
consequence of the number of ladies and women on board who are daily expecting their 
confinement. The squadron under my command is so short of medical officers that none 
could be spared for the purpose ; on the arrival of those appointed to the “Temeraire,” 
“ Invincible,” and “ Bittern,” this will be remedied. 

11. My proposition respecting the “Superb” proceeding to Port Said to coal on the 
23rd instant wun made more particularly with regard to the information communicated 
in the first part of my telegram of the 23rd instant, leaving it to their Lordships to 
judge the expediency of the presence of a superior force in the vicinity of the con¬ 
templated operations on the Canal by the Egyptians. 
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12. At the desire of Major Tulloch, the military authorities at Malta have been 
requested, through the Admiral-Superintendent, to prepare for shipment in the “ Ins, tor 
conveyance to Alexandria, 1,000 shovels, and not less than 3,000 sand-bags tor the 
purpose of forming entrenchments on the Canal should it be necessary, observing that 
the “ Iris ” left this port on the 25th instant and will return here about the 4th 

proximo. telegrams of the 25th instant your Lordships will have perceived my 

anxiety'to have early information of the intentions of the Government when the decision 
of the Conference becomes known, considering that at any moment the telegraphic com¬ 
munication with Europe may be interrupted for some hours. From their Lordships reply 
(tcleo’ram of the 2Gth instant), I infer that I am at liberty, in concert with the French 
Admiral, to act according to the best of our judgment, should unforeseen circumstances 
arise, such as a summons to withdraw from the port on the pain ot being fired upon. It 
is with a view to being in a position to meet with success the greatly increased lorce ot 
the garrison of Alexandria, nearly the whole of the Egyptian army being now here or 
in the vicinity, that I have availed myself of their Lordships’ permission to order the 
“ Sultan ” to join me from Malta ; the line of batteries which from want ot men could 
not have been worked three weeks ago being now in readiness to give sufficient 
occupation for the additional iron-clad.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that since the 2nd June 5,272 
refugees have arrived in Malta from Egypt. Of these, 4,210 have either returned to 
their families or distributed themselves in Valletta, its suburbs, or the casals, having 
arrived here with sufficient means to enable them to live free of Government aid. 

2. On the other hand, there are at present quartered iu the Lazaretto 1,002 men, 
women, and children, all of whom arc destitute of means, and some provided, but with 
veiy scanty clothing, and are being housed, fed, and partially clothed at the Govern¬ 
ment expense. 

3. I am informed also by telegraph from the Admiral that an additional number 
of 750 men, women, and children may be expected on Tuesday (to-morrow). This 
will give a total of about 1,812 persons to be maintained at the expense of this 
Government. 

4. As the Lazaretto in which these destitute refugees arc temporarily quartered is 
a very spacious building, I have been enabled to house and feed the above-quoted 
number, and have at the same time found sufficient space to set apart a detached 
building capable of holding 300 patients in case of an outbreak of disease. 

5. In this despatch I confine myself solely to informing your Lordship of the 
steps I have taken to meet a contingency wliolely unforeseen and unlooked for; but in 
a subsequent despatch I shall enter fully into the expenditure caused by the influx of 
so many Maltese refugees, some provided partially with means and others wholly 
destitute, who have been suddenly brought by the steamers lately chartered by Her 
Majesty’s Government into these already over-populated islands; and I shall avail 
myself of such opportunity to submit my views, for your Lordship’s consideration, iu 
connection with such expenditure and the means to meet it.

THE French Ambassador called upon me this afternoon. I expressed to him my 
regret at the announcement made to me through your Excellency with regard to the 
orders given to the French Admiral in the case of action on the part of our Admiral at 
Alexandria. 

I remarked that if the position of our fleets at Alexandria had been illegitimate, 
the case would he different. 

But on that supposition the French Government would not have proposed, nor 
should we have consented, to send the fleets. 

They were there for a perfectly legitimate reason. A military despotism had 
become the dominant power in Egypt, in opposition to the Khedive. Its continuance 
was destructive of the national prosperity, and antagonistic to the fulfilment of the 
international engagements contracted by the country. 

In view of this state of affairs, the two Governments had decided on sending vessels 
to Alexandria. 

After the fleets had been in the harbour for some time, preparations were begun 
evidently of a hostile character towards the vessels. This was done against the will of 
the Khedive, and was eventually stopped by the order of the Sultan. Menacing prepara¬ 
tions of a similar character had now been recommenced under the same circumstances. 
It was possible that even if these preparations were continued they would be ineffectual 
against the Anglo-French force; but we had no right to expose our men to the greatly 
increased danger which might result from them, and I could hardly understand how the 
French Government could do otherwise than share this opinion. What we were doing 
seemed to me an act of legitimate and, indeed, necessary self-defence. 

M. Tissot said that there was for the French Government a constitutional difficulty 
which did not seem to affect us here. The proposed action of the Admiral, in the event 
of his demand not being complied with, would be an act of war, and could not be under¬ 
taken without the sanction of the Chamber. 

I asked whether it would in that case have been impossible to obtain the sanction of 
the Chamber. 

M. Tissot said he was authorized to repeat to me the strong desire of the French 
Government to continue in accord with us. 

I assured his Excellency that this was also our desire ; but I added that avc wished 
the appearance of agreement not to be Avcakencd by a great divergence in our acts. 

M. Tissot informed me that, in the event of a bombardment of Alexandria taking 
place, the French ships Avould not go to Aboukir Bay, as ivas at first intended, as there 
Avas no means of telegraphic communication there, but would proceed to Port Said.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 434 of this day, I have the honour to inform 
your Lordship that Admiral Sir Beauchamp Seymour finds that the military works 
were suspended yesterday afternoon, possibly in consequence of the message from the 
Sultan, referred to in my No. 430 of the 5th instant. 

Sir B. Seymour sent a note to-day to the Military Commandant of Alexandria, 
calling on him to discontinue the work of fortification, and warning him, at the same 
time, that if such operations were renewed, the works in course of construction would 
lie fired on. To this communication the Admiral has now received an answer, denying 
the accuracy of his information, and deprecating bombardment on grounds of 
humanity. 

I have informed the Consuls-Gencral of the course taken by the Admiral. Their 
impression seemed to be that England was seeking a pretext to commence hostilities, 
but they contented themselves with simply asking for twenty-four hours’ notice, 
should a bombardment be determined on. 

This delay, which will be sufficient to remove all Europeans here, will be granted 
by the Admiral. Most of the refugees now on board ships in the harbour are employes 
in the Egyptian service, whose work will be thus partly or wholly suspended until the 
crisis is over, to the great detriment and disorganization of the different Admini¬ 
strations. 

I venture respectfully to submit to your Lordship that decisive action of some 
kind is, on this account, desirable.

I AM happy to bo able to announce to your Lordship that my colleagues have 
unanimously agreed upon the terms of the invitation to be addressed to the Porte in 
accordance with the proposal I submitted to the Conference on the 27th ultimo in 
reference to Turkish intervention. 

Below is a translation of the document, the text of which was drawn up in 
Erench, the French text of which I have requested Lord Lyons, by telegraph, to 
transmit to your Lordship. The translation, being literal, does not read so well as in 
the original:— 

“ Seventh Meeting, July G. 

“ We have to-day agreed upon the communication which might be addressed to 
the Porte, in order to fix the object (‘ thebe’) and the conditions of the intervention 
of a Turkish corps d’armde in Egypt, It is drawn up in the following terms :— 

“ [Here begins the draft note.] 

“ ‘ Convinced of the necessity of applying a prompt remedy to the troubled state 
of Egypt, and of restoring confidence, the Great Powers assembled in Conference have 
decided to make an appeal to the sovereignty of the Saltan by inviting His Majesty to 
intervene in Egypt, and to assist the lvhedive by sending a sufficient force to re-estab¬ 
lish order, subdue the usurping faction, and put an cud to the anarchy which desolates 
that country, which has caused the effusion of blood, as well as the ruin and flight of 


thousands of families, both European and Mussulman, and which has compromised 
national and foreign interests. 

“ ‘ While securing by their presenco respect for the rights of the Empire, as well 
as the re-establishment of the authority of the Khedive, the Imperial forces will at 
the same timo admit, in a manner (“ mode ”) to be determined by common consent, 
the adoption of desirable reforms in the military organization of Egypt, without their 
intervention prejudicing such a prudent development of Egyptian institutions as 
regards civil administration and judicial matters as would not be inconsistent with the 
Imperial Firmans. 

“ ‘ In addressing themselves to His Imperial Majesty, the Great Powers of Europe 
are fully convinced that, during the stay of the Ottoman troops in Egypt, the normal 
status quo will be maintained, and that there will be no interference with the 
immunities and privileges of Egypt, as guaranteed by the preceding Firmans, nor 
with the regular action of the Administration, nor with the internal engagements 
and arrangements resulting therefrom. The stay of the Imperial troops in Egypt, 
whose commanding officers will act in concert with the Khedive, will be limited to a 
period of three months, unless the Khedive should ask for a term to be fixed by 
agreement with Turkey and the Great Powers. The expenses of the occupation will 
be borne by Egypt. Their amount will be determined by an agreement between the 
Powers, Turkey, and Egypt. 

“ ‘ If, as the Powers hope, the Sultan acquiesces in the appeal made to him by 
the Great Powers, the application [ ? ] of the Articles and conditions enumerated above 
will form the object of a subsequent agreement between the six Powers and 
Turkey.’ 

“ [Here ends the note.] 

“We arc of opinion, if our Governments approve, that the communication should 
be made by the Representatives in the form of an official and identic note in the name 
of their respective Governments. 

“ We have the honour to submit to our Governments the result of our deliberations, 
which we now suspend until our Governments are pleased to inform us of their 
decision.”

A 
military despotism had become the dominant power in Egypt, in opposition to the 
Khedive, destructive of the prosperity of Egypt, and antagonistic to the fulfilment of 
her international engagements. After the fleets had been there some time, prepara¬ 
tions hostile to the ships began. This was done against the will of the Khedive, and 
was stopped by order of the Sultan. They had recommenced under same conditions, 
and we had no right to expose our men to the greatly increased danger. What we 
were doing was a legitimate act of self-defence. 

Prench Ambassador said there was a constitutional difficulty in Prance, as an act 
of war could not be undertaken without the sanction of the Chamber. He was autho¬ 
rized to repeat strong desire of Prench Government to continue in accord with us. In 
event of bombardment, Prench fleet would go to Port Said.

Should a bombardment be determined upon, His Highucss is resolved to remain 
in Egypt. He could not, lie said, desert all those who had stood by him faithfully 
during the crisis, nor could ho abandon Egypt when attacked by a foreign Power, 
merely, as it would be said, in order to secure his personal safety. Should, however, a 
Turkish occupation be attempted and resistance offered, His Highness and Dervish 
Pasha would declare to the army that they, as loyal subjects of the Sultan, would fail 
in their duty if they were to countenance resistance, and would then retire, by the best 
means available, to the yacht of Dervish Pasha. 

In the event of a bombardment by the English tleet, His Highness announced his 
intention of retiring to a Palace on the Malunoudiych Canal, whither Dervish Pasha 
would accompany him. His Highness added that should such a bombardment not be 
immediately followed up by the landing of a sufficient force the army would be 
emboldened to hold together, whereas a disembarkation would probably have the effect 
of dispersing most of it. 

The more rapidly the whole affair Avas conducted, the less would be the danger to 
himself personally. 

His Highness maintained throughout the interview a tone of the most perfect 
self-possession and calmness, and concluded by begging Sir Auckland Colvin to 
acquaint your Lordship with his decision.

IN the Chamber of Deputies yesterday, M. Loclcroy put a question to M. de 
Freycinet respecting the naval preparations which the French Government is making. 

He asked specifically whether the Government expected that French forces would 
go in a short time to Egypt, being sent thither by the European Powers now 
assembled in Conference ? whether they expected that the Conference would decide 
upon an intervention of the four Powers in the East ? whether, on the contrary, they 
foresaw that Franco might engage (as England appeared to wish to do) in isolated 
action in Egypt ? 

M. de Freycinet replied that it was quite true that the Minister of Marine was 
engaged in making certain preparations, but that these preparations did not go beyond 
the limits of the precautions which a provident Government ought to take, and which 
it would be culpable not to take in present circumstances. 

He went on to say that if the armed intervention of France were to take place,— 
a thing upon which lie could not give an opinion, if the intervention of France wore 
to take place,—which at the present moment he could neither affirm nor foresee,—the 
House might be certain that it would not take place without the previous consent of 
the Chambers. 

After repeating emphatically the assurance that the arms of France would not be 
used without the express consent of the Chambers, M. do Freycinet wound up his 
speech as follows :—

It comments on the answer given yesterday by M. de Ereyeinct to M. Lockroy’s 
question in the Chamber on the naval preparations ; and it contrasts M. de Ereycinet’s 
policy respecting Egypt, as disclosed in the English Blue Book just published with 
the somewhat arrogant declarations made by him in the Chamber on the 11th March 
last. 

It proceeds to say that it is a secret to no one that England, not choosing to have 
her honour and her interests at the mercy of the tardiness of the Conference, is pre¬ 
paring herself for immediate action. If (it goes on) this action has not yet begun, it 
cannot be delayed much longer, for the comedy of a Turkish intervention, if the 
Sultan decided on one, would only bo a complication the more, which would decide 
nothing and stop nothing. It then adds:—

I 1IAYE the honour to transmit to your Lordship a remarkable article on the 
Egyptian question which has appeared in the last number of “ La Erancc,” a Paris 
newspaper, and which is entitled “ Quo fera la Erancc ?” 

It states that the real interests of the French colony in Egypt were sacrificed to 
the object of maintaining the understanding with England. 

It declares that it is proved that M. de Blignibrcs, assisted by politicians whose 
motives it will some day be necessary to make public, assisted England in her endea¬ 
vours to absorb Egypt and to destroy the time-honoured influence of France. 

It affirms that the National party was fostered by Frenchmen, in the interest of 
France, and that this party was looked upon with a favourable eye by the French 
Representative, AT. do Ring, and directed against the progressive invasion of Egypt by 
the English. 

It alleges that in consequence, after the troubles at Cairo, this strange state of 
things appeared, namely, a diplomatic union of France and England against the 
National party, and a union of the National party aud of tho French in Egypt against 
England. 

After some further remarks on the divergence between France and England, the 
article proceeds to give to the question, “What will Franco do?” tho following 
answers:— 

We shall bo with England, if the European concert prevails upon Turkey to 
intervene in Egypt on the conditions laid down by the two Powers. 

We shall be with England if, tho Sultan having declined to intervene, the Con¬ 
ference entrusts the defence of European interests to the three Cabinets of London, 
Paris, aud Rome. In that case wc shall not hesitate to intervene by force of arms. 

Wo shall not bo with England if she intervenes by herself or proposes to us to 
intervene with her alone, without being delegated by, or rather without having 
received full powers from Europe. 

If England should intervene by herself, we shall be brought by the force of 
things to resort to a lateral intervention, cither isolated or taken part in by other 
Powers, who will charge us with the defence of the general interests. 

We arc ready to act with England if the Gladstone Cabinet remains in accord

with the European concert, and defends the general interests, and not the special 
interests of England. 

Wo shall act, in case of need, laterally, or, to speak plainly, in opposition to 
England, if the Gladstone Cabinet breaks olf from the European concert, and inter¬ 
venes in Egypt alone and without a commission from Europe. “Nous agirons au 
besoin lateralcment, ou memo, disons le mot, a rencontre do l'Anglcterre, si le 
Cabinet Gladstone, rompant on visiferc avee le concert Europecn, intervenait soul et 
sans mandat.”

I TAKE the opportunity afforded me by the arrival of a letter from the Vice- 
Consul at Toulon to inform your Excellency that the “ Revanche ” and “ Heroine ” 
have completed their equipment, and are now taking in coals ; this is a sufficient 
proof that great expedition has been deemed necessary in their preparation. 

The men required to man the ships are arriving in sufficient quantities, but 
difficulty is experienced in obtaining flic requisite number of certain ranks of officers, 
particularly Engineers. With regard to the collecting sufficient men for the manning 
of so many ships, the “ Republiquc Francaise,” a journal opposed to the present 
Government, declares that the gunnery and training ships have been denuded of men, 
even to those actually under instruction, in order to avoid the expenditure which a 
more comprehensive mobilization of the Reserves would entail. The same paper- 
draws attention to the dilapidated condition of the ships now being commissioned, and 
the almost entire absence of iron-clads and other vessels in reserve. 

This, I believe, is an exaggeration, the ships mentioned in the paper being com¬ 
parable to the “ Defence,” “ Valiant,” &c. The “ Turenne ” (second-class iron-clad) is 
to be commissioned at Brest, the appointment of the Captain being in the “.Journal 
Official ” of to-day. This makes 10 ships of war and 1 transport.

The Consuls-Goneral of the five Great Powers requested me this afternoon to 
give the Admiral a collective letter, in view of the number still remaining of* their 
subjects, and the value of their property. They offer, if the Admiral is not satisfied 
with the reply of Military Commandant, to obtain a completely satisfactory answer. 
They ask, moreover, what time would bo allowed for their countrymen to leave. 
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They finally draw attention to the gravity of a bombardment of the town in regard to 
Christians, natives and others, and to European property. They hope the Admiral, 
before bombarding, will submit this last point to his Government. 

Admiral replied, thanking them courteously; pointing out that the interests con¬ 
fided to hint lead him to give little importance to mere written assurance, and 
recommending them to insure bond fide observation of conditions notified to Military 
Commandant. He adds that lie has no intention of bombarding the town itself. He 
will submit their representations to his Government, but must carry out his orders if 
work on fortifications is renewed. He will give twenty-four hours’ delay if forced 
to act.

My Lord, Thcrapia, June 2S, 1882. 

ON Tuesday, the 27th, the Conference met for the third time. The proceedings 
began by my communicating to my colleagues Mr. Cartwright’s telegrams Nos. 269 and 
270 of the 26th, announcing the massacre of ten Greeks and three Jews at Bcnha, and 
exemplifying the intolerable tyranny of the military element and the general financial 
ruin v itli which the country was threatened. The circumstances thus recorded made a 
very painful impression upon my colleagues, and the French Ambassador took the lead 
in insisting with great vigour upon the necessity of our applying a prompt remedy to the 
increasing anarchy in Egypt. He called our attention to the fact that Arabi Pasha was 
in communication with the Arab Sheikhs along the whole north coast of Africa ; that the 
fanatical hostility towards Europeans was likely to spread, and that no one could foretell 
what might he the ultimate consequences. 

Count Corti incidentally called our attention to a fact with which I had already 
become acquainted—namely, that the Sultan considered that the privileges granted in 
the Egyptian Firmans were not accorded to the country, but to the family of Mchemct 
Ali, and that, consequently, should that family ever become extinct, Egypt would re¬ 
acquire the character of an ordinary vilayet. 

There then ensued a desultory conversation of no importance, which Count Corti 
interrupted by reminding the Conference of the extreme gravity of the situation, and of 
the necessity of addressing ourselves seriously to the task imposed upon us. 

Baron Calico observed that though there could be no doubt that matters were in a 
bad state in Egypt, the situation was apt to change from day to day. Even admitting 
that Turkish intervention was the best remedy, ought it to be applied now ? Might it 
not endanger the lives of the large concourse of Europeans still remaining in the 
country ? 

In reply to this observation, which Baron Calico developed with much earnestness, T 
remarked that suppose wo did nothing, isolated massacres, such as had taken place at 
Benha, would probably continue in different parts of Egypt. The present condition of 
affairs rendered it necessary that the risk should be run, 

M. do Noaillcs supported this view, as did also Count Corti and M. Onou, the 
former reminding us that our mandate was to act and not to wait upon events, and 
M. Onou stating, what is perfectly true, that when the Turkish forces under Fuad Pasha, 
and the French army under General Beaufort, started for Syria, exactly the same appre¬ 
hensions were entertained for the safety of the thousands of Christians who were at the 
mercy of the fanatical Arabs at Damascus and elsewhere; but that, notwithstanding the 
threats of these latter to cut the throats of their victims should a French or Turkish 
soldier appear upon the scene, no human being was injured. 

Every member of the Conference being thus apparently agreed upon the urgency of 
the case, I submitted a formal proposal to the following effect, namely, that the Sultan 
should he invited to send to Egypt, under certain conditions, a corps d’armce of sufficient 
strength to dominate the situation, and to suppress the military faction which had 
usurped the supreme power.

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My Italian, Austrian, and German colleagues stated that they must refer to their 
Governments for instructions. M. Onou said that he was authorized to discuss any 
proposition that might be submitted to the Conference, but neither could he pronounce a 
definite opinion without asking for instructions. 

The French Ambassador said he was ready to discuss the proposition a priori. _ 

Baron Calico again insisted on the dangers to which the European and Christian 
residents in Egypt might be exposed by a threat of intervention. 

M. de Hirsehfeld suggested the propriety of seeking for information upon this point 
at the hands of our Consular Agents in Egypt. 

To this M. de Noailles objected that such a reference would be tantamount to 
transferring the responsibility from ourselves to a Consular Conference in Egypt, which 
might lead to inconvenience. 

I observed that it was a point which regarded our Governments rather than the 
Conference. We were not in immediate communication with our Consids in Egypt, 
whereas the Governments were in daily and hourly correspondence with them, and could 
judge far better than we of the risk which might be incurred. 

The meeting broke up upon the understanding that at our next reunion we should 
discuss academically the conditions to be attached to an armed intervention of Turkey 
in Egypt. 

On the whole, the proceedings, as above recorded, may he considered satisfactory. 
Every one has consented to join with me in elaborating the best way of carrying into 
effect the proposition I have submitted, and no one has as yet made an alternative 
suggestion.

I should estimate those who have already landed at Beyrout at upwards of 2,000; 
they are chiefly well-to-do natives and Syrians who have settled in Egypt. 

The events which are passing in that country are watched with keen interest and 
anxiously discussed by all classes, and it is impossible to foresee what effect they may 
have in Syria should the agitation going on in Mount Lebanon he permitted to 
continue.

THE Italian Ambassador having informed me confidentially that Signor Mancini had 
suggested to him that a verbal understanding should he arrived at in the Conference, 
that no single Power should take upon itself the settlement of the Egyptian question as 
long as the Conference was in session, I observed that sudden contingencies might be 
imagined, which would render prompt action upon our part imperative ; hut I deferred 
giving Count Corti a positive answer until I should have had an opportunity of consulting 
my French colleague. 

M. de Noaillcs evidently considered that the point was of small importance, pro¬ 
vided a proper reserve was appended to the proposition which left our respective Govern¬ 
ments full liberty of action in any case of emergency. 

When Count Corti mooted the subject in Conference, it became apparent that all 
my colleagues took the same view of the case, the Austrian Ambassador remarking that, 
when the Powers agreed to consult together as to what was to be done, it would he 
obviously contrary to all reason if any one Power should engage to settle the matter on 
its own initiative. I had already applied to your Lordship for instructions on the 
point, but your reply had not then reached my hands, and as it appeared to me that it 
would he invidious if the very Power which had insisted upon concerted action and had 
invited the Conference to assemble were to negative a proposal which the Conference 
was prepared unanimously to adopt, I intimated my acquiescence in Count Corti’s 
suggestion, as qualified by the proposed reserve, which, as I have already pointed out to 
your Lordship by telegram, left us full liberty of action in case of any menace to the 
Suez Canal, to the lives of our subjects, or any special interest. M. de Noaillcs then 
substituted the words “force majeure ” for “ cas d’urgence ,” which lie had suggested to 
me in our first conversation (and which, at the time, I translated in my telegram to your 
Lordship by the word emergency) as being the more explicit and extensive term of the 
two, and as leaving to each Government as much freedom as the circumstances could 
possibly require so long as the Conference was sitting, and the concert among the Powers 
which it implied was maintained. 

Although perhaps it would have been more convenient that the question involved in 
Count Corti’s resolution should not have been raised, yet, when once it was raised, I hope 
your Lordship will consider that it has been dealt with in as proper a manner as the 
circumstances of the case permitted.

COUNT DELLA SALA has called upon me again before leaving Berlin, where he 
has a letter to deliver to Prince Bismarck. 

He told me that he had had a long conversation with Count Kalnoky, who, after

questioning him generally about the state of Egypt, asked him to tell him truly and 
confidentially about the course followed by the Austrian Consul-General. 

Count Sala replied that though he was on the most friendly footing with M. Kosjek, 
when thus appealed to he could not avoid saying that the proceedings of that Agent had 
been most objectionable; that he had given direct encouragement to Arabi Pasha and 
the Military party, and had brought about the formation of a Ministry which was an 
insult and affront to all Europe. "He coidd not imagine how any Consular officer could 
be allowed to hold official relations with the men who had just brought about the 
massacres at Alexandria, hut this was what M. Kosjek was doing. 

Count Kalnoky said that M. Kosjek did not take any initiative, but acted under the 
leading of his German colleague. Count Sala replied that in this his Excellency was 
mistalTen, as the German Agent thought only of his amusements, and was quite satisfied 
with following the lead of M. Kosjek, and that, of all the Diplomatic Body, Sir E. Malet 
alone had throughout acted loyally to the Khedive, and with a correct appreciation of 
the state of things. 

Count Sala, continuing to speak of the necessity for an English armed intervention, 
I asked him whether the safety of the Khedive could be guaranteed after it was known 
that an expedition was preparing. 

He said that he fully believed it. He had placed about 300 trustworthy Turks in or 
about the Palace, the approach to which was commanded by the ships, and there would 
not, he thought, be any difficulty in embarking the Khedive and his family if a serious 
attack upon them became imminent.

I said that I could not admit and would not discuss cither ot the statements he had 
made, but that, even from his own point of view, as regards the etf'ect that had been 
produced by the presence of the ships, lie must he perfectly aware ot the impossibility 
of our withdrawing them before the authority ot the Khedive had been re-established, 
and that, if any action is to be taken by Her Majesty’s Government, it must lie in the 
direction of strengthening rather than weakening the attitude we had assumed. 

Although this passed in a mere private conversation between colleagues, as Count 
Robillant was just going to sec Count Kalnoky, to whpm lie would probably expiess 
himself much as he had done to me, I have thought it right to. report his language to 
vour Lordship, without knowing whether his Government share in his views or noi.

IN the course of his conversation with Count della Sala, Count ICalnoky asked him 
upon what party in Egypt Tewfik Pasha could rely for support, and was answered that 
there really was none. 

This, his Excellency says, agrees entirely with what Baron Kosjek writes, and shows 
how difficult the task will be of maintaining upon the throne a Khedive towards whom 
his people appear indifferent. 

I said that, even if Tewfik Pasha had no strong supporters in Egypt, Count Sala 
insisted with undoubted truth that, as long as the military domination lasted, any other 
Khedive, whether it might be Ismail or Halim, would be in the same thraldom and 
equally powerless, and that the destruction of the usurped authority was therefore a 
measure indispensable for the restoration of a regular Government: when this was 
accomplished, there was no reason for believing that Tewfik Pasha, whom we were 
pledged to support, would not administer the country at least as satisfactorily as either 
of the other two aspirants. 

Count Kalnoky at once explained that he had had no intention of implying that he 
would prefer Ismail or Halim, neither of whom he would like to see as Khedive, having 
a bad opinion of them both ; he had merely made his remark in the nay of a reflection 
upon the difficulties of the situation. 

Baron Kosjek had also, he said, stated, just as Count Sala had done, that every 
Khedive would.be as powerless as Tewfik Pasha till the military faction was dispos¬ 
sessed.

IN the various conversations which I have had with Count ICalnoky on the affairs 
of Egypt, nothing has ever fallen from him that could enable me to give your Lordship 
an indication of the manner in which he might regard a proposal, if it. should be made 
in the Conference, that some of the Powcis should be invited, as the mandatories of 
Europe, to take measures for the restoration of the authority of the Khedive. 

When the subject has been mentioned, I have been careful to let him understand 
that I could only speak of it as an individual, and without authority from your Lordship, 
but, knowing the wish of Her Majesty’s Government that the Egyptian question should 
be regarded as one of European interest, it appeared to me very desirable that the 
measures which must infallibly he taken I o restore order, if the Sultan should decline to 
send his troops, should he adopted with the full sanction of all the European Powers. 

Count Kalnoky has, I am convinced, perfect confidence in the views and intentions 
of Her Majesty’s Government as regards Egypt, and knows that they have no wish to 
alter the relations of that country with Turkey ; hut his language with respect to France 
is marked by extreme distrust, and even yesterday, when expressing the hope that the 
Sultan would, after all, send troops, he added, “ provided the French, whom I rather 
suspect to he still against Turkish intervention, do not come forward with unacceptable 
conditions.”

WITH reference to my immediately preceding despatch, I should add that M. de 
Gicrs seemed to insinuate that he had never intended that the Circular therein alluded 
to should be communicated to the Go\crnments to -which the Russian Representatives 
who had received them were accredited. Questions lie said had been asked both by the 
Great Powers and by the Russian Ambassadors accredited to them, as to the opinion of 
the Russian Government with regard to the present state of things in Egypt, and it was 
in answer to these inquiries, and as n guide to Russian Agents as to the language they 
should use in discussing the subject, that it was written ; whilst at the same time he was 
desirous of by this means eliciting the opinions of other Governments. But his Excel¬ 
lency deprecating the supposition that the Circular pointed out a course upon which the 
Russian Government would insist, and front which no circumstances would induce them 
to deviate; on the contrary, it was their desire to act upon this question in concert with 
the other Powers, and that they would be prepared to yield as far as might he in their 
power to the combined wishes of those Powers. 

The principal points to which Russia looked were, his Excellency said, the main¬ 
tenance of tbc status quo in Egypt; that it was not desirable that there should be any 
intervention, hut that if this should be absolutely necessary, a Turkish intervention would 
be preferable to any other; failing this, however, that any other measures or intervention 
should he carried out only with the concurrence of the Great Powers.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 2G0, Confidential, of the 3rd instant, I have 
the honour to state that Count della Sala, the Khedive’s Aide-de-camp, left Berlin yes¬ 
terday, with the intention of returning to Vienna, and then going to Isclil, where the 
Emperor of Austria is now residing. 

1 learnt from the General that, at his second interview with Count Hatzfeldt, his 
Excellency questioned him very minutely on matters connected with Egypt, and scented 
most anxious to obtain accurate information as to the actual state of aflairs there, the 
position of the Khedive, and the prospect of arriving at a solution of existing 
difficulties. 






Count della Sala told me, and I have no reason to doubt the accuracy of his 
statement, that he spoke with the utmost frankness to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
and did not disguise from his Excellency his conviction that the Porte had been all along 
intriguing with Arabi Pasha, and had doubtless attached Sheikh Ahmed Essad to Dervish 
Pasha’s Mission for the express purpose of carrying out those inliigucs, as the Sheikh 
was known to be a personal friend of Arabi’s. The attack on foreigners at Alexandria 
was unquestionably, he had added, a planned affair, in which the gendarmerie had par¬ 
ticipated ; while the steps subsequently taken by the Austrian and German Consuls- 
General to obtain the consent of the Khedive to the formation of a Ministry in which 
Arabi figured as a prominent member had been greatly instrumental in adding to the 
general panic. 

He had pointed out, he said to Count Hatzfeldt, that Sir E. Malct alone of all the 
foreign Agents had acted loyally and consistently throughout the whole business. 
Though blaming the German Consul-General for having been party to the formation 
of the present Egyptian Ministry, Count della Sala was, I believe, careful in his remarks 
about Baron Sauerma, whom he particularly likes, and who, lie considers, was chiefly to 
blame for having followed too closely the lead of his Austrian colleague, a decided par- 
tizan of the Military party represented by Arabi. 

As regards the policy being followed up by the Austrian Agent, Count della Sala 
informed me that lie had explained his views to Count Hatzfeldt not less plainly than he 
had explained them to Count Kalnoky when at Vienna. 

Count Hatzfeldt seems to have asked him, as Count Kalnoky had already done, 
whether much of what had occurred in Egypt could not be attributed to the weakness 
shown by the Khedive at the commencement of the troubles. In replying to this 
question, Count della Sala said he had endeavoured to show that if there had been any 
want of energy on the part of the Khedive at the outset of events, it was solely due to 
the fact that His Highness was not at the time a perfectly free agent. He had felt 
himself bound to consult the views of the Powers in regard to what was passing in 
Egypt, and in doing so had shown his loyalty and honesty of purpose, but Ilis Highness 
had never flinched from his duty, and when matters were at the worst had given proofs 
of great personal courage. 

While alluding to the possibility of restoring order in Egypt, Count della Sala 
appears to have expressed to Count Hatzfeldt his opinion that it was too late now for 
Turkish intervention to do any permanent good, and that European intervention could 
alone be of any use. He had purposely avoided stating to his Excellency what he had 
told me as a fact, that no intervention would be so popular as an English one, and had 
merely alluded to the subject of intervention for the purpose of showing that European, 
and not Turkish, intervention was what was now needed to give confidence to both 
natives and foreigners. For the latter intervention to have been attended by good 
results it should have been used at the time it was first suggested by Her Maj esly’s 
Government. lie had addon that, were such European intervention possible, the first 
step to be taken would be the disbandment of the Egyptian army with a view to its 
reorganization, not that the entire army was corrupt, but it had been so disorganized by 
recent events that nothing short of temporary disbandment would work a cure, and that, 
when reorganized, its numerical strength should not exceed 8,000 men. 

In talking to Count Hatzfeldt, he had denied the assertion which had appeared in 
the papers, that the Bedouins were opposed to the Khedive, and had equally denied the 
further assertion that there was a desire to get rid of Tewlik Pasha, the respectable and 
influential portion of the population, whether Mussulman or European, being decidedly 
in his favour. 

In my own conversations with Count della Sala, I explained to him that there could 
be no possible doubt ns to the desire of Her Majesty’s Government to contribute, as far 
as possible, to the restoration of the status <juo in Egypt, that they had been mainly 
instrumental in bringing about the meeting of the Conference at Constantinople, the 
precise object of which was to discuss the best means of restoring the status <juo; and 
that, as regards the Khedive, the good feeling towards His Highness entertained by Her 
Majesty’s Government had been very plainly expressed by the Prime Minister and your 
Lordship in Parliament.

TIIE Minister of Marine and Colonics laid on the table of the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday a Bill to grant to his Department an extraordinary credit of 
7,835,000 fr. to provide for expenses rendered necessary by events in Egypt. 

The Minister proposed that the Bill should be referred to the Budget Committee, 
but the Chamber decided that a Special Committee should be appointed to con¬ 
sider it. 

I have the honour to inclose the authentic Report of the proceedings. 

Your Lordship will see that, in the course of the discussion, explanations were 
given both by the Minister of Marine, Admiral Jaureguiberry, and by M. dc 
Frcycinet, President of the Council and Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

Admiral Jaureguiberry explained that the intention simply was to place the navy 
on the same footing as it had been on in 1807 and 1808, and in the preceding years. 

The preparations were, he said, very simple. The object Avas not only to. lit oiit 
some ships, but also to repair certain ships which it avus necessary to maintain until 
the ships now building Avere ready for service. 

As to the levies of sailors there had been, he said, most exaggerated statements. 
It had been asserted that they amounted to 10,000 or 12,000 men, Avhercas the number 
of men really called upon to serve Avould amount to 1,000 at most. 

M. de Frcycinet declared that the intention Avas to lit out a reserve squadron. 

“ Around us,” he said, “considerable armaments have been made, the object of 
which no one can foresee at this moment, and it Avould be neither prudent, nor Avise, 
nor worthy of a country like ours to be behindhand in such a conjuncture.” 

M. de Frcycinet reiterated his assurances that no decisive action Avould be taken 
without the previous sanction of the Chamber. 

“ J’alfirmc hautement,” he said, “ quo si un jour je eroyais neccssaire aux interets 
et a la dignite de la France d’entreprendre une expedition j’aurais lc courage de le lui 
dire, ouvertement, sincercment, comme A r ous auriez le courage de le imtcr; mais, je 
me hate de l’ajouter, dans le moment ou je parle il no s’agit de ricn de scmblablc ; il 
8’agit de mesures de precaution, de mesures do prudence, de mesures preventives, et 
comme je l’ai declare avant-hier, vous pouvez etie assures qu’aucun acte decisif, 
qu’aucun acte pouvant vous engager, nc sera accompli, no sera commence sans quo 
vous aycz etc mis a memo de le discuter librement, avec calme, aA r cc sang froid, et de 
prendre votre determination on plcinc connaissanee de cause.” 

The Expose des Motifs prefixed to the Bill Avas then called for, and was read by 
the Minister of Marine. 

It pointed out that already the Department had been obliged to send to Alexandria, 
for the protection of the French citizens there, one iron-clad and two transports beyond 
the provision made in the Budget. 

It then stated that the new credit Avas wanted— 

1. For fitting out for six months a reserve squadron, composed of eight iron-clads 
and three cruizers. 

2. For repairs of certain ships, for the maintenance of which credits had not been 
provided in the normal Budget, but Avhieh, pending the completion of ships in course 
of construction, might render real services. 

3. For the expenses already incurred for fitting out the “ Thetis,” the “ Sarthe.” 
and the “ Corr&ze,” and for taking up three packets Avliich had been sent to 
Alexandria.

I informed M. dc Ereycinet this morning that Her Majesty's Government highly 
appreciate the manner in which French Ambassador co-operated Avitk Lord Duli'erin 
in Thursday’s Conference. 

M. de Freycinct said that lie had understood from the French Ambassador in 
London that, in case the Sultan should refuse the invitation to scud troops.

Dervish Pasha believes that Arabi’s threat is 
not altogether without foundation, since for four years lie has been preparing an 
Islamic League from the depths of Africa to the extremities of the Indias. If the 
Conference should take a decision contrary to the ideas of the Egyptian Ministers, and 
that the Porte should adhere to it, it is evident, Dervish Pasha continues, that Egypt 
would be lost to the Sultan. The inhabitants are only waiting orders to rise in arms. 
The ascendency of Arabi increases from day to day. Dervish Pasha himself is nothing 
for the moment; and the Khedive is forced, against his will, to submit to the 
injunctions of Arabi. The Egyptian armed force amounts actually to 29,000 men, 
and it is being daily augmented so that it will eventually amount to 100,000 with 
auxiliaries. The Tripolitan, Bcngazi, Soudan, and other distant countries, and 
especially Tunis and Algeria, have entered the Islamic Union. 

Dervish Pasha concludes by stating that the Egyptian Ministry is very glad of 
the declaration on the part of the Sublime Porto that ITis [Majesty has not only no 
idea of sending troops to Egypt, but that ho will acquiesce in all the desires of the 
Egyptian enterprise.

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reasons for my request that the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s steamer should be 
detained this week till the arrival of the next steamer, and that henceforward a 
passenger-ship should be stationed here. 

Tt appears that the ships now in the harbour are colliers, which can only take 
deck passengers, and I am anxious that some means should be provided for taking on 
board those persons whose duties retain them here to the last moment. As soon as a 
passenger-fjhip arrived 1 should put the archives of ller Majesty’s Agency and 
Consulate on board, and, fit the same time, procure accommodation for the Secretaries, 
clerks, and attendants. There arc also many persons, such as newspaper and telegraph 
agents, railway officials, and others, who are compelled to remain at their posts; it is 
important, in some cases, that every encouragement should be given to those w filing 
to remain on shore, and this can only be done by securing some permanent place of 
refuge in the harbour to which they can betake themselves in case of danger, or 
where they can remain during those hours when they are not actually in discharge of 
tlicir duties on shore. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company’s ship “Kashgar,” now in the harbour, is 
crowded with persons who cannot leave Alexandria. 'When she sails on Thursday next 
they will have to remove elsewhere to await the arrival of the next mail-steamer. The 
Admiral has now made arrangements for their accommodation on an Austrian Lloyd’s 
ship during the interval, but it is uncertain whether this resource w ill be open to him 
on another occasion. 

Eor myself, and those with me, I at present see no necessity to leave the hotel 
where we are now living; but if we remain until the danger arises, it is very desirable 
that we should have a ship to resort to instead of going on board one of ller Majesty’s 
ships of war, which would be the only course remaining to us in the present state of 
things. We have also to consider the officials at Cairo, who, on their arrival at 
Alexandria, should be conducted to some place of safety without delay. 

I trust that these considerations will be sufficient, in your Lordship’s estimation, 
to warrant the application, which I made yesterday, and which Sir B. Seymour had 
already telegraphed to the Admiralty, and 1 can assure your Lordship that the sugges¬ 
tion to detain the “ Kashgar” was not made without due appreciation of the serious 
inconvenience which would be caused to the mail service.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 388 of the 20th ultimo, I have the honour 
to inclose herewith the reply received from Ragheb Pasha to the request of Mr. Cornish 
for protection in the discharge of his duties at the water-works. 

Ragheb Pasha refuses compliance on the ground that general assurances have 
been given for the public safety; it is natural, however, that since the failure of 
the Government to maintain the peaco on the 11th .lune, in spite of similar assurances, 
no general guarantee should be regarded as sufficient. As an illustration of this 
feeling, I may mention that the Imperial Ottoman Bank, which is entrusted with the 
Government business, also asked for special measures to be taken for its security ; no 
notice having been taken, the Bank has removed to a ship in the harbour. 

Up to tlie present time Mr. Cornish has remained at his post, and has been able 
to supply the town with water with sufficient regularity.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 420 of this day’s date, I have the honour to 
state that the French Agent and Consul-General, on hearing of the instructions sent 
to Sir Beauchamp Seymour, was desirous of ascertaining from Bagheb Pasha whether 
there was reason to apprehend any steps on the part of the Egyptians to block the 
entranco to the harbour. My object in accompanying M. do Vorgcs on his visit to 
Bagheb Pasha was to let his Excellency fully understand the purport of the Admiral’s

note to the Commander of the garrison on the subject, and I limited myself to a 
simple statement of what Avas being done. 

Bagheb Pasha, in reply to M. de Vorgcs and myself, stated that there was no 
cause for alarm, and that if the French and English Admirals observed any persons 
engaged in sinking barges, or in any other endeavoiu’s to block the channel/they had 
only to seize the boats and bring the offenders before him to insure their meeting* with 
the punishment which they deserved.

Extracts from M. Mancini’s Speech upon Egypt in the Italian Senate. 
(Translation.) 

THE military preparations which some Governments are making, and Avhicli 
might be taken as a menace of immediate and isolated military action, have induced 
the consideration of what effect Avould have been produced upon those assembled 
round the green table of the Conference, and upon the Governments of which they 
arc the Representatives, by the noAvs that one fmo day ono or another Power had 
operated a disembarkment or an armed intervention in Egypt with isolated action, 
without the accord and adhesion of the other PoAvers taking part in tho said Con¬ 
ference. Hence, on the proposal of tho Italian Representative, it Avas declared, in the 
name of all tho Governments represented at the Conference, that as long as their 
meetings should continue, no PoAver should undertake an isolated military action in 
Egypt without the consent and adhesion of the others. 

This proposal Avas accepted with the sole and natural limitation that an exception 
should be understood to bo made for a ease of evident force majeure , such, for example, 
as a renewal of the sanguinary massacres of tho lltli, in aIcav of the necessity and the 
undeniable duty of protecting the lives of their respective countrymen. 

The engagement taken by this deliberation reassures us at any rate, since w r e 
cannot admit that, after such a deliberation, as long as the Conference is sitting, there 
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can occur, without manifest necessity under any pretext, an isolated military expedi- 
tion lightly undertaken on Egyptian territory. ... 

.... Me desire that the civil reforms and national institutions of Egypt, legiti¬ 
mately introduced, should he respected, and no obstacle opposed to their wise and 
prudent development. 

We desire that the European Treaties should he scrupulously observed and the 
international engagements ratified by the accord of Europe. 

We desire, in a word, that valid and effectual guarantees should be established for 
the security and maintenance of the rights of all Europeans who live, or may hereafter 
go to live, in Egypt; a country which owes so much for its daily cultivation, and for 
many of its institutions, to the wise assistance of Europe, of its men, its capital, and 
the numerous Colonies therein established. 

It is not, however, to be supposed, Gentlemen, that Europe wishes, or ought, 
beyond the limits of its rights, to interfere in the internal administration of Egypt 
rather than to leave Egypt to the Egyptians. Such excessive interference in the 
internal organization of Egypt would bring us down to interventions which science 
condemns and experience has shown to be fecund in grave disasters to the very nations 
which undertake them, and which have found their hopes of reaping extraordinary 
results of utility and power therefrom to be delusive. . . . 

.... I have openly slated that the reawakening of national life in Egypt, and 
the civil and political institutions which with wise development may increase her 
prosperity, should meet with favour and sympathy in their due measure on the part of 
the Italian Government, it being an honourable duty of ours not to be oblivious 
of our origin, and not to contradict the principles of our free institutions. But 
this does not mean to assume the responsibility of violent measures and illegal 
pronunciumrntos. . . . 

.... ITcncc we should strive, as we ever have striven, to avoid a double peril: 
the danger of Turkey on her own account revindicating a dominion which in a certain 
degree she has loyally ceded to the entire European concert in Egypt, and attempting 
to overthrow the institutions and civil reforms which represent the independence of 
that country, and which legally exist, so as to reduce Egypt anew to a Turkish 
province like the others. This, however, I believe to bo far from the object of the 
desires and ambitions of the chiefs or promoters of the National Egyptian party, 
though they appear at this moment to enjoy the sympathy of Turkey only because 
there is a point of contact between them which touches their common interests, viz., 
the desire of eliminating from Egypt, as far as possible, all European influence, even 
of the most legitimate nature. 

But it is requisite with equal care to avoid another danger, that is, lost Egypt 
should fall under the exclusive power and dominion of one or another of the nations 
of Europe, which, besides producing a grave disturbance of the balance of power, 
might kindle the torch of discord and perchance of war between the greatest and most 
civilized nations of the world. 

M. Caracciolo has touched on another point not less delicate and difficult to 
handle, viz., the question of the Suez Canal. 

I shall abstain from observations which I consider at this moment to be very 
inopportune, but there arc two remarks which I feel myself justified in making upon 
the subject: firstly, that whilst there is no doubt that England has a double interest 
in the Canal, viz., not only a great commercial interest, but also a political interest 
for the protection of her extensive Indian possessions, it is not the less true that the 
lasting security of the free navigation of tho Canal, as regards every other Power, 
and also as regards the territorial sovereignty of Egypt and of the Porte, constitutes 
a most important commercial interest for the whole of Europe, and in particular for 
Italy; since no one can have forgotten that when the great work of excavating the 
Suez Canal was executed, it was recognized on all sides that by this means Italy 
would become the main channel of communication for the great commerce between 
Europe and the East, .and that the Italian nation, with its capital and its industrious 
activity, would take a largo and natural share in this immense commerce. 

Hence, all the nations of Europe are interested therein, and we, in the first place, 
directly after England. 

The second remark is, that two questions respecting the Suez Canal must not be 
confounded together. I consider them to be distinct, but many, who are but slightly 
familiar with the subject, are wont wrongly to confuse, viz., the question of the 
neutralization of the Suez Canal, and the other one of its free navigation. England, 
ever since tho opening of the Canal, has shown constant repugnance to a Treaty for 


the neutralization of the Canal itself, and she will, perhaps, persevere in that opinion. 
Not long since Mr. Gladstone stated in the English Parliament that this subject was 
not one of those with which the Conference could occupy itself. This repugnance is 
easily understood, for England will not deprive herself of the possibility of making 
use of this means of communication in time of war for the transport of arms and 
troops to her Indian Empire, which she would be unable to do if the Canal were 
placed, by the common consent of Europe, in a condition of perpetual neutrality. But 
this has nothing in common with the very different question of the free navigation 
of the Suez Canal. In this regard England could discover no opposition between her 
own interests and those of not only Italy, but of all Europe, so that the collective 
consent and guarantee of Europe for assuring, to all and against all, this free naviga¬ 
tion, could but strengthen the interests of England.

I IIAYE thought it my duty to telegraph without delay to your Lordship the 
announcement just published by the Stcfani Telegraphic Agency, to the effect that the 
statement in the llavas Agency respecting an eventual English, Ercncli, and Italian 
armed intervention in Egypt is incorrect so far as the intentions and purposes of the 
Italian Government are concerned, because the Stcfani Agency is the channel made use 
of by the Italian Government for official communications of this description. 

On the other hand, the articles transmitted in my despatches No. 240 of the 
4tli instant and No. 210 of to-day, from the “ Popolo Bomano,” which paper, as is 
well known, is in connection with the Ministry, have the appearance of having been 
written with a view to preparing the public mind for the possibility of a participation 
by Italy in an armed intervention in Egypt, and I must say, as such, did not cause me 
surprise. 

Eor, although I have been very careful to avoid in my conversations with the 
Minister for Eorcign Affairs any reference to such a contingency, not knowing 
whether Italian co-operation would be consistent with the views of Her Majesty’s 
Government, the general tenour of M. Mancini’s language, both in Parliament and in 
our interviews, has been such as to lead to an impression that the idea of Italy taking 
part in any European intervention which might be decided on in the event of the 
Sultan refusing the mandate of the Conference has not been excluded from his Excel¬ 
lency’s mind. 

To obtain for Italy a footing in Egypt on an equality with England and Prance 
has long been the ambition of successive Italian Governments, and since the present 
crisis began the language of M Mane ini on certain points has been very decisive. 
The affairs of Egypt must be settled by European concert, no Power must in future 
have a privileged position or a preponderating influence in that country (ho stated this 
in the Chamber of Deputies and repeated it in the Senate a few days ago), there must 
be no isolated action ; yet on the other hand, and his declarations to me on this subject 
have been as clear and distinct as they could well bo, it was impossible to allow the 
present state of things to last; the rebellious Military party must be put down, the 
Sultan’s authority and the Khedive’s rule be re-established, and securities taken for 
the due observation of international engagements, and against a return of the present 
anarchy. 

To arrive at these ends it will be well if the Sultan will intervene, but if he 
will not the ends must nevertheless bo attained, and other means must be adopted for 
that purpose. I was very much struck by tho alacrity with which his Excellency 
yesterday, as reported in my despatch No. 215, endorsed in your Lordship’s instruc¬ 
tions to Lord Duffcrin about pressing the Conference to come to a decision, and his 
anxiety that the “ other means ” should at once be settled. Arabi Pasha not being 
likely to yield to persuasion, his Excellency could of course only contemplate the 
employment of an European force failing that of the Sultan. If this iorco was to bo 
composed only of English troops, or English and Ercncli, it will probably have 
crossed his Excellency’s mind that the ambition of Italy to attain an equal position 
with England, or England and Prance, in Egypt might run a risk of not being 
realized. 
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Had he not therefore in view the possibility that Italy would he delegated to 
represent the Pour Powers, which have been acting together, in any armed interven¬ 
tion which might be decided on as a consequence of the possible refusal of the Sultan 
to send troops ? 

This, I confess, is the impression which I had, and it was confirmed by the articles 
in the “ Popolo Romano,” but the Stcfani Agency is, as above stated, an official 
channel of communication, and, according to the announcement in it to-day, one must 
of course presume that Italy will not take part in any armed intervention, even if 
invited to do so.

THE announcement made by the Stefani Agency yesterday as to Italy having 
no intention of joining with England and Prance in an armed intervention in Egypt in 
case of the Sultan refusing to send troops there is commented on in most of the news¬ 
papers of last night and this morning. 

The “ Dint to ” and “ Opinionc ” (extracts of which I have the honour to inclose, 
with translations) express satisfaction with the decision of the Government that Italy 
shall take no such action, and the “ Eiforma,” in a leading article in large type, 
speaks in the same sense, and even goes further, by declaring that the intervention of 
the other two Powers should be resisted. The “ Popolo Romano,” on the other hand, 
reiterates the opinion expressed in its columns that, if Italy refuses to join in an inter¬ 
vention desired by the Powers, she will lose all right to complain if her participation 
with Prance and England in the future direction of Egyptian ail'airs is refused.

Some Eerlin and Vienna newspapers have also given currency to these 
rumours. 

We should have thought that, after the explicit declarations of M. Manciui in the 
Chamber and in the Senate, all doubt would have been taken away with respect 
to Italy. Rut, in view of the contents of some telegraphic agencies and periodical * 

reports attributing hostile intentions to our Government, we declare such reports to be 
entirely without any foundation whatsoever. 

We consider this declaration to be the more opportune, in view of the telegrams 
from London to-day, which are very important, and point to an approaching military 
action.

lheir divergence from England, in the present stage of the Egvptian crisis ho 
continued, created a new and most serious phase in the situation. It not only placed 
the other Powers in a situation of extreme delicacy, but if the French Government 
professed themselves satisfied with the present state of things, and would no lom-er 
insist upon the suppression of tho Military party, the restoration of the status quo ante, 
&c., it must, of course, increase the difficulties in the way of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, and might lead to grave complications. 

To this I replied that, if really there was a change of front on the part of the 
Drench Government, it appeared to me to simplify the position in one respect, for if 
England were acting alone the misgivings and suspicions attaching to a combined 
Anglo-French intervention would probably cease to prevail. Prance, I said, thom-h 
not joining us in active operations, could hardly go to the length of endoavourinf to 
oppose and thwart us when we wero engaged in securing ends for tho attainment of 
which the two Governments had hitherto been co-operating together. 

t however this might be, 1 continued, the objects and programme of Her 
Majesty’s Government had been clearly defined in your Lordship’s despatches, which 
had been communicated to the oilier Governments of Europe, and in the speeches of 
Her Majesty's Ministers in Parliament, objects and programme which had received 
tho sand ion of Europe collectively, and which, therefore, it was impossible to believe 
the other Governments would abandon. But however tlffi might be, the policy of 
Her Majesty’s Government having been clearly laid down, they were, I was com meed, 
determined to go through with it, and they would not be diverted from the purposes 
they had in view by any difficulties or opposition, from whatever quarter they might 
come, which might bo thrown in their way. 
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M Mancini seemed quite prepared for such a determination, and to look upon it 
as natural. He raised no objections about “isolated action,” nor did he utter a 
syllable which implied a wavering on his part as to the obligation of steadily adheimg 
to the bases on which the Conference was assembled. ,, 

He only observed in regard to the “ new situation that lie could say 
nothing as to the future without consulting the Powers with whom he had been 
accustomed to act. j havCj &c .

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Western Powers, who have ever loyally endeavoured to solve the various Eastern 
questions and to maintain general peace. 

Granted all the above, with the result of Europe giving an unanimous mandate of 
intervention to the most interested Powers, should not Italy, as the third Power having 
important interests in Egypt, join with England and Prance, instead of holding aloof 
in a state of inaction ? 

It is strange that those who are the first to counsel a policy of abstention in a case 
which can create no perils or complications were the first to make an outcry on the 
loss of our prestige in Africa and the abandonment and isolation of Italy. 

When Europe gave to Austria the task of occupying and regulating Bosnia and 
the Herzegovina, she did not recoil from the sacrifices of blood and treasure requisite to 
her interests. Why should wc, then, be backward and shy with respect to our Egyptian 
interests, which arc far greater and more important than such as avc had in Tunis ? 

We are all for prudence, dignity, and peace; but if Italy be invited to take part 
in the intervention in Egypt, she should take it as an honour and a proof of confidence, 
to refuse which would result in a loss of our national prestige and interests.

WHEN M. Mancini informed me of his impression, as reported in my telegram 
No. 59 of to-day and immediately preceding despatch, that certain expressions might 
possibly arouse the susceptibilities of the Porte and afford them the pretext of refusing 
the request of the Conference on the ground that the Sultan would not consent to act 
as the gendarme of Europe, I observed that I did not see how the faction headed hy 
Arahi Pasha could well be described in any other language than it was in the 
communication agreed upon at the Conference. It had, at all events, been recog¬ 
nized as “ a usurping faction ” by all the Governments of Europe, and to devise 
means to subdue it had been one of the main reasons for the convocation of the 
Conference. 

M. Mancini replied that, as a matter of fact, this was perfectly correct, but still 
it must be borne in mind that the Ministry which had been the outcome of this 
faction had been recognized and approved by the Sultan, and he was apprehensive 
lest, under these circumstances, nis Majesty might take offcnco at the term employed. 
Would it not be sufficient to make use of the more goncral expression, “to re¬ 
establish order” ? 

Then, again, as regarded his Excellency’s observation relative to the duration of 
the expedition, I said I presumed it was not his Excellency’s wish that the Turkish 
troops should go to Egypt without conditions as to time and objects, to which 
M. Mancini replied that it certainly was not, but that these conditions might perhaps 
be secured without making them too conspicuous in the communication to be 
addressed to the Porte. Would it not be possible to find another tournure de phrase. 
If the Six Great Powers were unanimous as to the objects for which the Turkish 
troops were to go to Egypt and the time they were to remain there, he did not see 
how the Porte could resist recalling them when their task was considered by the 
Powers to have boon accomplished. 

Ho begged me, however, to understand that, in making these observations, he 
was by no means seeking to create difficulties. He was firmly convinced that Iler 
Majesty’s Government was earnestly desirous to avoid embarking in an armed 
intervention in Egypt, and was therefore as anxious that the Sultan should send 
troops there as he (M. Mancini) was himself, because it was the only way to prevent 
serious complications. Ho was only afraid of affording the Sultan another pretext 
for declining to intervene, in which ease, arrived at the point where things now are, 
lie admitted that it would be difficult for England to recede. 

His Excellency again spoke of the policy of France, tvhich ho said was to him 
quite incomprehensible. Having gone so far with Her Majesty’s Government, having 
acted with England throughout the whole question to the point of sending the two 
fleets on a comminatory mission to Alexandria, ho must say he was at a loss to 
understand how the French Government could now retire and leave upon England 
the whole burden and odium of isolated action in Egypt. It would seem, his 
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Excellency said, as if tlic Erencli, who were the oppressors of the Mussulman race 
in Algeria and Tunis, now wished to appear as their defender against Europe in 


Egypt.

Colonel Villiers to Viscount Lyons. 

My Lord, Paris, July 10, 1882. 

I IIAVE the honour to inform your Excellency that in the course of a long 
conversation with General Perron (Sous-Chef d’Etat-Major), he told me that they 
(moaning the head-quarter stair of the army) were endeavouring to the utmost to 
prevent any French expedition being sent to Egypt. In the event, however, of its 
being deemed necessary to send French troops to co-operate with the English in 
Egypt, he declared that it was now settled not to send any battalions from France on 
account of the difficulty of mobilizing only a portion of the army, and that the neces¬ 
sary forces could easily bo spared from Algiers and Tunis ; he said that in fact four or 
five brigades were ready there to embark at any moment, the battalions of these 
brigades being each about 550 to GOO strong. The cavalry for the force would also 
come from North Africa, but it might be found necessary to send one or two 
batteries of artillery from Toulon. 

With regard to a plan of campaign, lie said that ho had this very morning been 
called upon by the War Minister to put forward his ideas on the subject. Jlis plan 
consisted in landing about 12,000 men at Alexandria to take and hold that place. Rut 
this would really be a diversion ; at the same time, troops should be disembarked at 
Ismailia, and a column of 10,000 to 12,000 men bo pushed at once towards Cairo. 
The fleets to hold both ends of the Canal secure. The War Minister, lie said, appeared 
to consider his plan with a favourable eye. He added that his plan might very 
probably have to be modified to suit the views of the English. He seemed very 
anxious for Italy to join and send troops should an armed intervention prove neces¬ 
sary. 

General Perron informed me that he was the officer of the head-quarter staff 
principally charged with Egyptian affairs from a military point of view.

IT may be useful that I should add to the instructions with which your 
Excellency has been furnished some observations on the events which have led to the 
present state of affairs in Egypt and to the action which Her Majesty’s Government 

have found themselves compelled to take. . 

The position of Egypt is a peculiar one. Although it is a province oi the Ottoman 
Empire its relations with the Forte are the subject of international agreement They 
are defined in the Treaty of the 15th duly, 1810, which further provides that the 
administration of the country shall devolve on the descendants of Mohcmet. Ali in the 
direct line. Successive Firmans of the Sultans have granted to the Khedive a consi¬ 
derable measure of administrative independence, and on the accession of iowlik iaslia 
in 1870 the Firman of investiture, which recapitulated the privileges thus granted, 
was previously communicated by the Porte to the British and French Ambassadors, 
with explanations as to its terms, which were accepted as satisfactory. 

The situation of Egypt on the most direct maritime route between England and 
her Indian possessions and Australian colonics gives to this country a special interest 
in Egyptian affairs. In addition to this, British capital and industry have been largely 
employed in the introduction into Egypt of the great works ol modern nnprove- 



ment, and a large British community is resident in the country. Its prosperity 
cannot be affected without involving the material welfare of many British subjects. 

The share which European officials at, present take in the administration of the 
country originated in great measure in the action of the ex-Khedive, Ismail Pasha. 
Many of them were invited by His Highness to undertake various duties, for which 
lie had not at his disposal native employe's possessing the requisite qualifications, 
others were appointed for the management of the successive loans which were issued 
by him, and eventually the inability of the Government to meet the pecuniary 
liabilities which the country had contracted towards the subjects of other Powers 
rendered it necessary to resort to a compromise, involving a surrender by tbo creditors 
of a portion of their claims, on condition of the institution of special arrangements 
to guarantee the proper administration of the finances, and the assignment of a 
certain portion of the revenue for the discharge of the national obligations. 

Her Majesty’s Government, though invited by the Khedive, had, up to 1879, 
declined the responsibility of nominating persons to take part in the financial admini¬ 
stration. 

Jn November 1879, after the deposition of Ismail Pasha, the new Khedive 
having decided to retain the plan of governing with a native Ministry, it, was agreed 
to revive the appointment of English and French Coutrollors-Genoral, who were to he 
appointed on the nomination of their respective Governments, tier Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment consented to this arrangement. The position and powers of the Controllcrs- 
Gencral were defined in a Decree issued on the 15th November, 1879. They were 
not to exercise any direct administrative authority, but they were given [seats 
in the Council of Ministers, with a consultative vote in the proceedings, and were 
to have the fullest powers of investigation into the whole Public Service so far 
as financial matters were involved, communicating their observations, according to 
circumstances, to the Khedive and bis M inisters, or to the Commissioners of the 
Public Debt, and presenting Reports to the Khedive at the end of each year, 
or oftener if they deemed it advisable, which were to be published in the “ Moniteur 
Egypt ion:' It was further agreed that they should not be relieved from their 
functions except with the consent of their respective Governments. 

At the same time that the Khedive invited the reappointment of the Controllers- 
Gcneral he expressed his willingness to consent 1o an European inquiry into the 
finances, which were apparently in hopeless confusion. 

This eventually resulted in the appointment, on the 31st March, 1880, of a 
Commission of Liquidation, with authority to prepare a Law for the settlement of 
the financial obligations of the Egyptian Government, as well as of the Da'iras and 
the Public Debt. 

A Declaration was at tbo samo time signed by the Representatives of England, 
Austria, Germany, Italy, and France, engaging to accept the decisions of the Com¬ 
mission, and agreeing that the Law to be framed on its recommendations should be 
recognized as obligatory in the International Tribunals. 

Such was the position of affairs when Her Majesty's present advisers acceded 
to office. They inherited from their predecessors the principle of joint action with 
France in Egyptian affairs. It had been laid down in despatches exchanged between 
Lord Salisbury and M. Waddington, after the Congress of Berlin in July and August 
1878; it had subsequently been put into practice and was in full operation. It was 
not necessary, nor indeed opportune, to inquire whether the system introduced by 
that action was one which would, under all circumstances, have been the best and 
most convenient. It was undoubtedly working well for the material prosperity of 
the country, and promised to do so for the future. Her Majesty’s Government 
accepted it as a fact, and gave it their unreserved support. 

The Law of Liquidation, as determined by the Commissioners, Avas issued on the 
17th July, 1880. It provided a complete settlement of the Public Debts and of all 
claims upon the Government, Avliile a certain proportion of the revenue Avas set 
aside to meet the requirements of administration, the Tribute, the Civil List, and 
other necessary expenses of the Government. 

The settlement thus effected, Avliile it constituted an international obligation 
to tho Powers avIio had accepted it, relieved the country from an enormous and 
uncertain burden, and placed it again in a position to meet its liabilities, and to 
progress in the development of its resources. 

There Avas a surplus in the Treasury, and every sign of rapidly increasing 
prosperity, till a military riot broke out in February 18S1. It originated in the 
arrest, by order of the Miuistor of War, Osman Paslia Rifki (a Circassian by 
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Mrtli) of four or five Egyptian officers, among whom was Aly Bey Felnny, 
Colonel of the first regiment. The officers in this regiment broke into the Council- 
room of the Ministry of War, ill-treated the Minister, and then, having released 
the prisoners hy force, and followed hy the men of the regiment, they proceeded 
to the Palace of Ahdin, and demanded from the Khedive the dismissal of the 
Minister of War, and redress for their grievances, which consisted principally in the 
promotion of Turkish and Circassian officers. j 1 . 

The Khedive informed the French and English Agents that he had no means or 
resistance, and no regiment on which he could count; and news haying arrived that 
another regiment was marching in from Tourah, His Highness dismissed the Minister 
ot War, and appoint d Mahmoud Pasha Sarny in his stead. Tranquillity was there¬ 
upon restored, and on the following day the mutinous colonels were reinstated in tlicir 

regiments, and made their submission to the Khedive. . 

The increased ascendency of the army soon showed itself in a practical shape. 
On the 20th April two Decrees were issued, the first increasing the pay ot the 
land and sea forces to an extent imposing an additional charge ot from o0,000Z. to 
60 000/. a-ycar; the second instituting a Commission to inquire into the regulations 
and organization of the army. The Commission consisted of the Minister of Mar as 
President, of eleven Generals, of whom four were Europeans, and of nmc Colonels, 
with one exception all Mussulmans, and among whom was Arab. Bey, one ot the chief 

actors in the revolt of February. . 

The Controllers-General, at the meeting of Council in which the Decrees were 
sanctioned, called attention to the fact that discipline could no longer be said to exist, 
that the officers did not obey the Minister of War, and that the latter could not 
guarantee that the officers would not next day demand fresh financial sacrifices ot the 

In the Commission the Mussulman members showed a tendency to combine 
together against the authority of the Minister of War. The Colonels made a claim, 
which was allowed by the Council of Ministers that the nomma ions to vacancies 
among the officers of each regiment should rest with the Colonel, so that in the 
disaffected regiments the new officers would be the Colonel’s nominees. In the course 
of discussion on the 1st June, Arabi Bey went so far as to state openly that he would 
not yield unconditional obedience to the Minister ol War, but expressed regret for 
bis language upon a threat of resignation by the English member ol t.ie Com- 

miSS The disorganization and want of discipline in the army assumed increased propor¬ 
tions. An attempt which was made in September to remove some of the disallected 
regiments from Cairo led to a fresh military outbreak, headed by Arab Bey. lhe 
Colonels demanded the dismissal of the Ministry, a Constitution, and the mcicase of 
the army. The Khedive again yielded, assented to the dismissal of too Ministry, and 
summoned Cherif Pasha.' Cherif Pasha at first demurred to taking office as the 
Minister of a military revolution, but eventually agreed to become 1 rime Minister 
on being requested by the notables, and on the assurance that the army would submit 

to of October the Sultan decided to send a mission to Egypt, and at. 

the same time the" English and French Governments each sent an iron-clad to 
Alexandria. I then told Muslims Pasha that Her Majesty s Government were desirous 
of acting in cordial co-operation with France on Egyptian questions. TV liatever 
rumours or impressions might exist, they had no desire to take any steps towards an 
English occupation or annexation of the country; still less did they wish to see it 
occupied or annexed by any other Power. They were anxious to maintain the 
status quo, and to uphold the Sultan’s rights; but they should object to any attempt 
to extend those rights or to use them for the purpose ot diminishing the autonomy of 

Egvnt, and interfering in its internal administration. , 

j have repeated this statement as the policy ot Her Majesty s Government on 
several other occasions, adding that it was our firm intention to abide by it, unless 
the occurrence of a state of anarchy in Egypt should unhappily create the necessity 

f ° r ^er^Majesty’s Government made a public declaration of their policy m the 
despatch which I addressed to Sir E. Malet on the 4th November last, and which has 
been presented to Parliament. In it I also observed that we believed that the pro¬ 
sperity of Egypt, like that of every country, depended upon the progress ami n 1 - 
bein-M the people. Wo had, therefore, on all occasions, pressed upon the Govern¬ 
ment of the Klicdivo the adoption of such measures as wo deemed likely to raise 




the people from a state of subjection and oppression to one of ease and security. 
The spread of education, the abolition of vexatious taxation, the establishment of 
the land tax on a regular and equitable basis, the diminution of forced labour, had 
all received our advocacy and support, and had been accomplished through the action 
of the English and French Agents and of the Controllers-Geueral. One measure of 
reform among others remained to be accomplished, which wc considered to be even 
more necessary than those above enumerated—the reform of justice as administered 
to natives. We were convinced that until this Avas established no Ministry would 
enjoy the full confidence of the country, or could be regarded as fitting guardians of 
the State. 

The months of November and December wore marked by some recurrence of 
military disorders, by increased interference of Arabi Bey and the Colonels in matters 
of administration, and by a demand on the part of the Minister of War for an 
increase of the army, involving an addition of 280,000/. to the Army estimates. This 
demand Avas resisted by the Controllcrs-Gcncral, who did not consider that the revenue 
allowed of more than 120,000/. being devoted to the purpose. In tbe end the view of 
the Controllcrs-General prevailed, and the Budget was framed according to the more 
reasonable proposal. It shoAvcd an estimated increase of upwards of 153,000/. in the 
expenditure of the Ministry of War; but the Controllcrs-General pointed out, in their 
Deport to the Khedive, that the real additional charge Avas not less than 211,000/., 
and that further heavy expenses would probably be incurred in consequence of 
operations in the Soudan and on the Abyssinian frontier. 

On the 24th of December M. Gambctta said to Lord Lyons that as the Session 
of the Chamber of Notables, Avliicli Avas on the eve of being opened, produced a 
considerable change in the political situation in Egypt, it Avould afford France 
and England a not unsuitable opportunity for demonstrating, on the one hand, their 
own absolute union; and, on the other hand, for encouraging TcAvfik Pasha. _ This 
led to the presentation of the dual note, in which ncr Majesty’s Government joined 
Avitli the reservation that they must not bo considered as committing themselves thereby 
to any particular mode of action, if action should be found necessary. 

The considerations Avliicli induced Her Majesty’s Government to join in the 
note are indicated in the document itself. They believed that the announcement on 
the part of the tAvo Governments of a firm determination to support the Khedive in 
his proper authority might have the effect of averting the dangers Avitli Avliicli that 
authority seemed to be threatened. They did not conceal from themselves that 
it might become necessary to resort to action to enforce their determination, but they 
wished to reserve to themselves, as Avas reasonable, full liberty of judgment, both 
as to the time Avhcn the necessity for action had arisen and as to the form Avhich such, 
action should take. 

Some discussion shortly after ensued as to this latter point. In M. Gambctta’s 
opinion any Turkish intervention AA r as the Avorst possible solution, and lie also saAV 
great objections to calling in the co-operation of Europe. In a despatch to Lord 
Lyons of the 30th January I stated the vioAVS of Iler Majesty’s Government in 
regard to other alternatives. I pointed out the objections to intervention by England 
or France alone, or by both jointly, and, Avhilc admitting that every possible course 
had its inconveniences, and that a Turkish occupation would bo a great evil, I 
expressed the opinion of ner Majesty’s Government that, if a temporary occupation by 
Turkish troops could be arranged with the full consent and under the control of 
England and of France, and Avitli proper guarantees and conditions, such a mode 
of using force might be the least objectionable of those which had yet been 
proposed. 

On the 20th December the Chamber of Notables was opened by the Khedive, 
Sultan Pasha having been appointed President. This body had been constituted by a 
Decree of the ex-Khedive in 1800, but during his Government had had no active 
existence. The Deputies Averc limited to seventy-five in number, and were to be 
elected every three years by all native Egyptians of 25 years and upAvards enjoying a 
good reputation. 

On the 5th January Arabi Bey, avIio Avas already reported by Sir E. Malet to have 
• assumed the attitude of arbiter of tlio destinies of the country, AA r as appointed Under¬ 
secretary for War. 

On the 10th the Chamber, before whom a project of Organic LaAV had been laid, 
demanded A r arious modifications, giving them the command, irrespective of the 
Khedive, of all the revenues not specially assigned to the Public Debt. 

Clidrif Pasha stated that he could not accept the amendments, and the 
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Controllers-General objected tliat by such an arrangement they would lose their 
hold on the finances. M. Cambelta considered that, it would lead to the over¬ 
throw of the arrangement made by the Liquidation Commission, and Her Majesty s 
Government agreed that the demand could not be acceded to, at all events in its actual 
shape, though there might be points worthy of subsequent consideration. ^ ..... 

Tlio British and French Agents wore therefore instructed to support Client 1 as lux 

in this respect. . t . 

In fact, it seemed impossible at once to place the extended power thus dem.anu.ctl 
in the bauds of an irresponsible body, the really representative eharaetei of which was 
matter of uncertainty, and which was wholly inexperienced and unacquainted with 
the traditions of political business. The real power had become vested in the diets ot 
the Military party, and the objects of those chiefs, as was natural, were shmving 
themselves more and more evidently to he increase of the army, ineiease o l>ay» 
and promotion of large numbers oi ollicers to high military rank. _ 

On the 2nd .February, a deputation having insisted on a change of Ministry, tlie 
Khedive, who said ho had no force to resist, gave way. Mahmoud Paslui Sami, 
hitherto Secretary for War, became Prime Minister, and Aralti Ley was promoted to 
be Secretarv lor Mar. In the course of the next month a Decree appeared 
con f err in 01 on Arahi Ley the rank of Pasha, and making various promotions 
in the army. These promotions had been assented to by the Kliedhe untiei piess uie 
from Arab! Ley, who insisted that in this case the examination required by law 
for ollicers under the rank of Colonel should he dispensed with. I urtlier promo¬ 
tions followed, and in April Sir E. Malet reported that they amounted to 520, and 
that the Controllers-General did not know’ liow the increased pay was to be provided 
for. 


On the Gtli February I proposed to M. do Ereycinct, who had succeeded 
M. Gamhctta, that the two Governments should communicate with the other lowers. 
On receiving his concurrence an identic Circular was dispatched on the lltli o 
Vienna, Berlin Lome, and St. Potersburgh, inviting an exchange ol views as to the 
host mode of dealing with the question which had arisen in Egypt, on the basis or 
the maintenance of the rights of the Sovereign and of the Khedive, oi international 
engagements and the arrangements existing under them, whether with Prance and 
England alone or with those two nations and the other Powers, anil the preserva¬ 
tion of the liberties secured by the Eimuuis of the Sultan, together with the pmden 

development of Egyptian institutions. „ ^ 

The Circular went on to state that the Governments of England and I ranee 
did not consider that a ease for discussing the expediency ol intern cntion had at 
present arisen, since, on the part of the Chamber of Notables, and of ic new 
Government, the intention was avowed to maintain international engagements, ut 
should the case arise, they would wish that any such eventual intervention should 


represent the united action and authority of Europe. . 

The basis thus proposed for discussion seemed to ITcr Majesty s Government o e 
the best and, indeed, the only possible one under the circumstances. Ihey had no 
tendenev to regard with disiavour any legitimate movement ol the Egypt ian people or 
a greater share in the administration of the country. But progress in this direction, 1 
it was to ho solid, must he gradual and maturely considered, with a lull know ledge o 
all the circumstances. Above all, it was essential that the observance of inter¬ 
national obligations should he upheld, that guarantees which had been ottered an 
accepted should not he withdrawn without an equivalent, and that modifications, 
if such should eventually he found admissible or desirable, should only he allowed wrh.1 
the consent of the Powers who were parties to the previous anangements. 

The invitation to an exchange of views was favourably received by at ie 
Powers, and confidential discussions took place as to the extension which could ie 
given to the pow’ers of the Chamber of Notables without risk ol mterieienee wi 
international engagements and interests. But further action m the mattei was 
delayed in consequence of information received from Sir E. Malet, that the position o 
the Government in Egypt was insecure, and that it would lie better to wui u. C( | J lllse 
of events before entering upon negotiations with them. At the same time, a ies 1 
scries of incidents commenced which have led to the present crisis m Egvpt. 

On the 12th April Sir E. Malet telegraphed that numerous arrests had been 
made among the ollicers and soldiery in consequence of an allege! (onspnacy o 
murder Arahi Pasha. The number of arrests were subsequently stated to amount to 
fifty, and among the prisoners was Osman L’aslia ilifky, formerly Minister ol W ar 
who had been dismissed, on the demand of the mutinous regiments, on 
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1st February, 1SSL r ihc prisoners were tried by Court-martial. The Court was irre¬ 
gularly constituted, the proceedings were kept secret, and no counsel were allowed 
lor tin 1 defence. An impression prevailed generally, though it was denied by the 
Government, that torture liad been used to extort confession. The Court pronounced 
judgment on the 30th April. Eorty of the officers, including Osman Bifid, were 
condemned to exile lor liic to the furthest limits of the Soudan, a sentence which is 
regarded as equivalent to one of death. 

On the 9th May the Khedive, in accordance with advice given him by the 
English and Drench Agents, issued a Decree commuting the sentence on the forty 
officers to simple banishment from Egypt w ithout further penalty. The President of 
the Council insisted on the Decree being changed by the insertion of a further 
penalty, that the prisoners should ho erased from the rolls. The Khedive refused, 
and the Ministry, who in all their proceedings were obviously acting under tlio 
dictation oi the army, thereupon, on their own responsibility, and without the consent 
of the Khedive, convoked the Chamber of Representatives to meet immediately, in 
order to submit to it tin* situation. 

In the event, however, the Notables, with great courage and independence, 
expressed their disapproval of the Chamber having been convened without tlie 
authority ol the Khedive, and abstained from holding any formal sitting. The Presi¬ 
dent ol the Chamber requested the Khedive to accept the resignation of the Prime 
Minister. But the Minisl or for Foreign Affairs declined t o accept office as his successor, 
and the President ol tlio Chamber came to the conclusion that it would he impossible 
to change the Ministry a? long as the military power continued to ho vested in Arabi 
Pasha. 

On the 21tli April, before the dispute had arisen between the Khedive and his 
Ministers, I had suggested that a great moral effect might he produced in Egypt if 
the Governments of England and Prance were able to announce that they were 
prepared, with the concurrence of Europe, to take a step at once towards an 
arrangement with the Egyptian Government, and that, they were also agreed as to 
the policy to he pursued in ease of matters coming to a crisis, wdiieh they still hoped 
might he averted. My proposal was that, in ease of necessity, the Sultan might he 
asked to send a General with full powers to restore discipline in the Egyptian army, 
with a well-defined agreement that he was not to exercise those powers in any way 
without the concurrence of an English and a French General, who would lie associated 
with him. 

I added, on the 2nd May, that this proposal was made as one to which the two 
Governments should have recourse in ease of need only, and that its aim and object 
was to avoid the necessity of any armed intervention in Egypt, to all forms of which 
there were great objections. I observed that it would he a mistake to suppose that 
Turkish intervention was desired by Her Majesty’s Government. Me were disposed to 
believe that Turkish intervention would he less objectionable than any other form of 
intervention which had yet been suggested. But wo had not altered our opinion that 
any kind of armed intervention should he avoided if possible. 

On the lltli May, when matters had come to a crisis, I received a telegram 
from Lord Lyons, stating that M. do Ereycinct had telegraphed to the French Agent 
at Cairo to ask him whether it would he advisable that some French iron-dads should 
ho sent to Alexandria, llis Excellency added that the French Ambassador had been 
instructed to communicate with me oil the very serious news from Egypt. I requested 
Lord Lyons, in the course of tlio afternoon, to inform M. do Ereycinct that Her 
Majesty’s Government were willing to send two iron-clads to Alexandria to protect 
Europeans, informing other Powers, in case they liked to do the same. 

This message crossed a telegram from Lord Lyons containing a suggestion by 
M. do Freycinet that, unless the opinion of the English and French Agents at Cairo 
should be adverse, it would ho desirable as a first step that France and England 
should send at once a sufficient number of iron-clads to Alexandria, making arrange¬ 
ments that the two squadrons should he equal in force and arrive simultaneously. 

On the following day (12th May) I received from the French Government 
detailed proposals to the following effect:— 

Franco and England each to send six vessels of war to Alexandria. The first 
three French and three English vessels to he sent at once and to arrive simultaneously, 
and tlio others to follow. A French and an English vessel to ho sent to Suez, as 
previously suggested by me, for tlio protection of "Europeans there against any out¬ 
break ;

A telegram from Sir E. Mulct of the 21st May contained the following proposal

telegraphed on the 23rd that the President of the Council, in reply to a proposal 
of the President of the Chamber that the Ministry should retire had replied that 
it would not do so so long as the squadrons were kept at Alexandria Arabi 
Pasha had told the French Consul that he must rot use either to retire iioin lus 
nosition or from the country.

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Sir E. Male! added tliat the present situation had been brought about by the 
Ministers and the people persisting in a belief that the two Powers would not 
dispatch troops, and that the opposition of France rendered a Turkish intervention 
impossible. In the meanwhile military preparations were being carried on and 
fanatical feeling against foreigners was sedulously fostered. Sir E. Malet was, 
however, still of opinion that, if the Sultan declared himself at once, and if it were 
known that troops were ready to ho dispatched, success might be attained without 
the necessity for landing them. 

On the receipt of this intelligence I telegraphed to Lord Lyons to state to M. de 
Freycinct that time was all important, and to propose that the two Governments 
should telegraph a Circular to the Powers requesting them to join in asking the Sultan 
to have troops ready to send to Egypt under strict conditions. Speaking to the 
French Ambassador on the following day (the 25t.h May), I said that it was of 
the greatest possible importance that no time should he lost. A speedy and decided 
announcement might still obviate the necessity of the use of force; but delay would 
be certain to encourage opposition in Egypt. On the 2Gth I forwarded to Lord Lyons 
for communication to the French Government a draft of Circular to the Powers. 

The French Ambassador, however, replied on the following day:— 

“ M. de Freycinet me telegraphic quo lc Conseil des Ministrcs, auquel il a sounds 
votre proposition, a die unanime a penser que rien, dans la situation actuelle, ne justi- 
fierait un appel a des troupes Turqucs. Unc note a etc remise par nos Consuls-Gdnd- 
raux le 25 ; le Ministerc vicut de donner sa demission; les Elements de resistance 
sont manifestement en voie de disorganisation; il y a done tout interet a attendre 
la suite des dvenements.” 

It was the fact that the English and French Agents, learning that the military 
leaders were circulating among the troops a document setting forth a very exaggerated 
statement of the conditions said to be insisted upon by England and France, including 
disbandment of the entire army, exile of the Ministers and all officers, a foreign 
occupation of the country, and the dissolution of the Chamber, had decided upon 
taking the official step, from which they had hitherto shrunk, and had presented on 
the 25th a note proposing, as the only means of putting an end to the disturbed 
state of the country, the following conditions :— 

“ 1. The temporary retirement from Egypt of his Excellency Arabi Pasha, with 
the maintenance of his rank and pay; 

“ 2. The retirement into the interior of Egypt of Ali Fehmy Pasha and Abdoullah 
Pasha, who will also retain their rank and pay; 

“ 3. The resignation of the present Ministry.” 

They added that they recommended these conditions to the most serious attention 
of the President of the Council and his colleagues, and, if necessary, would insist on their 
fulfilment; that the Governments of England and France, in intervening in the affairs 
of Egypt, had no other object than to maintain the status quo, and consequently to 
restore to the Khedive the authority which belonged to him, and without which 
the status quo was continually in danger; and that the intervention of the two Powers 
being divested of all character of vengeance or reprisal, they would use their good offices 
to obtain from the Khedive a general amnesty, and would watch over its strict 
observance. 

The terms of this note had not been previously submitted toller Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, nor, as far as I am aware, to that of France; but considering the circumstances 
and the discretion which had been given to the Agents ioaet as they thought judicious, 
Her Majesty’s Government approved Sir E. Mulct's action in the matter. 

The Khedive having informed the President of the Council and the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs that he accepted the conditions stated in the note, the Ministry resigned. 
His Highness endeavoured to form another Administration under Cherif Pasha, but 
the latter declined, saying that no Government was possible so long as the military 
chiefs remained in the country. 

On the 27th the Khedive received a telegram from the officers of the regiments 
and the police force stationed at Alexandria, declaring that they would not accept the 
resignation of Arabi Pasha, and that they would allow twelve hours to His Highness 
to answer, after which delay t they would no longer bo responsible for public tran¬ 
quillity. 

On the same afternoon the Khedive summoned the chief personages of the State, of 
the Chamber, the principal merchants, and the fifteen superior officers of the Cairo 
garrison, to lay the situation before them. General Toulbeli Pasha interrupted llis 
Highness in his speech, stated that the army absolutely rejected the joint note, and 
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awaited the decision of the Porte, which was the only authority they recognized, 
after which the officers withdrew without waiting for any further remark from His 
Highness. 

Sir E. Malet reported that, in consequence of the open defiance of the army, the 
Khedive was powerless to form any Ministry whatsoever; that His Highness was 
extremely anxious, but was of opinion that a Turkish Commissioner could make 
himself heard and restore tranquillity. 

I telegraphed to your Excellency on the following day that, although circum¬ 
stances in Egypt had been changed by the offer on the part of the Ministers to resign, 
and the acceptance of their resignation by the Khedive, the reports of the insubor¬ 
dinate attitude of the officers led us to believe that there v as still danger of a 
military revolt; that it was most desirable that the Sultan should not delay acting 
in the present crisis, and I requested your Excellency to impress upon llis Majesty 
the necessity of sending an order to support the Khedive, to reject the accusation 
brought against His Highness by the fallen Ministry, that his action constitutes an 
attack upon the rights of the suzerain Power, and to summon the three military 
chiefs, and perhaps, also, the cx-Prcsidcnt of the Council, to Constantinople, to explain 
their conduct. 

I telegraphed in the same sense to Her Majesty's Ambassadors at the four 
Courts, and requested them to obtain the concurrence in this advice of the Govern¬ 
ments to which they were accredited. 

I informed the French Government at the same time of the step which we had 
taken, and very similar instructions to those sent by me were addressed by them to 
the French Representatives at Constantinople and at the four Courts. 

An attempt was made by Arabi Pasha, at the head of 100 officers, to induce by 
threats the chief persons of Cairo and the Deputies to demand the deposition of the 
Khedive, but without success. The officers demanded of the Khedive a Decree 
reinstating Arabi Pasha as Minister of Mar, but His nighness remained firm in 
liis refusal, notwithstanding representations which were made to him that his life 
was in danger. Finally, on the afternoon of the 28th, and at the urgent entreaties 
of the chiefs of religion, all the Deputies and others, who represented that they were 
all threatened with'death if they did not obtain his consent, the Khedive gave way, 
not to save himself, but to preserve the town from bloodshed, and Arabi Pasha 
accordingly remained from that date, as Minister of Mar, the only Minister, until the 
present Administration of llagheb Pasha was formed on the IGth June. 

His Highness had received a telegram from the Grand Vizier, stating that a 
Turkish Commissioner would be sent if he asked for one, and on the 29th he made 
a formal request to the Sultan to that effect. 

On the same day Admiral Sir 13. Seymour telegraphed that Alexandria was 
apparently controlled by the Military party; that earthworks were being built 
rapidly abreast of Her Majesty’s ship “ Invincible,” and that he thought an increase 
of force desirable. 

I informed the French Government that we proposed that three other vessels 
which had been originally destined for Egypt, but had been kept back when there 
was an apparent improvement in the situation, should now be sent there, and that 
Her Majesty’s Government were of opinion that the Sultan should be invited to 
send a ship of war to Alexandria, and that the Powers should be so informed. 

The French Government agreed on the 30th to state to the Porte that if the 
Sultan thought fit to send a man-of-war to Egypt to carry the declarations which 
we had requested His Majesty to make at Cairo the vessel would have the most 
favourable reception, and I sent to your Excellency a similar instruction. 

The French Government on the same day (the 30th) proposed an immediate 
Conference on Egyptian affairs, to sit neither in Paris nor London, but at one of 
the other capitals, and to be composed of the resident Ambassadors. 

The proposal was accepted by Her Majesty’s Government, who assented to it all 
the more readily, as it was in conformity with the views which they had joined the 
French Government in expressing to the Powers. They suggested Constantinople as 
the place of meeting for the Conference, and proposed that the basis of the negotiations 
should be the principles laid down in tlicir Circular of the 11th February. 

Invitations were accordingly addressed to Turkey and the other Powers on lito 


31st May. 

The work upon the batteries at Alexandria being continued, Sir E. Malet was 
fn not ns be thought desirable in renresentimr the fact to the competent 


authorities. 
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He replied on the 4th Juno that he had consulted with his French colleague, 
and that they were of opinion that there was no authority to whom it would he useful 
to apply. Arahi Pasha had already, on application, refused to discontinue what he 
called the repairs of earthworks. The Khedive had ordered all warlike preparations to 
be discontinued, and his orders were entirely disregarded. 

I had telegraphed to your Excellency on the 3rd June that the construction of 
these batteries might lead to a collision if not discontinued, and I requested the 
Turkish Ambassador to call the attention of the Porte to the proceeding. 

Sir E. Malet reported on the 5th that the Sultan had telegraphed to the 
Khedive to insist upon the warlike preparations at Alexandria being stopped; that 
His Highness had informed Arahi Pasha of this message, and repeated his official 
order on the subject of making no armament, and that Arahi Pasha had ordered 
the warlike preparations to he discontinued. 

Dervish Pasha left Constantinople on the 3rd June, on hoard an Imperial 
yacht, on a special mission from the Sultan. He arrived on the 7tli at Alexandria, 
and proceeded on the Stli to Cairo. 

On the incidents of this officer’s mission it is unnecessary to dwell. It is sufficient 
to say that his efforts have been unavailing to re-establish the authority of the 
Khedive, or to put the Government of Egypt on a firm and satisfactory footing, 
with proper securities for the maintenance of law and order. 

On the 11th June the serious riot, attended with a lamentable loss of life and 
destruction of property, took place at Alexandria. The attacks of the mob were 
directed against Europeans. Six Britisli-born subjects, including an officer and two 
men of the fleet, were killed ; another officer was wounded. A French Consular 
Dragoman, one, if not two, men of the French fleet, and several other French subjects, 
were also killed. The British Consul Avas dragged out of his carriage and severely 
injured, and the Greek Consul-General was also ill-treated. The loss of life among 
the Europeans has not been accurately ascertained, hut medical inspection at the 
hospitals showed that not less than fifty had been killed, and various reports have 
stated the numbers at three and four times that amount. 

Her Majesty’s Government have abstained for the present from making any 
formal demands, hut they have announced their intention to require full reparation 
and satisfaction for the outrages committed on the Queen’s officers and upon British 
subjects. 

On receiving ncAVs of rvliat had occurred, the foreign Eeprcscntatives at Cairo 
Avcnt to Dervish Pasha, and demanded that he should insure the safety of Europeans 
throughout Egypt. Dervish Pasha replied that neither he nor the Khedh'c had any 
power, and that, being Avithout forces to support him, he must decline responsibility, 
lie promised, hoAvever, to go to the Khedive, and arrange with His Highness as to the 
steps to be taken. A meeting took place shortly afterwards at the Palace, at which 
the Khedive, Dervish Pasha, Arahi Pasha, some other Egyptians, and the foreign 
Hcprcsontatives were present. At this meeting the Khedive promised to issue imme¬ 
diate orders with the view of restoring public tranquillity. Arahi Pasha undertook 
to obey implicitly all orders gi\'cn to him by the Khedive, stated that he would stop 
all intlammatory preaching, meetings, and newspaper articles, and guaranteed the 
maintenance of public order by the troops. Dervish Pasha agreed to assume joint 
responsibility with Arahi Pasha for the execution of the orders of the Khedive. 

These assurances Avcre, however, insufficient to remove the geueral feeling of 
insecurity, and the groat mass of the European residents in Egypt, and many Turkish 
families also, have hastily left the country, to the almost entire suspension of 
commerce and industry. 

On the 10th Juno the Kheilivo, acting under the pressure of the German and 
Austrian Consuls-General summoned llagheb and itaschid Pashas to form a Ministry, 
and on the folloAving day a Ministry Avas formed under llagheb Pasha, Arahi Pasha 
remaining Minister of War. The French and English Agents abstained from any 
participation in this transaction, and Her Majesty’s Government have felt it right 
to instruct their Agent only to communicate Avitli the Government on matters relating 
to the protection of British subjects. 

Considerable delay occurred in regard to the meeting of the Conference, owing 
to the opposition of the Turkish GoA'crnment, Avhieh persisted in maintaining, 
contrary to the AA'hole evidence of tacts, that the mission of Danish Pasha had 
effected a satisfactory settlement in Egypt, and that there Avas no occasion for further 
discussion. Eventually, the Conference met at Constantinople on the 23rd Juno 
without the participation of the Porte. Her Majesty’s Government had been led 


to belioA r c that this arrangement would he preferred hv the Sultan, but it appeared 
that their impression Avas founded on a misapprehension, and that His Majesty’s 
objections to the meeting had not been removed. 

Your Excellency was instructed to join Avitli your French colleague in proposing 
at the outset of the Conference the signature by all the PoAvers of a Self-denying 
Protocol, upon the terms of Avliich the several Governments Avero already agreed. 
This step Avas in the first instance suggested by the French Government, and 
was in accordance Avith numerous precedents. 

You Avere then to join Avith the Marquis dc Noailles in proposing that a request 
should he addressed to the Sultan to send an adequate Turkish force to Egypt, 
to bo employed for the restoration of order, on certain conditions, in Avliich the 
French Government had already concurred. Some objections having, hoAvever, been 
raised by other GoA*cramcnis to the stringency oC these conditions, Her Majesty’s 
Government Avillingly agreed that you should concert Avith the other Plenipotentiaries 
upon them, ahvays providing that they Avcrc made sufficient to procure satisfactory 
engagements on the part of the Porte to secure the due limitation of the object for 
which the troops Avcrc to he employed. 

Your Excellency Avas also instructed that if the Sultan should decline to accede 
to the request, it Avould he necessary to invite the Conference to concert other and 
effective means for the re-establishment of legality and security in Egypt. 

Her Majesty’s GoA'crnment have been glad to learn that your Excellency’s efforts, 
aided by the support of your French colleague and the good-Avill of the other Pleni¬ 
potentiaries, have now resulted in an agreement on the draft of the invitation to send 
a force for the restoration of order, w hich it is proposed to send to the Porto. Her 
Majesty’s Government have expressed their concurrence in the terms of the draft, 
and they haA'e little doubt that il Avill he accepted by other PoAvers. They have 
left to your Excellency full discretion ns io any details of form, requesting you only 
to keep in mind the main object, and the necessity of avoiding delay. 

They will RAvait Avitli interest, the answer of the Porie, trusting that the Sultan 
will hi; Avcll advised enough to comply readily Avitli a request Avliich is addressed 
to him in his own interest and that of liis Empire, no less than of Europe in general. 

In the mcamvhilc the resumption at Alexandria of hostile preparations menacing 
to the British ilcet has rendered it necessary for the British Admiral to resort to 
measures of force in self-defence. The erection of earthworks had ceased on the 
6tli June. Ko information Avas received of any further hostile armaments until 
the 1st duly. On that day the Admiral telegraphed a report that it Avas proposed 
to sink stone barges and bar the channel. Information Avas also received that Arahi 
Pasha had forced the Khedive to apply to the Sultan for the Avithdrawal of a pro¬ 
hibition to strengthen the fortifications of the port. 

On the 3rd July the Admiral Avas instructed to prevent any attempt to bar 
the channel, and to* acquaint the Military Governor that such an attempt Avould 
he considered as a hostile act, which would he treated accordingly; if Avork a\ ere 
resumed on the earthworks or fresh guns mounted, to inform the Military Comman¬ 
dant that he had orders to prevent it; and if not immediately discontinued to destroy 
the earthAvorks and silence tin* batteries if they opened fire, having given sufficient 
notice to the population, shipping, and foreign men-of-Avar. 

On the 4th the Admiral telegraphed that he had received a reply from tho 
Military Governor and Arahi, avIio sent Ihe Egyptian Admiral to give assurances that 
no channel obstructions Avert* contemplated. On the same day he telegraphed that on 
the previous night two additional guns Avere placed in Pharos Castle, and that tho 
parapet of the battery facing tho sea-front Avas strengthened. 

On the 5th the Ivhcdivo received a telegram from the Sultan, holding him and 
tho Ministers responsible for the cessation of all earthworks. 

The Admiral postponed the representations to the Commandant until the morning 
of the Oth, in consultation Avith the Acting Agent, in order to give timo for British 
subjects to leave Cairo. On that day he Avrote to the Commandant, stating that it 
had been officially reported to him that on the previous day two or more additional 
guns were mounted on the sea defences, and that other Avarlikc preparations Avero 
being made on the northern face of Alexandria against the squadron under his 
command. Under these circumstances, he notified that unless such proceedings Avere 
discontinued, or if, having been discontinued, they should he ronoAved, it Avould 
become his duty to open tire on the Avorks in course of construction. To this letter 
a reply Avas received denying that Avorks Avcrc going on.

THE Portuguese Minister called upon me to-day, and read to me confidentially 
some extracts of a private letter which lie had received Irom thc Minister for loicign 
Affairs. 

The latter had heard confidentially from Madrid that thc Marquis do la Yoga 
Armijo had shown some susceptibility at Spain not having been invited to join thc 
Conference on Egyptian affairs, and had expressed apprehensions lest in consequence 
or any hostile action taken by England the Egyptian Military party should destroy the 
Suez Canal, and was desirous that thc Powers most directly interested in thc Canal 
Spain, Portugal, and Holland—should take stops, through their Representatives in 
London, to come to a previous understanding with Iler Majesty’s Government. 

M. Eiheivo wrote that he did not share thc apprehensions of the Marquis do Yega 
Armijo. JTe considered the interest of England in the Canal to he greater than that 
of all the other Powers, lie was not aware of our intentions, hut believed that if we 
meditated any sudden action, or any intervention, whether collective or isolated, it 
could only he*in the interest of the preservation of thc Canal. In any case, it was 
beyond doubt that wo did not wish to keep the Canal to ourselves, hut desired that it 
should he open to all the world. Portugal, therefore, and other Powers possessing 
colonies in thc Indian Seas, would profit by any active and energetic action of 
Eim laiul, which could only have the effect of protecting the Canal. < _ 

° The Portuguese Minister for Foreign Affairs, while slating thc above as his view, 
added that Portugal was interested in the question, and would ho glad to he informed 
of thc phases through which it passed, and M. d’Aulas was requested to take an early 
opportunity of spotting to me on the subject, ns it "would be necessary to lcply to the 
Spanish Government. lie was to assure me oi the desire of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment to do what would he agreeable to us. ... 

I thanked M. d’Antas for this communication. I said that I 1 ally appreciated 
thc friendly feeling or the Portuguese Government, and that they had rightly under¬ 
stood our views and policy. As regards the admission of Spain to thc Conference, I 
said 1 thought the Spanish Government had bom misled by the unwillingness ot any 
Government to express a decidedly adverse opinion to them. Hie idea had, there!oie, 
not been rejected in explicit terms, but no Government had been inclined to take an 
initiative in proposing it. I did not think liiysoll that it was desirable to eneouiage it 
at thc present time.

Egypt and other parts of the Ottoman dominions of whatever religion and creed they 
may be, are protected by the justice of Ilis Imperial Majesty who cannot countenance 
injustice being done to any one. For the above reasons it lias been the gracious will 
of nis Exalted Majesty to send me with the other Commissioners to Egypt, to enforce 
obedience to His Highness the Khedive by high and low without distinction of creed 
or nationality, and whoever may disobey the above orders will be an outcast from 
society and will have incurred His Majesty’s displeasure. It is the Imperial wish that 
the above should be made known to every one, and I have communicated it to all the 
officials of the Government. 

This is for the information of the public and for all persons, in order that they 
may continue to enjoy peace and tranquillity under the shadow of the High Khalil’, and 
attend to their own business without occupying themselves with matters that do not 
concern them. Prosperity is derived from commerce, and commerce is assured by 
public security. I caution all persons, whether native or foreigners, to act in accord¬ 
ance with the above instructions, to live in brotherly harmony and to observe the 
principles of civilized intercourse.

IN my despatches Nos. GS9 and 091 both of the 7th instant, I inclosed articles 
on the affairs of Egypt from the newspapers “La Prance” and “La Iiepublique 
Francaise.” 

These articles have attracted considerable notice, as the “ 1* ranee is well known 
to be often iu communication with M. de Preycinet, while the “ Itepublique Praneaisc 
is the avowed organ of M. Gambetta. 

The controversy between these two statesmen on Egyptian matters has. been 
continued in the press; and two currents of opinion have formed themselves in the 
public, the ono in favour of maintaining the good understanding with England, the 
other in favour of separating from England on the Egyptian question and following 

the lead of Germany. . „ „ n _ ... ... 

M. Gambetta declares himself without disguise on the side of the English alliance, 
and reproaches M. de Preycinet with subserviency to Prince Bismarck. 

M. de Preycinet, if his real opinions arc to be gathered lrom the newspaper 
articles supposed to be inspired by him, adheres to the English alliance on conditions, 
but is ready also to act in certain contingencies in opposition to England, llis official 
lamrua<*e to me always expresses a strong desire to maintain a cordial understanding 
with England on the‘Egyptian question, and in fact lie generally shows a disposition 
to be verv correct as to concerting measures with Her Majesty s Government, 

The article iu the “Prance,” however, limits the co-operation of Prance with 
En-land strictly to the case of England’s acting in complete subordination to the 
European concert,” of which it takes the Conference at Constantinople to be the 


present symbol. But it contemplates, in the contrary case, not only separation from 
England on the part of Prance, but active opposition to her. The form which this 
opposition, would take is designated as an “ intervention lateralc,” to be effected by 
Prance either in conjunction with other Powers or alone. The object of this 
“intervention laterale” is not very distinctly stated in the “Prance,” but it is 
probably described with sufficient accuracy by the “ Iiepublique Franchise ” as being 
intended to watch, to control, and to limit the action of England. 

It would be difficult to conceive anything more likely to produce a quarrel 
than, t.he presence in Egypt, side by side, of an English and French army under such 
conditions. 

In fact so evident is this, that it has been supposed that the real meaning must 
be that France should rather occupy by herself some other portion of Ottoman 
territory, as a set-off against an English occupation of Egypt. On this supposition, 
Syria at once suggests itself as the point to which French troops would be directed. 
I happen to know that the information which would be useful in case of an occupation 
of Syria being determined upon has recently been sought by the French War 
Office, but the article in the “France” would rather point to sending troops to 
Egypt itself. 

Other indications as to the policy which might recommend itself to the present 
French Government might be found in the statements in the “Prance ” respecting the 
opposition between French and English interests in Egypt. 

There arc, in fact, two opposite opinions amongst Frenchmen as to wliat arc the 
true interests of Prance in Egypt. 

There is a party which considers that the comparative regularity and financial 
prosperity which wore produced by the joint Anglo-French Control, and the check put 
by that Control to favouritism and jobbing, contributed to the real interests of Prance 
as well as ol Egypt itself, of England, and of Europe in general; of this party M. de 
Blignffres may lie taken as a representative. 

There is another party to which almost all those who compose what is called the 
French Colony in Egypt belong. This party regrets the old system under which the 
influence of Prance and of the French Consul-General in Egypt was exerted to obtain 
places, pensions, contracts, and lucrative favours of all kinds for Frenchmen, actuated 
in some degree, no doubt, by jealousy of M. de Blignifcrcs. M. de Bing, under the 
guise of protecting the French Colony ami French interests against England, threw 
himself, when French Consul-General in Egypt, into the arms of this party, and 
favoured the so-called “ national ” resistance of the Colonels to the Khedive and the 
Control. On the same side was, and is, M. de Lesseps, who has not forgotten how 
successfully lie worked the old system for the purpose of wringing from the Egyptian 
Government money and favour for the Suez Canal. 

The article in the “ France ” expresses strong sympathy with the old system, and 
states with complacency that “ un certain nomhro d’idees justes se rattacliant toutes 
aux agissements aneiens de notre diplomatic, ont fait leur elicmin.” 

M. de Preycinet was not long in office before lie gave a striking proof of his 
own favour to xvhat maybe called the “French Colony ” party, by recalling M. do 
Bligni6rcs. 

lie did this without any previous communication with Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, although the matter was of considerable importance at the moment, and 
although lie has generally adhered somewhat punctiliously to the practice of previous 
concert between the two Governments on matters of moment. 

The policy advocated by M. Gambetta may be stated in much fewer words. lie 
is in favour of the joint intervention of England and Prance, and maintains that if 
ho had remained in office a little longer he should have made this view r prevail with 
Her Majesty’s Government, ne wishes to uphold the preponderance of Prance and 
England in Egypt, and disapproves of the appeal to the other Pow r ers and of the 
Constantinople Conference. Ho considers, in common with the bulk of the French 
nation, that the intervention of the Sultan in Egypt, on any terms, would constitute 
a serious injury to French interests, if not a serious danger to the position of Prance 
in Tunis and Algeria. 

A strong personal antagonism on the Egyptian question has sprung up between 
M. de Preycinet and M. Gambetta, and matters may possibly be brought to a crisis 
almost immediately by a debate, wliieli is imminent, upon the demand of the Govern¬ 
ment for a supplementary vote for the navy, to defray expenses rendered necessary by 
events in Egypt. 

It is to be remembered, however, that though M. de Preycinet may perhaps, as 
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is generally supposed, liave launched the article in the “France” as what is called 
here a “ ballon d’essai,” he has not in any way committed himself to the opinions 
contained in it. Nor is the readiness lie showed in the Greek question to conform 
his views to the prevailing sentiment in the Chamber to he forgotten. It is certainly 
not his practice to sacrifice his position in the Chamber to an uncompromising 
adherence even to opinions which he has formally and officially expressed. 

"What may he the predominant feeling at this moment in the Cliambci ot 

Deputies it is not easy to say. ,, , 

There arc many Deputies who really hold to the English alliance as the great 
safeguard for France, and who consider that the weakening it would be simply a 
success for Prince Bismarck. There are many who resent the apparent subservience of 

the present French Government to Germany. . . 

On the other side are to he taken into account the persistent jealousy oi England, 
and especially of England in Egypt, which is felt liy many Frenchmen, the strong 
sentimental interest taken by them in the Suez Canal, and their desire to maintain it 
as a French work, and, as they term it, a French glory. . , . 

Probably, however, if anything like a test vote be taken, it will not be deter- 
mined mainly by the Egyptian questions. Against ]\t. Gamhetta s eloquence, if he 
speaks against the Government, will be set the dread felt of liis return to power, as 
implying the establishment of the “ Scrutin dc Listc, a dissolution, and possibly a 
foreign policy too spirited for the present mood of the Chamber and the nation.

Her Majesty’s Government cannot consider that in the present state of Egypt, 
injury to the Suez Canal, and to the traffic on it, is an impossible contingency. Even 
supposing that the French Government are correct in the opinion communicated to 
you by M. de Frcycinct on the 24th ultimo, that the only thing which could put the 
Canal in peril would be an attempt to protect it by foreign forces, it is possible that 
the action of the British Admiral at Alexandria in self-defence, coupled with the 
mission to Port Said of the French squadron, of which several of the vessels are 
specially adapted for service in the Canal, may be regarded by the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment as indicating an intention of intervention, and may lead to attempts to obstruct 
the Canal. 

Any action which might bare to he taken would be subject to the Self-denying 
Protocol of the 25th .Tunc. 

In the view of Her Majesty’s Government, it is manifestly to be desired that if 
any measures should become necessary for the protection of the Suez Canal they should 
he taken at the instance, or with the sanction of, the Great Powers of Europe now 
assembled in Conference at Constantinople, and of the Porte, and that those measures 
should he prompt.

WITH reference to my immediately preceding despatch of this date, Confidential, 
I have the honour to inform your Lordship that in the course of my subsequent con¬ 
versation with Count Ludolf, his Excellency spoke somewhat warmly in support of the 
view taken by M. Mancini of the proposed identic note to be addressed to the Porte, 
which had been drawn up by the Conference. 

He said, in substance, that it would be almost impossible for the Porte, already 
sufficiently disinclined to intervene in Egypt, to accept the mandate of Europe when 
dictated in such terms. It was not an invitation, it was an order. It was the earnest 
desire of all the Governments that the Porte should undertake to re-establish order, as 
the only acceptable solution of the crisis. 

I replied that the lleprcsentatives of the Powers at Constantinople were intimately 
acquainted with the desire of their Governments for Turkish intervention, and that, 
with all due deference to other people’s opinion, I could not think it likely that the 
Bcprescntativcs at the Conference would deliberately draw up a communication to the 
Porte which they considered likely to defeat its own object. I could not but think 
that, with their great experience and local knowledge, they were probably quite as 
good judges as M. Mancini or anybody else as to what would, and what would not, be 
accepted by the Turkish Government. 

Count Ludolf remarked that it was in the nature of all Conferences to be dicta¬ 
torial, and this spirit xvas the more likely to prevail in the present instance, when there 
was no Representative of the Power immediately interested taking part in the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

His Excellency again spoke of the Turkish intervention as being the only acceptable 
solution, observing that Europe would never, at all events, confide the mandate of 
intervention to one single Power; to which I replied that I did not know how this 
might bo, but there were certain objects and interests, perfectly well known to Europe, 
which Her Majesty's Government intended to secure.

AFTEll I had made to M. de Freycinet this morning the communications 
respecting the protection of the Suez Canal Avhicli are recorded in my preceding 
despatch No. 7 L5 of to-day, he spoke to me confidentially in terms of Avhieh the 
folloAving is the substance :— 

“ The French CoA'ornment had ahvavs supposed that if the Sultan declined the 
invitation to send Turkish troops, the Conference would delegate* to some European 
PoAvers the task of restoring the status </uo in Egypt, and that France and England 
Avert* the PoAvers naturally indicated for the purpose. What is the exact course Avhieh 
Lord Granville proposes to take Avith regard to the communication respecting the 
Suez Canal made by his order this morning V Does lie propose to bring the question 
before tin* Conference immediately? It so, Avould not the best plan be to suggest 
that the Conference should depute at once two PoAvers to Avateh over the Canal, and 
should leave it to them to decide for themselves Avithout further reference to the 
Conference, both the moment at Avhieh active measures should be taken, and Avliat the 
measures should be ? The tAVO PoAvers of course to be England and France. If this 
arrangement Avere made by the Conference, M. de Freycinet Avould have no dillieulty 
in asking the Chambers to sanction his acting upon it, and he might bo able to obtain 
their sanction in tAventy-four hours. If Her Majesty's Government proposed to act 
independently of the Conference, M. de Freycinet Avould not say absolutely that tho 
French Government Avould not join them, but he might have serious difficulty with the 
Chambers. The French CoA'ernmenl bad in Africa 15.000 men all ready, Avliom they 
could dispatch at the shortest notice to Port Said. These men might cA'en be sent 
there, if it Avere thought advisable, to stay on board ship in readiness to act immediately 
in case of a crisis.” 

M. de Freycinet begged me to inform your Lordship that ho AA r as very anxious to 
receive an early answer from you. 

He asked me if I could tell him Avliat number of men Avould, in the opinion of 
Her Majesty’s Government, be required for effectual intervention in Egypt generally.

Sir J. Pauncefote to the Laio Officers of the Crown and Dr. Deane » 

Gentlemen, Foreign Office, July 13, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit to you, by direction of Earl Granville, an Analysis 
by Lord Tenterden of the papers presented to Parliament respecting Egypt from the 
9th September, 1881, to the 31st May, 1S82, with a Summary Account of Events from 
1S40 to 1881; and a Memorandum in continuation of that Analysis, carrying on the 
narrative of events up to the 30th ultimo. Also the Parliamentary Paper “ Egypt No. 1 
(1880),” and other documents noted in the accompanying List. 

The above papers'* are laid before you in connection with the question now under 
the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government as to the extent of the liability incurred 
by the Egyptian Government towards foreigners for the loss of lite and property occa¬ 
sioned by the recent disorders in Egypt. 

You are aware that the political status and the order of succession to the 
Viceregal Throne of Egypt, were settled by the Treaty for the Pacification of the Levant 
between Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, Russia, and Turkey of the loth July, 1S40, and 
by the Sultan’s Firman of the 1st June, 1841. 

As observed by Sir Travers Twiss (“Rights and Duties of Nations in Time of 
Peace,” p. 92), “ the condition of Egypt may be regarded as the result of an European 
international compact, as, although it lias been in form settled by a Firman or Edict ot 
the Padishah of the Ottomans, that settlement was the result of an agreement between 
the Porte and four of the Great European Powers, and has received the guarantee of 
those Powers under the Treaty concluded between them and the Porte.” 

The privileges secured to Egypt by that arrangement were extended from time to 
time by various Firmans; and among the most important are the Firman ot 1SGG, which, 
in consideration of an increase in the tribute payable by Egypt to the Porte, sanctioned 
a modification in the order of succession to the Viceregal Throne; and that ot lb79, 
under which Tew file Pasha, the present Khedive, succeeded to power on the abdication of 
Ismail Pasha. 

The last-mentioned Firman, before being issued, was communicated to the British 
and French Governments, and, alter some discussion, received their formal assent. (See 
“Egypt No. 1, 18>0,” pp. 1 and 33,34, 37 and 38, 40-4-3.) 

Under the guarantees afforded by the system of government thus secured for Egypt, 
the inllux of foreigners and of foreign capital lias been of late years most extensive, 'flic 
establishment of the International Tribunals, of the Commission ot Liquidation, and ot 
the Control, gave additional security for peace and good order, and the employment of 
foreigners in the service of the Administrative Departments ot the Government inspired 
public confidence, and insured the proper collection ot the revenue. 

Large sums have been invested by British subjects in public loans and in private 
industries, which have contributed largely to the development of the resources of the 
country. 

Such was the general condition of atlairs in Egypt when Arabi Bey appeared on the 
scene as the leader of the Military party. There had been a military disturbance on the 
18th February, 1879. Another took place on the 1st February, 1881, when Arabi Bey 
refused to obey the Minister; and a third, headed by Arabi Bey, on the 9th September, 
1881. The objects of the Military party, or so-called National party, under the leadership 
of Arabi Bey, were the subversion of the existing Constitution and of institutions created 
under the sanction of international engagements, and the dismissal ot foreigners lrom 
the public service. 

This Military party ultimately gained the ascendency in the country, and produced 
a terrorism, under which, in February last, the Khedive was compelled to change his 
Ministry and to appoint Arabi Bey Minister of War, with the title of Pasha. From that 
date the power passed from the Khedive into the hands of the army. 

On the 12th April there was an alleged conspiracy to murder Arabi Pasha, for 
which a large number of persons were condemned, and the commutation ot their 
sentences by the Khedive led to renewed discussions between llis Highness and his 
Ministry.

In May last a military despotism had become the dominant power in Egypt; and 
this state of things being destructive of the national prosperity, and antagonistic to the 
fulfilment of international engagements, as well as menacing to the safety of foreigners, 
the British and French Governments determined to send a combined fleet to Alexandria; 
and in a Circular to their Representatives at the Courts of the Great Powers they 
explained and defined the reasons and objects of that measure. Arabi Pasha, as 
Minister for War, had been warned by the British and French Agents that if order 
should be disturbed he would he held personally responsible. On the 14th May he stated, 
in reply to this warning, that he would guarantee public order and the safety of the 
Khedive so long as he remained Minister, hut that in the event of an Anglo-French 
squadron arriving he could not give such guarantee; but on the 10th both lie and the 
President of the Council gave assurances to Her Majesty’s Agent of the maintenance of 
public tranquillity on the arrival of the combined squadrons. 

On the approach of the fleets, however, Arabi Pasha, against the orders of the 
Khedive, commenced military preparations. 

On the 23th May the British and French Agents presented a joint note to the 
President of the Council, formally advising the dismissal of the Ministry and the exile 
of Arabi Pasha and the military leaders of his party. The Khedive having assented to 
the course proposed, the Ministry resigned ; hut on the 27th the officers of the regiments 
and of the police force stationed at Alexandria telegraphed to the Khedive that they 
would not accept the resignation of Arabi Pasha. Violent discussions ensued, and the 
Khedive was compelled to yield to the threats of Arabi Pasha, and to reinstate him as 
Minister of War. Arabi Pasha was sole Minister of the Khedive from that date until 
the formation of Ragheb Pasha’s Ministry on the Ifith June. Upon his reinstatement he 
continued his military preparations, and the military leaders of bis party, who had 
sedulously fostered a fanatical feeling against foreigners, had recourse to the following 
expedient;— 

They circulated among the soldiers and officers of the army a false account of the 
purport and terms of the joint note of the British and French Agents of the 25th May, 
perverting it in a manner calculated to excite the greatest resentment and exasperation 
against Europeans. 

The proceedings of Arabi Pasha as Minister of War, and of the military officers 
under bis command, were therefore such as could hardly fail to bring about the catastrophe 
which shortly afterwards occurred at Alexandria on the 11th June ; and though it may 
he difficult to prove that the outrages committed on that day against foreigners were 
secretly prompted by them, it is difficult to lesist the inference to be drawn from the 
surrounding circumstances that such was the case. 

On the 28th May Her Majesty’s Consul at Alexandria telegraphed as follows:— 

“All quiet here. Local authorities assure me no disorder to be apprehended. 
Troops have received reply from Cairo, in consequence of which they have engaged to 
remain quiet at present.” 

Nevertheless, such was the apprehension of a fanatical outbreak against foreigners, 
that the Swedish Consul-General, according to a telegram of Sir E. Mulct to 
Mr. Cookson of the 11th June, had come from Alexandria to Cairo for the purpose of 
submitting to a meeting of the Representatives of the Great Powers a plan for a common 
defence of Europeans at Alexandria. 

It was at 3 o’clock in the afternoon of that day (the 11th June) that the outbreak 
took place, in which Her Majesty’s Consul was seriously injured, and many British 
subjects and Europeans were killed or wounded by the Arab mob, and European bouses 
and shops were plundered. There is evidence to show that the riot was preinedit tied, 
and that the authorities must have had previous knowledge of the intended onslaught on 
foreigners. Notwithstanding the large military force at Arabi Pasha’s command, no 
proper and timely measures were taken for the immediate suppression of the threatened 
outbreak. The consequence was that no soldiers appeared on the scene until 7 o’clock in 
the evening, when the mischief had been done. 

During the whole afternoon the foreigners had been abandoned to the fury of the 
mol), for the police force (whose officers, it should he remembered, had joined in the 
telegram to the Khedive of the 27th May demanding the restoration of Arabi Bey 
to power) displayed the most scrandalous disregard of their duty, and did not interfere to 
protect the Europeans. 

I am to inclose a despatch from Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Alexandria, con¬ 
taining liis Report of the riot, and a printed Memorandum containing various accounts of 
it from other eye-witnesses. 

Instructions have been sent by telegram to the Governor of Malta and Her Majesty's 
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High Commissioner for Cyprus to collect all the evidence on the subject which can be 
obtained from the foreign residents of Alexandria who have sought refuge in those 
islands. 


Lord Granville is unable to concur in the view expressed by M. de Freycinet on the 
12th June, that the events of the previous day arose out a mere local riot, and agrees 
with Lord Lyons in the opinion that nothing of the kind would have occurred hut for the 
military revolt and the animosity excited by its leaders against the foreign community. 

The inclosed despatch from Sir H. Elliot (No. 310) shows the length of time during 
which disorder was allowed to prevail unchecked. 

The Parliamentary Papers, and the evidence already collected, appear to establish 
the following conclusions of fact:— 

1. That an attempt was made by Arabi Pasha, first as a military ofiicer, and sub¬ 
sequently as a Minister of State, with the assistance of certain military leaders, to subvert 
the Constitution and the institutions of the country as established by international 
compact with the Sultan of Turkey and the Khedives of Egypt. 

2. That Arabi Pasha, in his capacity of Minister of State, and through the instru¬ 
mentality of the military leaders of his party, being all Government officials, succeeded, 
by disseminating false reports, and by other means, in exciting and fostering among the 
army and among the people a fanatical hatred of foreigners. 

3. That Arabi Pasha, though warned that he would be held responsible, as a 
Minister of State, for a breach of the public tranquillity consequent on his revolutionary 
proceedings and the inflammatory utterances of his party, altogether failed to take 
proper measures for the immediate suppression of the threatened outbreak and the pro¬ 
tection of the lives and property of foreigners, though he had ample means at his 
command for doing so. 

4. That the police force of Alexandria was not only an insufficient protection for 
foreigners under the circumstances, but, being animated by feelings of hatred to the 
foreigner, excited among them by the machinations of Arabi Pasha and his party, and 
having joined in the demand on the Khedive for the restoration of Arabi Pasha to power, 
refused to do their duty on the occasion of the outbreak, and made no attempt to protect 
foreigners against the violence of the mob. 

V). No complaint can be made against Tewfik Pasha of any connivance in the anti- 
foreign movement which led to the outbreak; hut his authority as Chief of the State was 
completely paralyzed, and was merely nominal, the real government ot the country having 
passed into the hands of Arabi Pasha, whose acts as a public Minister of Stale lie was 
unable to control. 

As regards the doctrine of international law applicable to claims of indemnity for 
losses and injuries sustained by foreigners in times of civil war, tumult, and revolt, L am 
to draw attention to the observations at pp. , vol. i, ot Calvo’s “ International 

Law;” and I am to inclose a Memorandum by Sir E. TIertslet on the case of flic murder 
of the French and German Consuls at Salonica in 1870, and various Reports ot the Law 


Officers of the Crown on claims arising out of revolutionary outbreaks. 

Lord Granville desires to be favoured with your opinion whether, in view ot the 
particular facts of the present case, Her Majesty’s Government are entitled, consistently 
with the principles of international law, to demand of the Egyptian Government compen¬ 
sation for the losses and injuries sustained by British subjects by the recent events in 
Egypt, and especially for the outrages committed on Her Majesty’s Consul; and, if so, 
whether the liability of the Egyptian Government is limited to an indemnity for the 
injuries and losses directly occasioned to British subjects by the outbreak ot the 
11th June, or extends to indirect losses occasioned by the panic created by the revolu¬ 
tionary action of Arabi Pasha, resulting in the flight of British subjects, the abandonment 
of their property, and the ruin of their trade.

M. MANCINI having, in the course of my interview with him yesterday afternoon, 
inlormcd me that he had as yet not received any answer from Berlin as to whether 
the German Government assented or not to the invitation to he addressed to the Porto 
for Turkish intervention in Egypt, and that he was only waiting for it in order to 
authorize Count Corti definitely to sign the note, I again dwelt upon the serious 
consequences to the future welfare of Egypt which every day’s delay was calculated to 
entail. 

Availing myself of what is stated in your Lordship’s despatch No. 211 of the 
{5th instant to Sir E. Thornton, a copy of which is inclosed in your Lordship’s to me 
No. 220, Confidential, of the 7th instant, 1 stated that, according to information 
[1196] 3 F 
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which had readied nor Majesty's Government, it would appear that if order could he 
restored hy the end of August the material prosperity of Egypt would recover in a 
marvellous degree, hut that if the disorders continued during October and November, 
the consequences would he disastrous. 

It was consequently the interest of all the Powers, I said, to lose no more time in 
placing the Porte in the position of deciding whether or not it would agree to intervene, 
iu order that, in case of refusal, other means might immediately be agreed upon for 
giving effect to the decisions of Europe. Until the invitation had been formally 
communicated to the Porte, the Sultan and his Ministers, I said, were of course 
furnished with a plausible excuse for not taking a iiual decision; and thus everything 
was hi ought to a deadlock. 

M. Mancini replied that lie quite admitted the inconveniences of delay, and 
that I might he sure that the very moment he received the answer from .Berlin he 
would send final instructions to Count Corti. lLe was in hopes it might reach him in 
the course of the evening, or at latest to-day, hut Prince Bismarck was at Varzin, and 
Count Ilatzfcldt, though” personally inclined to approve the note, could not take upon 
himself to do so until he had received his Highness’ orders. 

(Confidential.) 

Having told M. Mancini that Tier Majesty’s Ambassador at Vienna had 
been informed hy Count Kalnoky that if the other Governments concurred, the 
Austrian Government would instruct their Ambassador at Constantinople to send in 
the invitation to the Porte as proposed by the Confluence, his Excellency mentioned 
to me confidentially, that Austria had suggested two reserves; tin* first was, that it the 
Porte did not accept the invitation, all the Powers should regain their liberty of action, 
and not he hound by anything which had gone before in regard to this invitation; the 
second, that it should he agreed that, supposing the Porte to refuse to interfere, tlie 
final arrangements for regulating the future status of Egypt, which might he effected 
by other means, should he submitted to the sanction of the Sultan as Sovereign. 

His Excellency stated that he looked upon both conditions as partaking of the 
nature of a matter of course, and consequently superfluous, ami not of a practical 
nature, and I inferred that in consequence of his observations they had been given up. 

ITis Excellency begged that I would consider what he had told me on this subject 
as quite confidential, and that it might not ho repeated.

Have sent for Chdrif Pasha, 
and vs ill summon all loading Pashas, and try to re-establish order in town and neigh¬ 
bourhood. Need of immediate repressive measures in interior urgent to present Arabi 
and army regaining confidence.

Count Kalnoky described himself as having slated that the Austrian Government 
were disposed to consider the bombardment of the forts as an act of self-defence, caused 
by the provocative and menacing attitude of the Egyptian authorities, and as an 
incident which might be without any detrimental influence on the diplomatic situation, 
provided England limited her action to the disarmament of the forts, in accordance 
with her declared intention. 

Count Kalnoky added, that in the absence of any sufficient authority at 
Alexandria, where the orders of the Sultan were ineffective, sufficient reason eculd be 
found to explain and justify action in self-defence, which, under other circumstances, 
would not have been legitimate. The Austrian Government were the more inclined to 
adopt this view, as it seemed the best and most practical mode of settling the matter, 
and coincided with the general desire of the Powers, to endeavour to eil'cct a pacific 
solution of the general question.

YESTERDAY evening the Admiral was prevailed upon to send 150 marines and 
a Gatling into the town. 1 accompanied tho party. The officer in command refused 
to lire on the Arabs, who were plundering in all directions. No opposition was met 
with. There are only a few deserters from Arabi who stayed to plunder, besides the 


small force which protects the Khedive. 

It is impossible to describe the extent of the fire. The shops have all been burst 
open, and their contents scattered [ ? ] in the streets; many Europeans massacred 

in their houses; several now fires began just before we landed; Her Majesty’s 
Consulate still standing, but a fresh tire next door and several others close by it. 

It requires nothing but a little show of energy to stop all this. European 
residents on board ships have oll'ered to land and maintain order, as they have no fear 
of the plunderers, but Admiral, up to dark yesterday, was apprehensive of allowing 
marines to enter the town, and only consented at 0 to scud in a small force, which

Memorandum. 

TAKING facts and figures from Parliamentary Paper No. 4/G “Egypt,” it 
appears that there are in receipt of Egyptian Government pay 1,325 Europeans, or 
persons having European protection, drawing £ E. 370,050 a-year. The Egyptian 
pound is worth 2£ per cent, more than the English, so that the yearly drawing in 
sterling is 388,524/. 

Among the 1,325 persons employed arc 203 persons comprising tho judicial and 
administrative stall* of the Tribunaux de la Reforme. The cost of these is £ E. 03,456. 
It is proposed for the purposes of this Memorandum to throw out this class, because 
it is the subject of a special inquiry at the hands of an International Commission, and 
because the whole of its charges are met by the fees levied on process. Abating the 
figures for the Tribunals, there remain to be considered 1,122 persons, drawing 
£ E. 315,600. 

These again maybe divided into two groups—one comprising the services specially 
created in pursuance of international arrangements—viz., tho Control, the Caisse de la 
Dctte, Railways, Daira Sanieh, State Domains; the second group comprising the 
Civil Service proper— i.e., the employes directly amenable to tho Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment, and belonging to Administrations having no international character. Such Civil 
Service includes SG2 European persons, who draw yearly £E. 210,750. 

Now, as regards these 802, there is nothing whatever to prevent the Egyptian 
Government dismissing everyone of them, bearing the consequence of breach of 
contract in those cases—but they are not many—in which contracts have been made 
for specific duration of service. No doubt a certain amount of pressure has been brought 
to bear at different times to induce the Egyptian Government to employ Europeans 
in particular departments of its own service, but always in the interest of Egypt 
itself; and it is incontestable that extraordinary benefit to that country has resulted. 
It may be that the thing has been overdone to some extent, or that the Egyptians, 
having learned much from their European fellow-workers, may to-day be capable of 
supplanting some of them, and if capable, have a moral right to do so. This question 
might fairly bo examined at a fitting moment; but the inquiry would be confined to 
the Ministry of Finance, where there are 40 employes drawing £ E. 17,200—the 
Cadastre, a service that has been much criticized, where there are 111 employes 
drawing £ E. 20,787 ; the Lighthouse Service, where 35 employes draw £E. 10,230; 
Public Works, where 105 employes draw £ E. 2(5,210; the Customs, where 53 
cmploves draw C E. 10,017; aud the Post Oflice, where 105 employes draw 
£E. 10,509. 

These Services comprise 455 persons, drawing £E. 110,598. As regards the 
407 persons, costing £11.0 4,158, and distributed through the different Ministries, it is 
open to the Egyptian Government to employ them or not, and it is sole judge of the 
salaries to be paid. Presumably, it engages no more than the work to be done requires, 
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and pays no more than it finds necessary to get suitable people. Technically, the 
Government has precisely the same right as regards the six Departments enumerated 
above. It is quite likely that dispassionate inquiry would show that the numbers 
employed and the salaries given in these Offices are alike reasonable. But since the 
question has been raised, and in a hostile spirit by some, the "Departments concerned 
would themselves prefer that such a fair inquiry should he made into their condition 
as would he made if it were a question of reorganizing a great public Department in 
England. Possibly the Board of Control indicated in the last part of this Memorandum 
might undertake the inquiry. Some reduction might perhaps he effected by the 
abolition of work of doubtful utility, and by giving some of the posts now held 
by Europeans to natives who have learned from those Europeans. Still further 
economics might also he effected if international jealousy did not often intrigue 
so as to have an officer doubled by one of the intriguing nationality, for nationality 
sake. 

"Whilst, as has been said above, the Egyptian Government, if it chooses, can 
exercise its undoubted right to keep or to dismiss the whole of the Europeans in its 
Civil Service proper, including the Departments just referred to, it would he a graceful 
and fair thing to take the initiative in proposing an inquiry into those Departments 
in inspect of which, for one reason or another, pressure has been brought to bear to 
induce the Egyptians to employ Europeans in their service. 

But the severest criticism and the bitterest sayings of Egyptians arc reserved for 
those (/nr/si-Egyptian Administrations which are of international obligation. These 
are mixed Administrations, employing natives and strangers. The Europeans in 
them are represented by the following figures:—

Each of these institutions has been created for special reasons, at different 
times, and without reference the one to the other; consequently, each has its 
own hierarchy, its own Board of Management, its independent staff, its self- 
contained administrative machinery. It is likely there is waste of power of the same 
kind, as a result of this independence, and in some cases waste of power, which costs a 
good deal of money. There is some friction also, and rivalry of an expensive kind, 
mainly due to excess of laudable zeal, among employes bent on using other Admini¬ 
strations as foils to set off their own. It is very questionable whether, as these services 
are now constituted, their European employes arc redundant, or unduly remunerated; 
but there should clearly he no doubt upon this head, since every pound needlessly 
spent is so much debt that might he amortized—and if would seem reasonable to take 
advantage of the necessity for reorganization which recent events have brought about 
to go thoroughly into this question, supposing the services to continue hereafter 
distinct as at present. One of these services, however—the Control—is, to all intents 
and purposes, dead, and it is a question whether the process of its resurrection might 
not comprehend a fusion of the Administrations affiliated to it, with great practical 
advantage in the working of all of them, and with great pecuniary gain to the Egyptian 
State. 

The Councils of Management of these five Administrations include two Europeans 
for the Controle General, four for the Caisse de la Dette, and two with an Egyptian 
colleague for each of the other three. These Controllers and Commissioners, 
European and Egyptian, cost Egvpt 35,500/. a-year, in salaries ranging from 1,500/. 
to 4,000/. 

There is a belief in the minds of some people that the amount of salary given 
to European officials in Egypt is excessive, even to the extent of constituting a 
grievance on the part of the Egyptians. I have never found among such critics 
one who was acquainted with tire facts he animadverted upon, or who on being 
pressed could do more than repeat a cry taken up from somebody else. It is 
quite possible the critics may be right, if only their standard of comparison could 
be known. There is, probably, no public employment of trust anywhere for which 
numberless candidates could not be found at half the remuneration actually assigned, 
if knowledge, experience, and character be considered as matters of minor importance. 
Eor aught I know to the contrary, the needs of honourable men with knowledge and 
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experience may as a class be so great that it may he possible to get a man who now- 
serves for 2,500/. to take 2,000/. for his labour. Whether his independence would he 
greater also is a question; while it can be asserted with propriety that, with scarcely 
an exception, comparison made of pay given in Egypt and in England for work of 
cognate character would be found not to compensate for the heavy additional necessary 
charges incurred by the European worker in Egypt, nor for the risks and personal 
inconveniences he suffers. 

Put, in my judgment, a larger and a more important question is whether there are 
not more of the highly paid class than arc necessary for doing the work to be done. 
Bearing in mind the facts pointed out above as to the origin at different epochs of the 
several services having an international character, my oavh opinion is in the affirmative, 
and that, by reconstruction, on the welding principle, of the administrative Departments 
of the Control, Railways, Da'ira, Caisse and State Domaines, a considerable economy 
might be made, at the same time that additional ease might be given to the movement 
of the administrative machinery itself. 

The suggestion which presents itself to my mind is to substitute a Board of Control 
for tbe existing Councils of the five Administrations specified. The two Presidents of 
this Council might replace under this new form, and with these new titles, the present 
Controllers-Ceneral, might have practically the same right of sitting at the Council of 
Ministers, and he given a right to vote there when financial questions were before the 
Council. While they would gather a force now wholly wanting to them, by having at 
their back the advice and authority of the members of their Council, they would 
also be able to control as they have, not been able to do hitherto the various services 
these members would thenceforth manage by means of Committees. Eight ordinary 
members in addition to the two Presidents would, I believe, be enough to secure the 
proper administration of the services affected to the public debts, including the Caisse 
of the debt. Assistant Commissioners might he appointed, if necessary, for adminis¬ 
trative duties only. The eight ordinary members, or Controllers, might comprise five 
Europeans and three Egyptians, while, on the reciprocity principle, and to give 
the Egyptians a greater interest in the Control, the Minister of .Finance might 
ex officio he Hon. President of the Board, with right to sit hut not to vote. Ilis 
advice and his help might he useful in many circumstances, and his presence afford a 
ready means of officieuse communication with the Government, whilst no wrong 
could be done him by refusing him a A'ote, seeing that he could give that vote at the 
Council of Ministers in the event of a Board of Control question coming before it. 

As regards the administrative services, I believe greater facilities would be 
afforded for their work, which now interlocks at many points. Practically the same 
men, or set of men, would occupy themselves constantly with the same sen ice. whilst 
there would he a larger number to draw upon than at present, in the event of absence 
through sickness, leave, or other causes. 

Such an organization would have the greater force and utility should it he found 
practicable to convert the whole of the Egyptian debts into two simple classes, 
general and preferred, the latter category to include, on terms, all the debts for which 
special specific pledges have been assigned. 

The nationality of the two Presidents would he as at present for the Controllcrs- 
Gcneral, viz., English and French. The nationality of the five European ordinary 
members would probably be best decided by adhering as nearly as possible to existing 
arrangements, and by naming an Englishman, a Frenchman, an Austrian, and an 
Italian. The fifth seat might, with a view to conciliation and to avoid jealousies, he 
given to a German. That nation is not represented on any of the Administrative 
Boards at present existing, although a German was admitted as a member of the 
Council of Liquidation. The suggested arrangement would reduce the number of 
highly paid officials from fifteen to ten, and save about 14,000/. a-year. 

in the event of these suggestions being rejected in principle, and of it being 
decided to continue existing Administrations on the separate plan as at present, it is 
strongly urged that the question should be looked into of assigning particular' 
services exclusively to one nationality, e.ij., the railways to one, the Da'ira to another, 
and so on. Experience and probabilities in the future both point this way. 

The analysis of facts and figures and the foregoing suggestions are put 
forward not so much with a view to insisting on particular arrangements as to secure 
a ventilation of the subject, and to throw light on a matter about which there is & 
great deal of misconception in the public mind.

AFTER the reports I have already made to your Lordship in my despatch 
No. 256 A of the 8th instant, respecting the tone of the Italian press in speaking of 
the supposed impending intervention of England and France in Egypt, it will certainly 
not ho a matter of surprise to your Lordship to hear that the language of the same 
papers, especially the “Eiritto” and “ Hi forma ” has, now that the bombardment has 
taken place, redoubled in indignation and virulence against the policy of Her Majesty’s 
Government. 

The “Eiritto” of last evening began an article in the tragic style of “The 
cannon while we write is thundering at Alexandria.” It proceeds "then to afford its 
readers the interesting intelligence that, though it is known where the first shot is 
fired, no one can say where the sound of the last may he heard; and the consolation 
that it knows the Turkish fleet is on its way to Egypt, though whether for the 
purpose of blowing the English fleet out of the water or for suppressing the rebel 
Arabi and his crew is left to the conjectures of its readers. 

I need not trouble your Lordship wifh many further details of this article. It is, 
of course, an admitted fact that the bombardment will lead to a landing, the landing 
to a collective occupation or to a general conflagration, though the “ Eiritto ” docs 
not wish for either. It is also, of course, unquestionable that the act of the British 
fleet is directed against the development of the Egyptian national movement. “ Our 
flag,” it concludes by saying, “is that of independence and respect of naiionalifies; for 
that we cannot and will not deny to the Egyptians those rights which we ourselves 
now twenty years ago invoked, and, free as we arc in our judgment, avc unite our voice 
with those who render homage to the courage and firmness of that people to whom 
humanity and history are indebted for two great civilizations.” 

Between the lines of these fine phrases, however, it is not difficult to perceive a 
tinge of other feelings which not unfrequently characterize the writings in the Italian 
press, upon occasions when there may be a possibility of Italy not being called upon 
to play a part in (he affairs of Europe commensurate with her pretensions. 

In contrast with the above, I cannot refrain from bringing under your Lordship’s 
notice a short article from the “Italic,” a paper which is generally most hostile to 
British policy, but which in the present instance, under the title of “ Une Politique 
pratique,” expresses, in a few pungent sentences, its entire approbation of the course 
which has been pursued in reference to the forts of Alexandria.

Aboukir, and the forts along the coast, are still garrisoned and manned, lhe 
rest of tin* country is believed to be in utter disorder and conlusion, and disturbances 
are apprehended in the interior, but the difficulty of obtaining information is very 
"roat. It is hoped that by degrees all persons of influence will rally round the 
Khedive, and desertion from Arabi’s army Mill be thereby promoted. Rut there is no 
possibility of the restoration of order until a sufficient number of troops have entered 
the country ; in the interval there is even a danger of an attempt on the part of Arabi 


to re-enter Alexandria. It seems to me unquestionable that the promptest action is 
necessary at this juncture.

He begged me to make it quite clear to your Lordship that in order to obtain 
the sanction of the Prench Chambers to any active measures in Egypt, it would be 
essential for him to be able to show them that at the least lie had brought the matter 
before the Conference at the earliest possible moment. 

lie desired me to add that he was very desirous that the two Governments should 
carry into effect without any delay his plan, which was to move the Conference to 
depute England and Franco, at once and prospectively, to watch over the Canal, 
leaving it to them to decide for themselves, without further reference to the Con- 
fcrence, both the moment at which active measures should be taken and what the 
measures should be. 

The Chambers were, his Excellency said, too much alive to tho danger of France 
being left without friends on the continent of Europe to be willing to sanction 
the adoption by the Government of measures which had not been brought before the 
Conference. 

Ho added that, as soon as he had settled matters with the Chambers, lie should be 
quite willing that details as to the part to be taken by each of the two Powers should 
be arranged by competent Prench and English officers.

I 
said that I had no right to press Prince Bismarck for any opinion, but that I thought 
it very important that whatever was done should ho executed with the general assent 
of the Great Powers, and I knew so well the great influence which the Chancellor 
exercised on their decisions that I could not help feeling that it would be of great use 
if I knew Ilis Highness’ views as to the best method of encouraging the Porte to 
action, and of dealing both with the general Egyptian question and with that of the 
safety of the Suez Canal. Her Majesty’s Government must, of course, retain their 
liberty of action; but the knowledge of what Prince Bismarck thought practicable and 
desirable would be a most useful guide, and might not improbably prevent some 
unnecessary mistakes. 

Count Munster gave me this morning a message from Prince Bismarck, thanking 
me for this mark of confidence. 

The Chancellor added that it would bo impossible to answer my inquiry by 
telegraph, and that even if he had been well enough, and in the midst of affairs, it 
would be a great responsibility for Germany to undertake to give any advice.

M. MANCINI, whom I saw yesterday afternoon, informed mo that the Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador had called upon him in the morning, and had told him that 
your Lordship had expressed to Count Kalnoky the opinion that it would, perhaps, be 
better to leave the question of the measures to lie taken for the safety of the 
Suez Canal, in the event of danger to it becoming evident, to be settled by the 
Conference. 

His Excellency stated that Count Ludolf had been instructed by Count Kalnoky 
to ascertain the views of the Italian Government upon this subject, but that he 
(M. Mancini) had refrained from giving any answer whatever either upon the question 
of form or as to the measures themselves, wishing, before expressing any opinion of 
his own, to hear that of ncr Majesty’s Government upon both points. 

M. Mancini added that it was quite indifferent to him whether the subject is 
treated by the Conference or between the PoAvers.

RESCniD BEY came to me this afternoon to tell mo that the Sultan is well 
satisfied with your Lordship’s reply to his last query, as contained in your telegram 
No. 311, and has been so impressed by my recent representations, especially to my 
reference to an independent Egypt, that he is on the point of sending a Commissioner 
to the Conference; and Rescind Bey has no doubt will in a few days make up his 
mind to send the troops required. 

Although the foregoing assurance is satifactory, it must always be remembered 
that, as I have already notified to your Lordship in my telegram No. 179, that Rescind 
Bey is a young man, a mero dependonl upon the Sultan, and derives his only impor¬ 
tance from his personal relations Avith His Majesty. Although he is generally con¬ 
sidered honest and intelligent, and has probably conveyed Avhat he was told to say with 
sufficient accuracy, any communication lie may mako cannot be regarded in the same 
serious light as though it had been transmitted to me by a responsible Minister, 
inasmuch as His Majesty would not hesitate to disavoAV him should ho chango his 
mind. This he Avould scarcely be ablo to do if the intermediary Avere a Secretary of 
State, and not a mero personal dependent.

I HAVE already had the honour of sending your Lordship a telegraphic transla¬ 
tion of the terms in which the Conference has agreed that the invitation to the Porte 
with reference to Turkish intervention in Egypt should be couched, at the same time 
that I asked Lord Lyons to forward a copy of the French text which M. dc Noailles 
telegraphed from hence the same night. 

I now beg to inclose our own copy of that text, and, in forwarding it to your 
Lordship, I would desire to express my sense of the loyal support and assistance I have 
received from my French colleague during the latter sittings of the Conference. 

The original draft of the document was drawn up by the French Ambassador in 
consultation with myself. At the last two sittings it was carefully gone through, 
paragraph by paragraph, and phrase by phrase. In its original shape there were one 
or two expressions which were strongly objected to by the Austrian Ambassador 
as being calculated to wound the susceptibilities of the Sultan. As this opinion 
seemed to be shared by some other of our colleagues, it was thought advisable to 
modify them in such a way as to deprive them of all harshness without surrendering 
the principles they Avere intended to assert, or the ends avc desired to secure. 

For instance, in the original draft the troops Avere placed “under the authority” 
of the Khedive. In the amended copy it Avas noted that “ the Commanders of the 
Turkish troops should act in concert Avith ” the Khedive, as it Avas argued that the 
Sultan Avould never consent to place his troops under the immediate command of the 
Khedive, unless, indeed, in the manner I had suggested, viz., by a person in whom he 
had confidence being nominated Minister of "War. 

M. do Noailles, Avith the vieAV of saving time, had so ingeniously Avordcd the last 
paragraph as to invest the document, had it been accepted by the Forte, Avith the 
binding force of a Convention. Some of our colleagues, however, thought it Avould be 
better that we should specifically provide for an ulterior agreement upon the points 
enumerated. 

As the Austrian Ambassador throughout our discussion has exhibited a great 
solicitude to render our invitation to the Forte as friendly and as acceptable as possible, 
it may fairly be presumed that his cordial acquiescence in the terms of the document 
which avc had obtained by the alterations avc agreed to at his instance is a sufficient 
proof that our proposal cannot be rejected either on the grounds that the conditions it 
imposes are too stringent, or that they have been conveyed in discourteous terms. 

Our task Avas a very difficult one, for, on the one hand, both tho French Ambas¬ 
sador and I Avero determined, in accordance Avith the well-knoAvn desires of our 
Governments, not to allow the Turkish expedition to be converted into an occasion for 
the infringement of any of the privileges or exceptional rights of Egypt. On the other 
hand, being aware of the great aversion of the Sultan to the step avc Avere anxious ho 
should take, it Avas desirable to frame our invitation in such a Avay as that neither its 
contents nor its form should prove an excuse for his refusal. Moreover, avc considered 


it a matter of the highest importance that the projected note should be referred to our 
respective Governments not as being merely recommended by a majority, but as having 
secured the unanimous consent of all the members of the Conference. This, I am 
happy to say, has been done, and having already brought to your Lordship’s notice the 
assistance I have received from M. dc Noailles, I would also desire to mark my sense 
of the friendly anxiety manifested by my other colleagues to meet your Lordship’s 
views as far as their sense of duty permitted.

1 HAVE already informed your Lordship by telegram that the German Charge 
d’Affaires told me that Rescind Rey, the Sultan’s Private Secretary, came to him at 
midnight on the 6th July to inform him that nis Majesty had again changed his mind 
about joining the Conference. M. do llirschfeld further added that Rescind Rey seemed 
very Ioav, and talked of retiring into private life, he Avas so disheartened at the Avay in 
which things Avere going at the Palace. 

I have reason to think that this sudden change in the mind of the Sultan, Avho,as 
Rescind Rey had informed me only a day or two before, had been disposed to enter 
the Conference and eventually to send troops to Egypt, is OAving to the influence of 
Earon de Ring, Avhom His Majesty had seen on the morning of the day of Rescind 
Roy’s visit to the German Charge d’Affaires. Earon de Ring’s sympathy Avith the 
party Avhicli at present controls Egypt is Avell lcnoAvn to your Lordship; and it is 
possible that, in spite of M. de Noailles’ Avarning that Earon dc Ring Avas not entitled 
to address him on the part of the French Government, either officially or officiously, 
that His Majesty, not unnaturally, concluded that any advice lie might receh r e from 
Baron de Ring could not be out of harmony Avith the Avishos of the French Govern¬ 
ment. I cannot, therefore, but consider Earon dc Ring’s A'isit as most inopportune 
and unfortunate.

Having conveyed to His Majesty, through Rescind Ecy, an intimation to this 
effect, I thought it advisable that in addressing an invitation to the Sultan to send 
troops to Egypt, the phrase relating to the development of Egyptian institutions 
should be framed in accordance with the intimation I had given.

My Lord, Therapia, July 11, 1882. 

I nAVE already informed your Lordship, by telegraph, that late on Saturday 
night the Minister for Eoreign Affairs called upon me at Therapia in order to intreat 
me to move your Lordship, from considerations of humanity, not to permit Admiral 
Seymour to precipitate hostilities at Alexandria. 

I replied that the issue of tho event was entirely in the hands of the Military 
authorities in Egypt; that we had not the slightest desire or intention of firing a 
gun, provided only they would discontinue their hostilo preparations ; but that if, in 
spite of the most earnest warnings upon our part, and in the teeth of the most 
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solemn assurances upon theirs that they were doing nothing of the kind, they still 
persisted in raising batteries and placing guns in position, the responsibility for what 
might follow would rest entirely at their door. 

_ His Excellency then referred to a telegram from the Khedive in which it was 
denied that any new guns had been mounted upon the batteries, for the simple reason 
that they had none at their disposal. I informed his Excellency that our information 
upon the subject entirely contradicted this statement and was most precise and 
explicit. 

Said Pasha then observed that there might be amongst those controlling the 
march of events in Egypt inconsiderate and hasty-minded men, who would bo capable 
of rash acts. To this I replied that such being the case, it A\as only the more to be 
regretted that the Sultan had not sent his troops thither to keep them in order. 

I then recounted to his Excellency in full detail Avhathad passed between Reschid 
Bey and myself during the last fcAV days, explaining to him the vain expectations 
which His Majesty had raised in regard to his Avillingncss to act in the manner avc had 
recommended, and that under these circumstances it ivas useless any longer to alloAV 
our oavii conduct to be influenced by the hope that the Sultan would folloAV a consistent 
course, or act in accordance until the confidential assurances he had gh'cn. Still, I 
added, if even uoav you feci you are in a position, as Secretary of State for Eoreign 
Affairs, to promise me in your official capacity that tho Sultan will at once enter tho 
Conference for the purpose of consulting Avitli tho Representatives of Europe for the 
dispatch Avitliin a Avcek of a corps d’armeo to Egypt, it is possible, though of course I 
can only express my personal opinion, that the "English Government may delay for a 
little longer the action of their Admiral. 

Although evidently anxious to comply Avith my request, his Excellency, after 
some hesitation, said that although deliberations upon the situation Avero at that 
moment being held at the Palace, he did not dare to give mo the assuranco I 
demanded. “ But,” lie added, “ something evidently must be done, since Arabi Pasha 
has taken the bit in his teeth.” 

I replied that under these circumstances lie could not expect that avc should 
abstain from doing Avhatevcr was necessary to prevent the safety of our fleets in the 
harbour of Alexandria from being endangered. We could not, under the present 
circumstances, retire them, and if day after day fresh batteries Avere raised, and the 
conA'crging fire of iicav guns wero being prepared, their position Avould soon become 
untenable. Such a result, at all hazards, would have to be prevented.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 5G2 A of tho 4th instant, I have now learnt 
from M. dc llirschfcldt fliat, at the same time that Reschid Bey was convoying the 
Sultan’s messages to mo in regard to His Majesty’s intention to enter the Conference 
and cA'entually to send troops to Egypt, he Avas holding pretty much the same 
language to tho German Representative. Indeed, he actually stated to him that 
a Turkish Commissioner Avould join the Conference the next day but one. 

M. de Hirsclifeldt informs me confidentially that ho attributes the Sultan’s sudden 
change of purpose to tho fact of Baron de Ring having intimated to His Majesty that 
Erancc Avould desire to see a compromise effected betAvccn the Sultan and Arabi Pasha’s 
party, and of his having further suggested that it Avould be desirable to make an 
appeal to Prince Bismarck to interpose his good offices and effect a settlement on this 
basis. 

M. de Hirsclifeldt founds his belief on statements made to the above effect by 
Reschid Bey. 

Last night, his Excellency Saul Pasha gave me unofficially a similar version of 
Avliat had passed between Baron de Ring and the Sultan. 

This morning I called upon M. de Noailles for the purpose of acquainting him 
Avith wliat 1 had learned, apparently upon excellent authority, as to the nature of 
Baron do Ring’s communications, and I asked him Avliether tho report avus correct. 
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M. do No a files authorized me to deny it. lie again gave me to understand that Baron 
dc Bing liad gone to tlic Sultan without his knowledge or connivance, and that all 
that he (Baron de Bing) had done, had been to inform the Sultan, when Jlis Majesty 
told him he intended to send a Commissioner to the Conference, on condition that 
there should be no reference to the employment of force, that it was out of the question 
that he should hamper his Representative by such a reservation. “The fact is,” con¬ 
tinued M. de Noaillcs, “the Sultan labours under hallucinations and dreams of things 
being said to hi m which are never mentioned. In his perplexity, he catches hold of 
the first comer and will listen to him.” 

On this I ventured to observe that I thought that, considering Baron dc Bing’s 
known opinions and antecedents, his visit to Constantinople had been very ill-timed. 
M. de Noaillcs assured me in reply that it was quite out of the question that liis 
Government should have any other policy than that which lie represented, and to 
which it had committed itself by the approval he had received to our proposed identic 
note. Every despatch he received from Paris was consistent with his original 
instructions. 

The only conclusion to he drawn from the foregoing conflicting statements of 
Rescind Bey, Said Pasha, and the French. Ambassador is, that Baron de Ring must 
have failed to acquaint M. de Noaillcs of all that passed between himself and the 
Sultan.

M. MANCINI informed me, in an interview T liad with him yesterday afternoon, 
that tlic Commander of the Italian frigate “Garibaldi,” which was on its way from 
the Bed Sea to Italy, being in urgent need of repairs, had telegraphed that he had been 
warned at Suez not to enter the Canal, and bad asked for instructions, adding at the 
same time that he was inclined to run the risk of doing so. The answer, his Excel¬ 
lency added, which had been given to the Captain, was that he was to use his own 
discretion. - 

M. Maneini then referred to having seen in tlic public telegrams tliat an order 
had been issued by the British Admiral that no merchant-ships were to be allowed to 
pass the Canal, and his Excellency asked me whether I was aware that such an order 
had been issued. I said I had no official knowledge on the subject, and that I felt 
sure if such an order had been issued by the British Admiral information of it would 
have been given to other Governments by Iler Majesty’s Government. All that I 
knew was what I had seen in the papers, first, that the Admiral had given instructions 
to prevent the entry of any merchant-vessels into the Canal, even the steamer with the 
Indian mail, and then that his intimation had been addressed to British ships only, 
not in the way of an order, but only as a warning that if they entered they must do so 
at their own risk and peril, and, 1 added, I thought the latter version the most likely 
of the two. 

M. Maneini agreed in this opinion, and then informed me that the agent of the 
Rubattino Company had either come or Avritten (1 am not quite sure which) to him 
stating that the Company would hold the Government responsible for the interruption 
of their traffic through the Canal; and that his reply had been that the Government 
declined any responsibility in the matter; that they in noway interfered to prevent the 
Company sending their ships through the Canal if they thought proper; and that, as 
fawns the Government were concerned, they were quite at liberty to do so at their 
own risk and peril.

I TOOK an opportunity of mentioning to M. Maneini yesterday that Count 
lvalnoky had not shown the same reserve as himself in reference to the action of the 
British Admiral against the forts of Alexandria; tliat, on the contrary, he had 
unhesitatingly stated that he thought Her Majesty’s Government perfectly right, that 
it was impossible to allow the threatening preparations to be carried on without inter¬ 
ference, and that the action of the fleet was perfectly legitimate. 

M. Maneini replied that he was not aware of the sentiments of the Austrian 
Cabinet on this subject; that he had not been called upon by me to pronounce any 
opinion, and that ho had therefore thought it better to say nothing. He could tell 
me, however, that the reports in some of the papers, to the effect that ho had desired 
General Menabrca to protest against the isolated action of England, were entirely 
■without foundation. 

I took this occasion to observe that, apart from the justification for the bombard¬ 
ment, 1 thought every Government and every country ought to be grateful to Her 
Majesty’s Government for having taken measures which woidd probably re-establish 
European prestige in the East upon its former footing; for Avlicrcas before the 
bombardment no European was safe from insult or assault in the streets of Alexandria 
and Cairo, the chances were that now they would be treated with the same respect they 
had bet'n formerly. I was sorry, I said, to see the tune of the Italian press in reference 
to the action of England. 

M. Maneini replied that he had nothing whatever to do with any newspaper, and 
there was no newspaper which was the organ of the Government; that as far as ho 
personally and the Government were concerned, 1 was perfectly aware of their sincere 
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desire for tlie most cordial and friendly relations with England, and consequently, I 
might he sure that they put the most favourable and friendly construction upon every 
act of the British Government,—I might confidently rely, lie said, upon this 
assurance. 

Proceeding to speak upon the chances of the Porte agreeing to accept the 
mandate of the Conference, which he must own he thought very remote, his 
Excellency observed that the Sultan had evidently been all along counting upon dis¬ 
agreement amongst the Powers, especially since the intended bombardment became 
known; but that when His Majesty saw that this act had led to no breach between 
the Powers, and had, indeed, according to what was stated, apparently been 
approved by some, His Majesty might possibly be disposed to reflect again before 
giving a final refusal. 

M. Mancini observed, in conclusion, that he thoroughly relied upon the 
assurances of Her Majesty’s Government as to the limited object for which the forts 
of Alexandria had been attacked, and added that so long as those assurances were 
adhered to, Her Majesty’s Government might depend upon the Italian Government 
continuing to contribute in the most friendly spirit towards the realization of the 
programme for which the Conference had been assembled.

I HAVE informed your Lordship that Count Ivalnoky entirely disapproved of 
the proposals contained in the Russian Circular of the 30th ultimo. 

His Excellency said that this despatch purported to be an answer to one which 
he had himself sent to the different Courts, inviting a general exchange of ideas as a 
guide to the instructions that it might be advisable to give to the Representatives at 
the Conference, and he had no expectation of provoking the suggestion of such au 
extended programme, which, by the way, was sent out the very next morning after his 
own despatch had been received. 

His own impression had been that an exchange of ideas between the Cabinets 
before the assembling of the Conference was desirable, with a vicAV to arriving 
rapidly at the decision to be come to to meet the immediate emergency, but lie had 
no intention of suggesting anything further. 

The Russian Circular began by stating that every solution of the Egyptian 
difficulty should proceed from the European concert, and that the object should be as 
far as possiblo to re-establish and consolidate the status quo, but almost every subsequent 
line pointed to innovations upon the status quo, of which it would leave very little 
remaining. . 

The authority of the Sultan over Egypt, whatever that might be, would be 
entirely superseded and rendered subordinate to an European concert, to be represented, 
ho supposed, by a Conference sitting en permanence, as the Sultan would not, as 
formerly, bo ablo to issue a Firman concerning Egypt without first obtaining the 
sanction of the Powers. 
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Then came the question of the Anglo-French Control, which was a part, and 
a very material part, of the status quo, and this also was to be entirely changed. 

Count Kalnoky did not mean to say that there might not perhaps be something to 
allege against the Control as at present constituted, or against the length to which the 
Controllers had carried their attributions, but this did not seem to him to be a matter 
with which the Conference had now to deal.

TWO days ago I communicated to Count Kalnoky your Lordship’s telegram, 
requesting him to be prepared with an opinion in caso of a question connected with 
the Suez Canal suddenly arising. 

I have just had some conversation on the subject with his Excellency, who said 
that he sincerely hoped that the question would not arise, as he believed that it would 
prove very difficult to arrive at a unanimous agreement upon it. In some quarters 
there appeared to be a wish to have tho neutralization of the Canal formally estab¬ 
lished, but this would perhaps not suit others; and as for himself, he was not prepared. 
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and, indeed, yonr Lordsliip had not asked him at present, to express any opinion 
npon it. 

I said that I could not either have discussed the question, hut I thought I could 
take upon myself to say that, if it was proposed to neutralize the Canal as a territory 
was sometimes neutralized, it would not suit Her Majesty’s Government. 

The Canal must remain open for the passage of our ships and troops, whether we 
were at peace or at war with some other State. 

Count Kalnolcy said that he understood me to mean that, instead of being strictly 
neutralized, the Canal should he declared perpetually open for all under every circum¬ 
stance and contingency, and I replied that this was certainly my own private view of 
the matter, though it was nothing more.

My Lord, Mount Troodos, July 1, 1882. 

REFERRING to your Lordship’s telegram of the 27th ultimo and to my reply 
of the 29th ultimo on the subject of refugees from Egypt, I havo tho honour to report 
that the first shiploads of refugees arrived more than a fortnight ago, in vessels gene¬ 
rally unprovided with bills of health. 

I gave orders that each vessel should bo inspected immediately on arrival, and if 
no disease existed on board that it should be admitted to pratique without further 
orders, a Report in each ease being made to the Chief Secretary. At tho same time, I 
inquired of the Commissioners of Limassol and Larnaka whether the refugees were 
destitute, and if any assistance were needed for housing them. They both replied that 
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no such necessity existed, as they nearly all had friends in the island. There was, 
however, some difficulty at Larnaka in housing them the first night of their arrival, 
and arrangements were made for their temporary reception in two large monasteries 
there. Mr. Cobham informed me that this worked well, and the monasteries were 
always cleared by the time the next shipload arrived. 

Up to the 28th ultimo over 1,500 refugees had arrived at Limassol, and about 
1,100 at Larnaka, including a large number of women and children. I have since 
heard that at Limassol three houses and three stores had been placed by their 
owners at the disposal of poor refugees, and that these are by no means fully 
occupied yet. 

The Municipality of Limassol have issued bread to those who seemed in need of 
it. The Commissioner of Limassol estimates the number of destitute at about seventy 
or eighty, including women and children. 

I have instructed the Commissioners of Larnaka and Limassol to report to me at 
once where aid is needed, and, meanwhile, to use their discretion in granting temporary 
relief.

M. de Preycinet told me that he felt sure that the Conference would designate 
Drance and England, and he observed that he had good reason to think that the 
amended form of Declaration now proposed by the Drench Government would 
facilitate matters both with the other four Powers and with the Drench Chambers. 

M. do Preycinet proceeded to suggest that if your Lordship agreed to the text 
now proposed, each of the two Governments should send immediately to its Ambassador 
at Constantinople a telegram directing him to concert with his English [or Drench] 
colleague, in order to summon an immediate meeting of the Conference, to make 
the declaration to it, and to insist upon an immediate answer. Each of the two 
Ambassadors should, moreover, be authorized to accept the mandate, on behalf of his 
Government, if the PoAvers designated by the Conference should be Drance and 
England.

not care what the French might think. If only England and Turkey were agreed, all 
the other Powers would acquiesce. He made it a personal request from himself to the 
English Government, which he would urge with the greatest earnestness in his power, 
that they should agree to this proposal. 

I said it would, of course, he my duty to make Her Majesty’s Gover nm ent 
acquainted with His Majesty’s wishes, and I would do so in the exact terms in which 
he had expressed himself. I had reason to feel convinced, however, that both the 
Governments of France and England would be unwilling to abandon Tewfik Pasha. 
They had promised him support. He had acted in accordance with their recom¬ 
mendations, and they had entered into certain engagements with him which could not 
be ignored. Moreover, to alter the law of succession would be to cancel an existing 
Firman and to change the status quo. 

His Majesty replied that such arrangements as those to which I referred could 
not be binding in presence of Tewfik Pasha’s proved incompotcncy, which had been, 
and would continue to be, the ruin of the country, and he again reiterated his 
entreaties that Her Majesty’s Government would acquiesce in his wishes. 

As it was not advisable to continue the discussion, I briefly replied that I feared 
that I could hold out no hope that the English Government would abandon Tewfik. 
I also took an opportunity of warning llcsliid Bey, who acted as interpreter on tlio 
occasion, the settlement of the Egyptian question would pass altogether out of his 
hands.

The amendments appeared to me, from what M. do Ercycinet said when he com¬ 
municated them to me, to have been made very much with a view to the peculiarities 
of tlie French Constitution, and to the supposed mood of the Erencli Chambers. 

Thus the statement in the English text that France and England have the means 
of securing the safety of the Canal, and arc ready to employ them, is struck out, no 
doubt primarily because it might he taken to imply that the means might he employed 
by the French 'Government without the previous sanction of the Chambers. 

M. de Ercycinet thought also that the wording might throw upon France too 
much responsibility if the safety of the Canal should not he secured absolutely, and 
with entire success. 

He conceived that it would he more courteous to the other Governments to leave 
it to the Conference to designate the Powers to he charged with the defence of the 
Canal, and that this was better than assuming on the face of the declaration that 
France and England must he the two chosen, it also, he held, rendered it superfluous 
to speak of accepting the co-operation of Turkey, as it left it, in form, open to the 
Conference to nominate Turkey as well as any other Power. 

At the same time M. dc Ercycinet seemed to feel sure that England and Franco 
would he the only two Powers named, and indeed to he of opinion that no other 
Power, even if it were named, would accept the mandate.

The natives in Alexandria itselt are not 
unlikelv to lend themselves to his intrigues, and the temper of the lower classes 
is looked upon by persons competent of judging as exceedingly unfriendly and 
mischievous. Sir Auckland Colvin is convinced that this state oi feeling' will 
continue as long as no strong measures can he taken, and the Klicdhc himself, looks

THE American Minister showed me to-day a repetition of your telegram No. 28 
to Mr. West, which had been forwarded to him by his Government, nc did not, 
however, feel himself authorized to do more than address me as a private individual 
and a friend. He had lately seen a great deal of the Sultan, and, as he was also a 
friend of my own, lie thought lie might, perhaps, he of some service in removing mis¬ 
apprehensions by having an official conversation with me on the general subject. I told 
him that I fully appreciated his amiable intentions; that I had learnt with great pleasure 
that the Sultan had admitted him so freely to his intimacy, as it would he a great 
advantage to His Majesty to he able to profit by the advice and counsels of an intelli¬ 
gent person like himself, whose independent position would he a guarantee to the 
Sultan’s suspicious nature of his disinterested motives. As far as the Egyptian ques¬ 
tion was concerned, I would speak to him quite freely, as we had nothing to conceal, 
our policy and wishes being quite simple and readily understood. 

From the fact of his speaking to me on behalf of the Sultan, I made no doubt ho 
was acquainted with what had passed between Rescind Bey and myself; it could he 
resumed in two sentences: a query on the part of the Sultan as to what were our 
views and intentions in regard to Egypt, and a reply from me, on helmlf of my 
Government, that all that we desired was the maintenance of His Majesty’s existing 
rights, a good local Government at Cairo, and the safety and freedom of the Canal. 
All these three things being now threatened and endangered by the revolt of the 
Military party in Egypt, we were anxious that the Sultan, as Sovereign, should send 
troops thither to re-establish his authority and restore the status quo. Unfortunately, 
His Majesty absolutely rofused to move; and as the present anarchy, which was 
destructive of so many interests, could not possibly be suffered to continue, it was a 
great pity that the Sultan could not be brought to see in which direction lay his best 
advantage. 

General Wallace observed that he had spent two hours yesterday listening to an 
exposition of the Sultan’s views. His Majesty had been very much shaken by the 
representations I had mado to him, and lie (General Wallace) had every confidence 
that if ho were allowed to interpose his good offices His Majesty might be induced to 
give us all the satisfaction we desired. Such being the case, would I telegraph to 
your Lordship to recommend that the bombardment of Alexandria should be delayed. 

I told him that we had no intention of bombarding Alexandria provided the 
Military authorities desisted from erecting and arming batteries which threatened our 
ships. Tho event was entirely in their own hands. On the other hand, I added, 
although he had been good enough to express his personal opinion that the Sultan was 
ready to give us satisfaction, my previous experience led me to attach less importance 
to such assurances than he himself might he inclined to do. I could not, therefore, 
on the strength of so vague an intimation, forward to your Lordship a recommenda¬ 
tion in the sense he suggested; but I should, of course, have much pleasure in 
telegraphing the substance of what he had said. 
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In conclusion, I warned General Wallace that lie must regard our conversation 
merely as an interchange of personal ideas between two i riends, as I should not feel 
authorized to enter into auy official relations with linn unless specially i^tmcte 
do so by my Government. lie would, however, he rendering a great service to the 
Sultan if he could persuade him to adopt the line of conduct we recommended, and 
which appeared to approve itself to his own undei standing. . . , i* 

I have already, in a previous despatch, explained to your Lordship the ^ao - 
nary impediments which affect diplomatic negotiations at Constantinople. Not, only- 
are the Ministers themselves unauthorized to negotiate, but they daic not even lq e 
to the Sultan the communications made to them by foreign Ambassador. 1 lie Sul , 
communicates with the foreign Representatives, not through his Mm tei:s, but 
through three or four irresponsible young men who however trust’ivoitby^and mtelk- 
gent, have no experience of affairs, or of the principles upon which business ou 0 t to 
be conducted. Moreover, from their dependent position, they are still less villm a 
than the Ministers to transmit to their Master anything that is not calculated to please 
him. Inasmuch, too, as they derive their sole importance lrom tlirar eomeefaon w 
himself, His Majesty does not hesitate to throw them oyer, and to disai on anj tin ^ 
they may have said by his direction which lie may find it inconvenient to aeknowledg . 
This has-been admitted to me by one of themselves, and it is probably from this reason 

that Uiey^aic an P A ^ bassador cn doavours to reach the Sultan by a written message 
through his own Dragoman, no one at the Palace will undertake to deln ei it if 
contains any phrases of a strenuous character. H the Ambassador endeavours to get 
over the difficulty by asking for an audience, which, of course, it is not desirable to do, 
except under the pressure of a very urgent necessity, the Sultan keeps him waiting 
3 one excuse or another for weeks. Under the foregoing circumstances, the 
assistance of the American Minister, in bringing His Majesty ronjul to a — 
able frame of mind, may not prove ineffectual. Gcneial M alhice is a vcq amiaoic 
and sensible man, and very friendly to us. On the other band,I am ahvaic 
that lie altogether over-estimates his powers of persuasion. ^Sultan continos t 
imnrcss every interlocutor with whom lie comes in contact vith the idea ot i 
reasonableness and docility at the very time that lie is perhaps scheming tor some

(Extract.) _ _ Therapia, July 11, 1882. 

I HASTEN to acknowledge the receipt of your Excellency’s telegram of this 
morning’s date, lltli July. I shall have the honour of conveying the substance of your 
communication at once by telegraph to Lord Granville. I must, however, call your Excel¬ 
lency’s attention to an inaccurate expression in your Excellency’s telegram. You allude 
to our interview of “yesterday evening,” I must remind your Excellency that it was 
at 2 o’clock in the middle of the night when you reached my house; that at least 
hall-an-hour passed in conversation before I w r as in a position to acquaint myself with 
your wishes and to transmit them to my Government and inform Admiral Seymour 
with what was passing. To cypher the telegram, which was of necessity a long one, 
took a couple of hours. Three or four hours, or perhaps more, according to circum¬ 
stances, would probably elapse before it could reach Lord Granville’s hands; so that 
Lord Granville would not be in a position to consider it much before 10 o’clock this 
morning, even allowing for the difference ot time. I mention these circumstances in 
order to show that the fault has not been upon our side if events have outrun 
diplomatic action. "When such grave issues arc at stake I would venture to submit 
that it is unwise to run things so fine. 

In face of this attitude of impassibility on the part of the Imperial Government, 
it was impossible for the English Admiral to allow fresh batteries to be erected and 
new guns to be brought into position day after day for an indefinite period, as under 
such circumstances the position of the fleet at Alexandria would have become 
untenable. Much against his will he has been obliged, therefore, to render those 
hostile preparations on the part of the local authorities at Alexandria innocuous. He 
has probably felt less compunction in doing so, as he knew that the works had been 
executed in spite of the expressed wishes of His Highness the Khedive as well as of 
the injunctions of His Imperial Majesty.

My Lord, British Embassy, Pans, July IS, 1SS-. 

ACCOMPANIED by Captain Beaumont, I had an interview with the Minister 
of Marine at 430 p.m. yesterday. I informed the Minister that I was authorized to 
discuss with him the measures to be taken in the case of a joint 1 rench and English 
occupation of the Suez Canal should such a step become necessary to insure free 
traffic in the Canal. I showed tlic Minister the telegraphic instructions to Admiral 
Hoskins empowering that officer to concert with tlic French Admiral at Port Said. I 
added that at present it was the idea of my Government that the operations should bo 
purely naval, that there was no feeling of‘jealousy as to what part France might take 
in the means to insure a free passage for the commerce in the Canal, and I pointed out 
to his Excellency the places in tlie Canal which it would probably be necessary to hold 
with a force landed from the combined fleets, ostensibly Port Said, Lantaia, Ismailia, 
and Suez, and the number of men required for each. I stated generally the naval 
forces at our disposal for the purposes above mentioned, and added that, in the event 
of combined action on the part of the two Powers, it might probably be considered 
desirable that the forces of the two nations should act at separate points, but in 
co-operation with each other. ........ 

His Excellency answered that at 1-30 r.n. on that day ho had authorized Admiral 
Conrad to concert with Admiral Hoskins at Port Said for the protection of tlie Suez 
Canal in case of danger, but not to act without further orders from home. His Excel¬ 
lency explained that these orders meant that the French Admiral was authorized to 
concert measures for the efficient patrol of the Canal by vessels of war, but that lie was 
not authorized to concert on tho basis of landing men, which could not be done 
without the express sanction of Parliament, that Admiral Conrad had been further 
informed that he was at liberty at once (as a precautionary measure) to send an iron¬ 
clad to Isma'ilia and one to Suez. ^ . 

His Excellency said that, for an effectual control of flic Canal, lie quite agreed 
that it would be necessary to occupy the positions I had mentioned, and that ho 
considered the proposed measures for patrolling and defending tho Canal judicious ; 
that the French naval forces would co-operate in every way except as to landing men, 
•which they could not do without tho permission of the Chamber; this lie repeated in a 
tone of regret, several times. . . 

His Excellency said that he would at once endeavour to reinforce the number ol 


small vessels for purposes of patrol and convoy from four to six, and to effect this I 
understood that the “Lynx” would be commissioned, and the “Vipere” relieved in 
Tunis by the “ Hyenc.” The Minister concluded by saying that ho would repeat 
the substance of our conversation to the President of the Council; that there was to be 
a discussion in the Chamber to-day which might settle tlic question, and that I might 
call and see him on Wednesday morning ; that until he had more authority to speak it 
would be useless to discuss tlie necessary details. 

The fact is that, by the interpretation the present French Government put upon 
the Constitution, viz., that no hostile act is to be taken without tlic previous consent 
of Parliament, the Ministers of Marine and War feel that their hands arc completely 
tied. 

Tlic above, my Lord, is the general result of our conversation, but in an interview 
at this stage of nearly an hour many points were touched upon which it is not necessary 
to give in detail. I will, however, sum up with tlic impressions left upon the minds 
of both Captain Beaumont and myself. 

1. That the French would assist at once in an efficient patrol of the Canal. 

2. That they would not land a man from any of the ships. 

3. That they would not reinforce the ships at present under Admiral Conrad’s 
orders, with “ Infanteric dc la Marine ” to form a landing party. 

4. That they would endeavour at once to increase the gun-vessels for patrolling 
purposes at Port Said to six ships. 

5. That the French Admiral had power at once to send an iron-clad to Ismailia 
and Suez. 

I think also from the general tenour ef the Minister’s remarks that, in the event 
of the Chamber consenting to a landing of French forces to occupy certain positions in 
the Suez Canal, they would be troops from Africa, and not seamen, or “ Infanterie de 
la Marine.” 

I ought to add that, when I pressed the Minister as to whether a purely naval 
force of about 3,000 men could not, on an emergency, be landed from the French 
fleet, lie said that, in addition to the 700 men now available in the East, 1,400 might 
he obtained from the Escadro devolutions at present in Tunisian waters. 

1 would respectfully suggest that the contents of this despatch should be commu¬ 
nicated, with as little delay as possible, to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty.

On the 
other hand, there exists a widespread belief that England will be deterred from 
carrying out her plans owing to discord among the Powers. The result of these two 
considerations is to render it difficult for nis Highness to keep his present entourage 
together. 

The Khedive made some further remarks to Sir A. Colvin in the sense of my 
despatch No. 105 of the ISth instant, and confirmed the truth of observations which 
Sir A. Colvin put before your Lordship before consulting His Highness.

Text of Canal Protection Proposal made at the Ninth Meeting of the Egyptian Conference , 

July 19, 1882. 

OUR proposals respecting the restoration of order in Egypt are already before the 
Conference. The security of the Suez Canal, although connected with that subject, is a 
separate question, and is not equally embarrassed by political considerations. Setting 
aside, any question which might arise ns to the possible duty of any of the Powers 
individually if sudden and grave danger should arise, in the absence of any provision for 
united action, Her Majesty’s Government think it desirable that any action to be taken 
should receive the sanction of Europe, and, if possible, of Turkey. 

England and France propose, in consequence, to the Conference, to designate the 
Powers who should be charged in case of need to take the measures specially necessary 
for the protection of the Canal. 

In order to save time, the Powers so designated, and who should have accepted the 
mandate, should be authorized to decide on the mode and the moment of action. 

This action would be exercised in every case on the principle of the Self-denying 
Protocol.

I submitted to Count llatzfcldt text of joint declaration to bo made to the Con¬ 
ference by English and Erench Representatives in connection with the Suez Canal. 
I had previously shown it to the Erench Ambassador, who, I ascertained, had not yet 
received it. Count Hatzfcldt said lie should prefer not to givo a reply to the request 
of Her Majesty’s Government without having attentively considered the matter, and 
begged me to call on him next. day. I have just seen his Excellency. Although 
Count llatzfcldt is not prepared lo give a definitive answer as to the views of German 
Government with respect to joint declaration, his Excellency’s impression is that 
Germany could hardly discuss and decide upon it in the Conference, as it would 
virtually be a departure from the programme laid down for the discussion of the Coffi] 
ferencc which had received the approval of Prince Bismarck and the sanction of tho 
Emperor, and which related to the question of restoring order in Egypt in concert 
with tho Sultan. To discuss such a project as the one suggested in the joint 
declaration would, in his opinion, constitute a change in the programme, and he had 
not yet learnt the views of the other Powers. 
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Tlie French Ambassador received this morning the text of declaration and 
having compared it with the one in my possession found it to he identical. I believe 
Count Hatzfeldt gave his Excellency a similar answer to the one ho had given me.

IN obedience to your Lordship’s telegraphic instruction of the 17th instant, I lost 
no time in submitting to the Minister for Foreign Affairs t tlie text of the Declaration 
which the English and French Representatives had been requested to make to 
the Conference in connection with a proposal for ensuring the security of the Suez 
Canal. 

Before going to see his Excellency I called upon the French Ambassador, and, 
having ascertained that Baron de Courcel had not yet received any instructions on the 
subject of the joint Declaration, I considered it advisable to acquaint him with its 
terms. 

Count Hatzfeldt, after reading the proposal to he made to the Conference by the 
Earl of Dufferin and the Marquis de hi oaillcs, said that, before giving me a reply as 
to whether or not the German Representative could be instructed, in accordance with 
the wish of Her Majesty’s Government, to support the proposal, he should like to have 
time for considering the matter attentively, and his Excellency therefore aslccd me to 
call upon him again on the following day. 

I have just returned from the Foreign Office, and have learnt from Count 
Hatzfeldt that, although he is not prepared to give me a decided answer as to the views 
of the Imperial Government in regard to the proposed joint Declaration, his impression 
is that it would be difficult for the German Government to instruct their Representa¬ 
tive to discuss and to decide upon the proposal of Great Britain and France at the 
Conference, seeing that it virtually constituted a departure from the programme which 
had been determined for the discussions of the Conference, and which, having for its 
object the question of restoring order in Egypt in concert with the Sultan, had been 
accepted by Prince Bismarck and sanctioned by the Emperor. 

As it would not, therefore, in his opinion, be competent for the Conference to go 
beyond the limits of the programme laid down for the guidance of the Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries, it would, he imagined, be equally outside their competency to discuss, with a 
view to a decision being taken, such a project as the one suggested in the English and 
French Declaration. His Excellency added that he had not as yet ascertained the 
views of the other Powers on the subject. 

This morning the French Ambassador received the text of the Declaration, and 
having found it to be identical with the terms of the English version, his Excellency 
submitted it personally to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and from what Baron de 
Courcel has told me, Count Hatzfeldt seems to have spoken to him more or less as he 
spoke to me subsequently.

WITH reference to your two telegrams received this afternoon, I have the 
honour to report that, after personally visiting most of the English at present resident 
in Cairo, and insuring that others should learn the warning through their friends, I 
called to this Vice-Consulate one of the most influential men of the Maltese colony, 
and after informing him in guarded terms of your instructions, I stated that Her 
Majesty’s Government intended to dispatch some of his countrymen to Alexan¬ 
dria shortly, and that if any whose names had not been given in to mo should 
wish to go by the same train, which would probably start on Thursday morning, I 
would endeavour to procure for them free passes, provided I should he furnished with 
their names before 12 o’clock to-morrow. I was encouraged to make this proposition 
by the hope that, although your telegram authorizes mo only to send twenty-six 
Maltese to Alexandria, the changed aspect of affairs, and the evident benefit of 
having the hands of this Vice-Consulate freed by the exodus of a penniless and 
starving portion of its subjects, would induce you to sanction my sending a larger 
number, should they present themselves. I shall have the honour to telegraph to you 
to-morrow at noon, when I close the list, the total number of those who have applied 
for free passes, leaving their application to your kind consideration. 

Amongst other Englishmen to whom I gave warning was Mr. Hamilton, of tho 
Bool ale Works. He informed me that his native workmen were growing daily moro 
insubordinate, and that to-day they had behaved in so mutinous a manner that he 
had sent three to prison. One of these men, who has been many years under 
Mr. Hamilton, attacked him with a chisel, and bad it not been for the presence of 
eight soldiers in tho yard tho Englishman would doubtless have suffered severely. 
Mr. Hamilton declared that the demeanour of the natives was most threatening, and 
they were evidently seeking at every moment to provoke a tjuarrel which might 
become the signal for a repetition of tlie Alexandria riot. 


Although I have endeavoured to impress upon all that tho warning was to be 
considered as a personal and private one as much as possible, I can scarcely hope that

An incident occurred on the night of the 2nd instant at a village called Kafr

dismissed from their service, and were only saved from death by the intervention of a 
Bedouin guard whom they had since engaged. The Sheikh of the village refused to 
interfere, and they were obliged to fly to Cairo. Since their arrival here the Bedouin 
reports that the Sheikh is proceeding to a partition of their property, and trees have 
alieady begun to he cut down on it. The same Sheikh has been very violent in his 
angmage tor some sime past, declaring that, on the first cannon-shot from the citadel 
all European property in Egypt wdl be given up to pillage, confirming his assertion 
by apportioning out beforehand certain houses to his Moslem friends

. ^ . \L the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your telegram yesterday 
evening, instructing me to warn British subjects that those who refused to leave the 
country stayed henceforth at their own risk and peril. I communicated its contents 
either personally or in writing last night to the persons named in my former despatch 
as also to several others. Miss Laing left this morning for Alexandria. The servants 
in the house ot lriuce Ibrahim and Princess Nazli are inclined to stay, since their 
departure would not only entirely ruin their future, but would possibly entail the loss 
oi money owing tor past services. I have heard that there is another English lady 
not registered in this Consulate, resident in the house of Ibrahim Pasha, and I have 
wntlen to warn her of her position, but I believe she will prefer to remain where sho 
i S ‘ V« n • , °;, m 7 k°hef, with these exceptions, every British-born subject will 

have leit Cairo by the trains of to-night or to-morrow morning. This will likewise b© 
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true of tlie Maltese colony, all of whom I am dispatching by the 10 o’el o eh train this 
evening. Only a few Indian subjects remain. I have also communicated Avith 
Mr. Consular-Agent Murdoch, and Avith tAvo Englishmen staying at the villages of 
Calioub and Magaga. 

The Consulates of Prance and Austria, and, I belicA'c, also those of Germany, 
Italy, and Greece, have officially Avarucd their subjects to leave Avithout delay. The 
result of these measures, and of rumours that Alexandria Avill probably be bombarded 
to-night or to-morrow, has caused a general panic. The Bourse and all the cafes and 
shops arc shut, and since noon the streets liax’c been almost deserted, the foreign 
subjects croAvding for refuge to their respective Consulates. 

There has been considerable activity the last day or tAvo in conveying military and 
other stores to the citadel, but order continues to be vigorously maintained by the 
police, and the general attitude of the native population is quieter than it Avas a 
week ago.

Acting Consul Faulkner to Mr. Cartwright. 

Sir, Suez, July 2, 18S2. 

I REGRET to inform you that an excitement has prcA'ailed here lately among 
members of the British community to an extent AA’hieh, in my opinion, is not justified 
by circumstances of a local nature, as the toAvn is quiet and the people respectful in 
their relations Avith Europeans. 

Many are endeavouring to hire a steamer Avith the vinv of quilting their houses, 
and residing on board it in the harbour until all cause of alarm ceases. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Agent is lilting up a lighter to serve as a 
floating residence for himself and stall', and intends to arm it Avith tAvo liOAA'itzers, 
which he Avill obtain from his next steamer due here. 

This extreme tension of feeding appears to be principally due to the dearth of 
authentic ucavs relative to the present position of affairs, and to the reliance aa hieh is 
consequently placed oil the exaggerated reports which naturally prevail under the 
existing state of things. 

The general fear is that, under possible cA'ontualitios, very great difficulty Avould 
be experienced in suddenly leaving the toAvn, and this cannot be denied, as the distance 
to the docks is considerable, and the road to them Avholly unprotected. 

I have deemed it my duty to point out the principal reasons of the present oxcitc- 
ment,—an excitement Avliich is not conducive to the maintenance of public order in the 
toAvn, and Avliich threatens to assume the character of a panic. 

In conclusion, I beg to inform you that the British Packet Agent here telegraphed 
to the Postmaster-General, pointing out that instructions had been given to the Consulate 
at Alexandria to detain a Peninsular and Oriental steamer to embark British subjects 
in case of necessity, and asked that a similar privilege might be extended to the 
residents at Suez. 

The Secretary-General of the Post Office replied to the effect that, in case of any 
suck emergency arising, the Acting Consul Avould have poAver to stop the steamer. 
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I must add that this step was taken Avithout my knowledge; neither was the 
subject mentioned to me until the receipt of the Secretary-General’s reply.

1 HAVE the honour to acknoAvlcdgc the collective letter which you have addressed 
to me this day. 

You ask me whether I am satisfied with the reply of the Military Commandant 
to my letter scut to him yesterday. You are good enough to tender your services in. 
obtaining from tlio Military Commandant a satisfactory reply, should I desire more 
complete assurances. 

I beg to thank you for the oiler you have kindly volunteered. 

If your iniluence Avith l he Military Commandant induces him to act Avith 
sincerity in forbidding the continuation of fortifications, the object you aimed at will 
have been attained. Merc Avritten assurances, iu Avhatevcr terms they may be 
expressed, are of little value in view of the interests confided to me. 
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I must point out that I do not propose and have never expressed the intention of 
bombarding the town of Alexandria. My operations, if rendered necessary, will he 
directed against tbc fortifications, and I therefore sec no reason to fear the injury to 
private property of which you are apprehensive. 

I will acquaint Her Majesty’s Government with the consideration you draw 
attention to in the closing paragraph of your letter. I must strictly adhere to the 
terms of my communication to the Military Commandant should the slightest attempt 
he made to renew defensive works. 

In any case twenty-four hours’ clear notice shall be given.

My Lord, “Monarch,” at Alexandria , July 1018S2. 

I HAH the honour to telegraph to your Lordship yesterday, at 12.30 i\m., that 
Admiral Sir B. Seymour had determined, after duo consideration, and after consultation 
with Sir A. Colvin and myself, to give twenty-four hours’ notice of bombardment from 
this morning at daybreak. A copy of Lieutenant Smith-Dorricn's statement of the 
fortifications at Silsili is inclosed, and the Admiral has since received further information 
with regard to preparations in two other places. 

I returned with Sir A Colvin from Her Majesty’s ship “ Helicon ” at 2.30 r.M., 
and found that the preparations reported to the Admiral in Port Silsili had also attracted 
the notice of two newspaper correspondents, and that some excitement prevailed owing 
to the Admiral’s course of action being anticipated. 

In pursuance of your Lordship’s instructions to warn British subjects, and in 
continuation of the preliminary warnings already given, I telegraphed to Her Majesty’s 
Consuls at Suez, Port Said, and Suakin to embark British subjects on the following 
day as best they could; the Admiral having meanwhile sent instructions to the Com¬ 
mander of the gun-boats to give all needful assistance. 

Mr. Beaman was told to leave Cairo by the 0 r.M. train, and lie arrived on hoard 
the “ Tanjore ” by 11 o’clock last night. 

I inclose copy of the note which I addressed to the foreign Representatives and 
Consuls at Alexandria; it was dated 7 r.M. last night, in order that the European 
communities might have full time to withdraw to the harbour during tbc evening, and 
that the ship should get clear of the port in good time to-day. Your Lordship will 
observe that ample facility was thus given for as many as could be accommodated to 
embark on hoard ship. 

After making the above preparations, and giving private notice by all the means 
at my disposal to the English officials and employes who still remained, I accompanied 
Sir A. Colvin to the Palace of Ras-cl-Tin, where, without definitively foreshadowing 
the intentions of the Admiral, we warned His Highness the Khedive that it might he 
advisable to arrange for his departure in the course of the next day. I have already 
reported to your Lordship that the Khedive had determined to remain on shore in the 
event of a bombardment, and His Highness on this occasion merely replied that ho 
should prepare to remove to tbc Palace near Ramleh. His Highness added, however, 
that he should not keep the matter secret, and that he should mention to his 
Ministers the reasons that had been assigned for the step lie was advised to take. 

Having been unable to see Dervish Pasha at the Palace, I have this morning 
addressed a letter to his Excellency, copy of which I inclose, enjoining upon him the 
necessity of affording protection to the Khedive, and urging him to use his influence 
as tbc Representative of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan to that end. 

I also inclose copy of a letter to ltaghob Pasha, informing his Excellency of tho 
withdrawal of Her Majesty’s Agency from Alexandria. 

By the kindness of Admiral Sir B. Seymour and of Captain Fairfax, Sir A. Colvin 
and I have been received on hoard Her Majesty’s ship “ Monarch,” where we arc 
within easy reach of the flag-ship. 

As far as it is possible to ascertain at the present moment the withdrawal of 
British subjects from Alexandria and Cairo has been successfully accomplished, and 
the few who may have stayed behind on shore have done so either by their own choice, 
or owing to disregard of the warnings they received. 
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I cannot finish this despatch without recording that this satisfactory result is 
mainly due to Sir A. Colvin, who has given me the advantage of his advice on all 
occasions. 

His judicious arrangements have enabled British subjects and Europeans in 
general to receive early intimation of the necessity for departure, and they have left 
Alexandria without confusion or danger. 

Mr. Beaman has rendered great services as Acting-Consul at Cairo, and I wish to 
call your Lordship’s special attention to the coolness shown by him in his very trying 
position during the past three weeks, ne has now been withdrawn only by a formal 
order, and contrary to his own expressed wishes.

marked on Admiralty Chart “ Tabia-cl-Silsile,” and when within fifty yards of the 
said fort I observed inside two working parties of Arabs, about 200 strong, under the 
superintendence of soldiers parbuckling two smooth-bore guns, apparently 32-pounders, 
towards their respective carriages and slides, which were facing in the direction of the 
harbour, and which seemed to have been lately placed ready for their reception.

I am not aware what passed at 
their interview, but the party subsequently, at a quarter to 1, went to the British 
flag-ship, the "Invincible,” and had an interview with Admiral Sir Beauchamp 
Seymour. 

Ragheb Pasha had not at that moment seen the communication from the Admiral 
to the Military Commandant mentioned in my despatch No. . of 

The purport of Iris conversation during the earlier part of the interview was to 
ask for some explanation of the apparently hostile attitude taken up by the Admiral 
and the British authorities in Egypt. While they were talking Ragheb Pasha received 
the Admiral’s letter to the Military Commandant, and some discussion ensued as to a 
modification of the terms therein imposed. Eventually the Admiral intimated that if 
the guns of all the forts threatening the sea approaches wore dismantled by the 
Egyptians in the presence of British officers, he would suspend operations. Ragheb 
Pasha left the "Invincible” about 3, saying that he would send an answer at 6. 
No answer having been received, the Admiral opened fire on the fortifications at 7 
this morning.

3 I HAD the honour to receive yesterday evening your Lordship’s telegram No. 233 
en clair, giving details as to what had occurred at Alexandria since the bombardment 
of the forts, and I did not lose a minute in forwarding the same to M. Mancini. 

In order, too, that the Italian press might have no longer any excuse for continuing 
its infamous and malignant charges against England, whom they have not hesitated to 
accuse of having caused the fire to break out in Alexandria by sending shells into the 
city itself, of the shots having killed a number of women and children—(your Lordship 
will not fail to remark the animus and intent with which this is said)—-and that the public 
mio-ht be enabled to judge of the conduct of Arabi, the hero who is held up to admiration 
in the Italian newspapers, I thought it right to send the substance of the same telegram 
to the Stefani Agency, and a translation of it consequently appears in this morning s 

papers.^at ^ ^ hayc ;my effect, however, upon the appreciation of events or upon the 
conduct of Her Majesty’s Government, I cannot pretend to have any expectation. . 

Anythin 0, more odious and detestable than the spirit in which that conduct is 
represented it is quite impossible to conceive. There is not an incident which is not mis¬ 
represented and vilified. Even the allusion to the willingness of England to accept the 
co-operation of the other Powers—amongst others, of Italy—for the final settlement of 
affairs in Egypt, the statement reported to have been made in the House ot Commons 
by the Secretary of the Admiralty, to the effect that Sir Beauchamp Seymour had 
requested the Naval Commanders of the foreign mcn-of-war to land troops with him for 
re-establishing order and tranquillity, is represented as showing that England is already 
beginning to repent of her act of iniquity, to doubt of her own strength for overcoming 
the difficulties before her, and, consequently, desirous of the countenance and aid of the 
other Powers in the accomplishment of the task which she has taken in hand. 

I send herewith precis translations of two articles which may serve as samples ot 
the present writings, though there have been some which even go beyond these. 

If England, instead of always, and under all circumstances, having been the truest 
friend of Italy, to whom, indeed, as a matter of fact, she owes her existence as a united 
kingdom, had been invariably her bitterest enemy, it is not easy to conceive how lan¬ 
guage more virulent and offensive could well be employed against the British

he endeavouicd to dissuade from departure, promising them every protection and, failing 
to dissuade, charged them with the message to their countrymen that Arabi had a 

great love for Italy’’—incidents which certainly show a peculiar tenderness on Aiabi s 
part for the subjects of this country. . . ., „ , 

Italians, as is well known, are singularly open to flattery, and Araln s fine plnases 
may have had some effect upon them. 


I have not sufficient data to justify an accusation. I simply record circumstances as 
they come before me. 

It may he that the present state of the Italian mind is only the reflection of a 
feeling of impotent jealousy lest Italy should not be called upon to play a first part in 
the settlement of this question. 

Nothing could be more correct than M. Mancini’s language to me throughout, and 
it appears that that ot the Representative of Italy at the Conference has been the same, 
and no doubt if will continue to be so. I he Italian Government will act as may appear 
most advantageous to its own interests. 

M. Mancini disavows, as I reported in my despatch No. 2S3 of yesterday, that the 
Government has any connection whatever with the press. It may be so, but during my 
experience in this country I have generally found that when important qucstionsliave 
arisen there has been one paper, at all events, which has undertaken on behalf of the 
Ministry to correct misapprehensions and misrepresentations, but this has not been the 
case in the present instance. 

All has been abuse, and nothing but abuse, of their oldest and most constant ally, 
and I therefore think that for the future it may he permit!cd to accept with a certain 
amount of caution the profuse professions of friendship of Italy towards England which 
are so abundantly lavished upon us.

Precis Translation of Articles in the “Riforma” and “Diritto ” respecting the 
Bombardment of Alexandria. 


“ Riforma,” July lo, 18S2. 

_ TUTS paper, in an article headed “ Humanity,” expresses satisfaction that a single 
feeling of horror pervades the Italian press with respect to the bombardment of 
Alexandria, and it supposes that this sentiment is shared by the Government. It 
stigmatizes the action as “one of the most inhuman tragedies which have ensanguined 
this century.” 

The Italian Government and nation, the article goes on to say, have a high duty to 
fulfil with regard to this sad and solemn occasion. Tnert compassion with the victim 
matters little to the assassin and his helpers. The idea that the bombardment was 
necessary and natural, as well as all its horrible consequences, cannot be admitted. The 
destruction of Alexandria, apart from the question of humanity, is a direct injury to 
Italy. Italians were numerous there ; they possessed palaces, villas, shops, warehouses, 
theatres, riches, honours, &c., all of which notv exist no more. Of over 10,000 Italians, 
only a few poor families remained, or such as relied upon England for their personal 
safety. Now all are dead. Our brethren have fallen victims to a most unjust fury, 
which we shall have no right to complain of, if our Government accepts the bombardment 
as inevitable, no more than we shall be able to complain of the ruin of their families by 
a ludicrously self-called “Liberal ” Government. 

Let the voice of a free nation rise against this wicked violence, and against that 
illustrious and perjured old man who has stained the last days of his patriotic and 
beneficent career by an act of sanguinary madness—William Gladstone ; formerly a 
friend and benefactor of Italy in the time of her misfortunes, formerly revered and 
beloved by every Italian, and whose head was delusively crowned with an aureole of 
sanctity. And he knows it. 

Therefore let him also know' that this grateful people, so respectful and sensitive to 
real greatness, has heard with horror the sentence from his lips of ruin to a great city, 
death to a passive populace, and a shame to the cause of humanity. 

Let him hearken to the outcry of his tarnished glory, the wails of his victims, and 
the crash of the ruin- he has created. Let him listen and tremble ! 

We hear of further massacres. In Cairo alone were S00 Italians under the sole 
protection of our heroic Consul. Are they still alive, or will they long survive ? Will the 
inevitable massacres of Alexandria not be repeated at Cairo and other Egyptian towns ? 
If not, then the Arabs will show that they are more civilized than the English. But 



can we count upon tlicir clemency ? They arc desperate, and have nothing to lose. And 
can our Government tacitly approve and accept all this? 

M. Mancini—you were a man and an Italian before you became a diplomatist.

The destruction of Alexandria is most important, almost incredible. The sacrifice of 
an entire city full of Arabs; its dispersion, and the atrocious reprisals on the Europeans; 
the smoking ruins of a wealthy commercial emporium, an utter desolation—all this draws 
forth no expression of compassion from the dead-cold lips of English statesmen. 

What are we to say of the words of Mr. Bannerman, “ The opposition having ceased, 
flo not destroy the cannons,” as coming from the same Government which blamed the 
famous utterance, “ Order reigns in Warsaw ” ? The cold phrase “opposition having 
ceased” comprises the whole drama of Alexandria, the entire responsibility of which 
rests on England alone, who would be at considerable pains to justify her action before 
an International Tribunal, since she has violated every principle of international law. 

The rights of a nation arc not cancelled by bombardments and destruction in a time 
of full peace; the future is not annihilated by the conquest of a rich and flourishing city, 
which is an offence against civilization such as can hardly be committed with impunity. 

It is an act of aggression upon a defenceless and passive city which is contrary to all 
equity and morality. What will history say of a great naval Power which sends a huge 
fleet to vomit mitraille and incendiary projectiles on a tranquil centre of commerce and 
semi-European civilization ? Was it necessary to fire on the public buildings and the 
Red Cross as well as on the forts, and to slay native women and children so as to 
provoke the fanatical fury of an Arab mob, incapable of distinguishing one European 
from another? 

Would all this have happened without the abuse of power on the part of France and 
England, the menaces of the licet, and the cruel and implacable ultimata of 
Lord Seymour? To the vaunts and violence of England, Arabi Pasha replied, as an 
Arab would, “You want devastation, and you shall have itand lie has kept his word. 

What advantage of any kind whatever is gained by this action ? The odium of 
generations of Egyptians against all Europeans; the ruin of international commerce in 
Egypt; the exile of civilized inhabitants; and the arrest of the development ot the 
country at the very moment of its greatest promise. 

Was the pretext, seized upon by England alone, justifiable ? Italy, Austria, France, 
and especially Turkey, had as much or more right to “protect” Egypt and to look alter 
their interests therein. 

England showed repugnance to action for five months, and then, suddenly, without 
regard for the Conference, or for the quadruple alliance, or the friendship ot the other 
Great Powers, and in spile of the signed Protocol, opens tire on this civilized town as 
though it were a mere nest of pirates. 

'l’he bombardment was utterly unjustifiable, and will draw down the censure of all 
Europe on the inglorious and mad enterprise which casts a thick cloud over England’s 
greatness. 

France shares a part of the responsibility on account of the example given by her 
in Tunis, Sfax, ami Gabes. 

We speak freely in the names of S00 fellow-countrymen and their families in danger 
of massacre at Cairo.

Tiie Damages op the Bombardment. —A telegram to us to-day from Alexandria 
contains a phrase which deserves attention. The damages of the bombardment 
amount to hundreds of millions, almost exclusively European, and it is true. In 
Alexandria native property was of small extent. Banks, shops, and foundries almost 
all belonged to foreigners, including the wealthy depots of merchandize at the Marina, 
Mcnifc-el-Bassal, and in the centre of the city. Hence by the bombardment those who 
Mere to ho defended have been ruined. It is now certain that English shells were 
hurled for two days into the centre of the city. Why, then, seek elsewhere for the 
causes of the conflagration ? We say all tin’s, so that when the question of damages 
comes forward Europe may he enlightened as to the truth of the matter. 

Italy, Germany, and Austria. —Contrary to all the affirmations put in circula¬ 
tion during the past few days, and to the declarations repeated by Sir C. Dilkc to 
the English Chamber, we are in a position to certify that Germany and Austria- 
IIungary have neither approved nor disapproved the action of England in Egypt. 
Italy has naturally maintained the same reserve, not, however, omitting to continue 
the requisite exchange of ideas for proceeding in accord with the friendly Powers in a 
question of so grave and delicate a nature.

Extract from the “ Nord-Dcutsche Zcitung ” of July 17, 1882. 

THE Imperial policy is very careful to avoid all partiality, and the comparatively 
slight interests and obligations which Germany has in the East lighten her task of 
preserving her good relations to all, even to those Powers who are not united among 
themselves. It would be an act of great folly were Germany wantonly to jeopardize her 
good relations to any one of the European Powers, unless her interests or honour 
demanded it, whether by intervention without sufficient necessity or by injurious 
partiality against other Powers and against the manner in which they may think it right 
to take care of their interests. German policy lias never allowed itself to be misled by 
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any of its successes into meddling with the policy of other Powers, but has always taken 
example from the France of the Napoleons, whose fatal error it was to endeavour to play 
the part of a kind of censor and schoolmaster towards the other Powers of Europe. The 
Imperial Government has learnt by experience not to expect that their endeavours to 
preserve the peace of the Empire and its good relations to other Powers from all disturb¬ 
ance, so far as its own interests permit, will receive the support of the press or even he 
understood by it. The press has other duties towards its readers besides the observance 
of the interests of the country; but, nevertheless, it must always be unseasonable and 
disadvantageous if newspapers that generally support the Government arouse the 
suspicions of other Governments by strong partiality towards or against other Powers, 
so as to appear to represent some undeclared opinion of the Imperial policy. The fact 
that papers which, on other occasions, adopt or represent the policy of the Government 
have strongly, nay, even passionately, opposed the procedure of England; for example, 
has forced the Government to announce, through their Diplomatic Representatives, that 
the partiality of the press in this matter is outside their policy, and that they were all 
the more in the desired position, that of leaving other Governments to look after their 
interests in their own fashion; that no Power had asked for any declaration as to the 
opinion of the German Government with regard to the intentions and procedure of any 
other Government.

My Lord, Paris, July 19, 1882. 

IN my despatch No. 695 of the 9th instant I had the honour to report to your 
Lordship that the Government had brought into the Chamber of Deputies the day 
before a Rill to grant an extraordinary credit to the Minister of Marine for expenses 
rendered necessary by events in Egypt. 

The Report of the Committee on the Bill was read in the Chamber the day before 
yesterday, and I inclose the authentic account of the proceedings given in the “Journal 
Ofliciel ” of the next day.* 

The debate on the Bill began yesterday, and after speeches from M. Edouard 
Lockrov, M. Francis Charmcs, M. de Freycinet, II. Delafossc, the Due de Bissacia, 
and M ‘ Gambetta, was adjourned until to-day. I send your Lordship herewith the 
authentic Report of it, which appears in the “ Journal Ofliciel ” this morning.f 

The debate was one on the Egyptian question generally rather than on the particular 
vote of money asked for, to the granting of which no serious opposition was made. 

M. Lockroy spoke against the Egyptian policy of the Government, and he made 
a special attack upon the Control in Egypt, and upon M. do B1 ignores personally, as 
having favoured English to the detriment of French interests. 

M. Francis Charmcs maintained that the Control, as established after the Treaty 
of Berlin, was the substitution of the “ condominium ” of France and England for an 
arrangement in which England had had the lion’s share of power; and ho adduced 
names and figures in support of a statement, that while M. de Bligni6res aa’US Controller 
the numbers and emoluments of French employes in Egypt, as compared Avith English, 
had A r ery greatly increased, and that as regarded concessions and such matters, French 
applications had been more successful than English. lie spoke strongly in favour of 
union between France and England in their Egyptian policy. 

M. de Freycinet said that the Control, notwithstanding the best intentions on the 
part of those by whom it Avas exercised, could nothin the nature of things, fail to give 
rise to abuses and inconveniences, which Avcre certain to produce, sooner or later, faction 
between the Egyptian Government and the Egyptian people on the one hand, and 
betAveen Egypt and the European PoAvers on the other hand. 

lie observed that the Egyptian people had aspirations which must not be dis¬ 
regarded, and that Avhcn a normal state of things Avas re-established, it Avould he the duty 
of the European Powers to inquire Avhetlicr certain modifications might not boelfeeted 
in order that the financial machinery Avliicli had been introduced into Egypt might 
work more smoothly. 

M. de Freycinet proceeded to observe that he had formerly felt scruples as to the 
rightfulness of foreign armed intervention in Egypt, but that, in this respect, the state

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of the question had been entirely altered by the deplorable events of the 11th June at 
Alexandria. 

"With regard to the English alliance, lie said that, from the moment of his return 
to power lie had had but one thought, viz., to maintain it, and that it had never been 
shaken for a single day.

lie announced, in the folloAving words, that Franco and England had agreed the 
day before to bring the question of the protection of the Suez Canal before the 
Conference :—

majority of the ncAvspapers this morning. 

lie spoke very eloquently in support of the Anglo-French alliance. 

lie denounced in the strongest terms the sending Turkish troops to Egypt, and 
declared that it Avas the Avorst of all solutions, and one on Avhich no concessions should 
be made. 

The folloAving are some of the passages in which he spoke of the English 
alliance:— 

“ Au prix des plus grands sacrifices, nc rompez jamais l’alliance Anglaise. 
***** 

“Et precisdmcnt—jo livre toute ma pensec, car jo n’airicn h cachcr—prucisdment 
ce qui me sollicite ii l’alliance Anglaisc, ii la co-operation Anglaise, dans le bassin de la 
Meditcrranee et cn Egypte, e’est ce que je redoute le plus, entendez le bien, outre cctte 
rupture nefaste, e’est que vous ne livricz a 1’Anglctcrre, et pour toujours, des territoircs, 
des tleuvcs et des passages oil votre droit de vivre et de trafiquer cst egal au sien 
(applaudissemcnts a gauche et au centre). 

***** 

“ Ce n’est done pas pour liumilier, pour abaisser, pour attenucr les interets 
Fran^ais, que je suis partisan do l’allianee Anglaise; e’est parccque je crois, Messieurs, 
qu’on nc peut eflicaccment les defendre que par cetto union, par cette co-opdration. 
S’il y a rupture tout sera perdu.” 

The feeling manifested by the Chamber during the debate may be briefly 
described as slioAving a decided preponderance of opinion in favour of tho English 
alliance, and a very strong and unqualified aversion to Turkish intervention in Egypt 
on any terms.

I HAVE said in my immediately preceding despatch that in the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday tlicro were manifest a preponderance of opinion in favour of the 
Anglo-French alliance and an unqualified aversion to the intervention of Tur kis h 
troops in Egypt on any terms. 

Both M. do Freycinet and M. Gambetta spoko in favour of the English alliance, 
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but while M. dc Freycinet expressed a desire to subordinate it to, or at least to 
combine it with, the European concert, M. Gambetta declared absolutely that it ought 
to be maintained at almost any sacrifice, and objected to the intervention of other 
Powers, and especially to the Constantinople Conference. 

The concurrence of the French Government in inviting the Sultan to send troops 
was excused by M. de Freycinet, on the ground that His Majesty doing so would be 
rendered innocuous by the pledges required of him. 

M. Gambetta denounced Turkish intervention absolutely and entirely, and spoke 
with scorn of the guarantees with which it was proposed to accompany it. 

It seems, however, to me to be very doubtful whether, if Turkish troops set foot 
in Egypt, M. de Freycinet will be able to maintain himself in office, or M. Gambetta 
continue to be a partisan of an alliance with Ed gland.

I HAVE this morning by appointment had a second interview with the Minister 
of Marine. I commenced the conversation by expressing a hope that, after the debate 
in the Chamber last night, which appeared to me to favour a joint action of France 
with England in regard to Egyptian affairs, especially as to the protection of the 
Suez Canal, his Excellency would feel better able to discuss the subject of my 
interview Avitb him on the 17th instant, as detailed to your Lordship in my despatch 
of yesterday. 

His Excellency replied that the debate of last night had, to a certain extent, 
freed the hands of the Government, and that he (the Minister of Marine) noAv felt 
sure the money he had asked for Avould be A r otcd; that he did not admit that the 
debate was entirely in favour of decided steps in conjunction with England; that 
M, Gambetta had no doubt made a most poAverful speech in favour of that vicAV, and 
that it had been Avell received by the Chamber; but his Excellency added that the 
Anew of M. Gambetta. that the Chamber should at once authorize the French 
Government to act Avith England in Egypt, Avas not and would not be accepted by 
M. de Freycinet. 

That it Avas the intention at present to Avait for the Conference, and that no doubt 
the Chamber Avould give the Government poAvcr to act as soon as any decision was 
arrived at by the Conference. 

The Minister then said ho would discuss frankly with me the measures to bo 
taken in the event of a joint naval occupation of the Canal on condition I repeated 
our conversation verbally to Lord Northbrook, and that Avlmt ho might say Avas not 
takon as any pledge on the part of the French Government, but only as his opinion as 
Minister of Marine. 

I have repeated to your Lordship the substance of that conversation, and, in 
accordance with your permission, I leave for London to-night.

WE have received from Mr. Standen particulars about tbe presence of Bedouins 
on the banks of the Canal and stone-laden barges in it, which, according to M. Victor 
de Lcsseps, explain the reports that the safety of the Canal Avas threatened. 

There is always a movement of caravans at intervals to and from Syria, so that the 
presence of Bedouins at Kantara, tho ferry on the principal caravan route, causes no 
remark. 

At El G'uisr, where the Canal joins Lake Timsah, there is another ferry where 
Arabs occasionally cross to and fro. At the time of the report there was a party of 
50 or 60 Arabs going south AA’ith a troop of 300 camels to other pastures, it being the 
season for change of pasture. 

A further incident gave l’ise to disquieting reports. The Attaka Arabs, who for 
years past have worked the quarries for the Canal Company, had come up for pasture 
a certain distance above Ismailia (from Suez). On their return they managed to steal 
30 camels from the tribe near whom they were pasturing, and in order to escape before 
the theft AA r as lound out they had hurried southwards with these 30 beasts as well as 
their oavu. The tribe that Avas robbed gave chase at full speed tooA r ertake the thieves. 
These movements seen from the Canal helped to create the impression that Bedouins 
were gathering. 

In order to satisfy himself of the truth of the reports, that bands of Arabs were 
prowling about with evil intentions toAvards the Canal, M. Victor de Lesseps took long 
rides alone into the desert and along or near the banks in both directions. It was 
after this thorough personal inspection that he sent a telegraphic message to Paris to 
say that not a single Arab Avas encamped along tbe banks. 

The story of the explosive barges was caused by the usual movement of barges 
laden Avitli stone for the revetment of the Canal banks. 

Mr. Standen expresses the coirviction that the Canal employes are so deeply 
interested personally in the success of the enterprise, and in keeping up the amount of 
the receipts, that they may be implicitly trusted to give due notice of any design to 
damage it or to interfere with the traffic. 

Mr. Standen further refutes a report sent by Messrs. Bazin and Company to the 
London papers, to the elfcct that the Suez Canal employes, pilots, &c., had croAvdcd to 
Port Said, and that the traffic Avas stopped. He states that the employes had all 
remained at their posts, and that the traffic was proceeding as usual, as shoAAn by the 
receipts, which Averc 200,000 fr. on the 11th, 50,000 fr. on the 12tli, 160,000 fr. on the 
13th, 190,000 fr. on the 11th, and 190,000 fr. on the 15th instant.

INTELLIGENCE has reached the Khedive from a very reliable source that Arabi 
Pasha has collected a great number of workmen who are blocking the Mahmoudieli 
Canal which supplies Alexandria with water. During the last few days efforts have 
been made to clear out the cisterns in Alexandria and. to replenish them with water, 
but the progress of this work is slow, and the small quantity of water supplied from 
the wells is brackish. Ilcr Majesty’s forces on shore can be supplied with water from 
the ships in the harbour, but if Arabi’s plan succeeds the rest of the population of 
Alexandria will be obliged to go further inland, or to take refuge again on board ship. 
The only moans of preventing Arabi Pasha from carrying out his scheme is to drive 
him from his present position, and this cannot bo attempted under present orders, and 
with the small force hitherto landed. 

I have the honour to report that Mahmoud Sami Pasha has arrived within 5 miles 
of Port Said with a force of GUO men and 9 guns ; the garrison of Port Saul consist¬ 
ing of 200 men, who arc all on the side of Arabi Pasha. 

It is believed that Cairo is still quiet, and the Governor is reported to have said 
that he will maintain order if his troops are able to restrain the population from 
pillaging. 

The difficulty of communication with the interior is very great, and Arabi Pasha 
has given orders to stop and search (‘very one that passes his camp. 

During the last three or lour days there have been reports of the murder of 
Europeans at Tantah and elsewhere, but I have no information as to the number and 
names of those who have suffered. 

In Alexandria the tires have been almost completely extinguished, and the work 
of the police is making satisfactory progress. 

A native Tribunal has now been established to deal with the prisoners, the pro¬ 
ceedings being watched by an English Delegate.

My Lord, Souahin, July 2, 18S2. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that great, though, I believe, 
causeless, anxiety is felt for their safety by the European community here, ivlncli is 
chiefly Greek. On the 14tli ultimo a telegram from Alexandria warned one of the 
latter nation that residence in any part of Egypt was unsafe, and to save life by 
immediate flight at any sacrifice of properly. My advice was asked, and having 
sufficient confidence in the indifference of the bulk of the population about here to 
political questions and the absence of any sufficient motive for a breach of duty on the 
part of the Local Government, I assured them of my conviction that they had only to 
lead their usual life, and avoid disputes, to enjoy perfect security, even should an 
outbreak occur in Cairo or Alexandria, and that I would do everything in my power 
for them that might bo necessary. 

They remained calm after this until the arrival, on the 22nd ultimo, of a mai 
with the news of the Alexandria riot of the lltli. This caused some further excite¬ 
ment amongst the Europeans, and in a few days the arrival from Toker, a day’s 
journey distant, of six Greeks and their servants, who stated that they were afraid to 
remain there in consequence of the state of feeling against them there and their little 
confidence in the Boy of the district. 

In spite of the guarantee of their safety if they returned by tho Governor of 
Souakin in my presence they could not bo persuaded to do so, and their being here 
somewhat augments tho fears of their compatriots residing in this place, and has the 
bad effect of showing the natives how easy it is to frighten somo Europeans. 

Yesterday the mail brought news to tho 23rd ultimo from Alexandria, and there 
was nothing in it that had a reassuring effect. Accordingly I have received a petition, 
signed by thirty-six Europeans of different nations, to continue to look after them, and 
to send for a man-of-war. 

The latter I look upon as unnecessary, and possibly harmful; but I have deferred 
my departure for Jeddah. I receive regular and good accounts of matters there from 
the Dragoman. A private letter describes the lower class of Europeans as nervous, 
but I have every confidence in tho good sense of the Local Government and the 
leading Arabs. 

I have abstained from speaking to the Governor of Souakin directly about the 
safety of Christians, but have practically received his guarantee during a general and 
friendly conversation. I have two trustworthy people listening in the bazaar, and

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they only hear the natives talk with a little natural 

tion ot the excess ot Christians slain over Mussulmans on the IHh. Unless theLxus, 
which I am doing my host to allay, entirely overcome the discretion of the Eiuopcan 

community, I am confident that no disaster ■will happen.

,Y YOUR Lordship may perhaps have remarked, at the conclusion of the paragraph 
from the “ Diritto,” stating that English shells bad been burled lor two days into the 
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centre of Alexandria, forwarded by post in my despatch No. 283 of yesterday, a 
sentence to the effect that it was now known who was responsible for all the destruc¬ 
tion of property in that city. 

I should not have thought it necessary to draw your Lordship’s attention to this 
sentence were it not that M. Mane ini has, on more than one occasion, spoken to me in 
tlie same way as I have reported in my despatch No. 2S8 of yesterday relative to the 
great expense to which the Italian Government has been put in order to provide for 
the Italian subjects who have tied from Egypt owing to the recent disturbed state of 
that country, a circumstance which, coupled with the fact that the same question is 
now beginning to be spoken of in the Press, appears to me not to be devoid of a certain 
signification. 

I regret to say that there is not the sb'glitest diminution in the virulence of the 
Press against England, and your Lordship will see, from the inclosed copy of a private 
letter from ller Majesty’s Consul at Naples, that the same spirit pervades the principal 
journals of that city. 

In the “Diritto ” of last night there is a further article for the object of showing 
that the selfish and exclusive policy of England and Prance is entirely responsible for 
the present condition of things. This policy is attributed to the basest and most sordid 
motives. The Anglo-French Control is spoken of as having been instituted for the 
furtherance of interested objects, and as having brought about the ruin of the 
country: 

“ What was done by them (the Controllers) in a few years it is impossible to 
imagine, suffice it to say that, having almost completely eliminated the native clement 
from the Administration, and expelled almost all the officials of other nationalities, 
and especially the Italians, they dedicated their work to a system of nepotism which 
bad no other object than that of satisfying their thirst for personal profit. 

“The National parly avenged this shameful wrong which oppressed the country 
and paralyzed the efforts of all other nations to develop the commercial prosperity and 
welfare of Egypt. This party had been many years latent, but the proofs of then’ 
existence Avere very significant; and the entire Egyptian nation was long hostile to 
the oppressors. Weak and mild by nature, every manifestation of public spirit on the 
part of the Egyptians was brutally quashed by the Anglo-French Control. At last 
the necessary point d'appui was found in the army, tlie only living force existing in the 
count ry, officered by chiefs who -were discontented because they Avere oppressed.” 

The cue hoav is to speak of the Khedive as a prisoner in the hands of the English, 
and as no longer a free agent. The “ Opinion©,” in its political bulletin of this 
morning, observes :—“ It is not lcnoAvn precisely Avlicrc Arabi Pasha is, nor tlie number 
of bis folloAvers. The Khedive lias deposed him, but it must not be forgotten that the 
Khedive is a prisoner of the English, and therefore no more able to make bis oavh Avill 
prevail.” 

In short, as I have said before, the aaJioIc object of the Italian press is to represent 
the policy of England in the most odious and detestable light, as having in vieAV the 
suppression of the Egyptian National party for tlie purpose of re-establishing her own 
exclusive and preponderating position. 

With regard to certain observations Avhieli I made in my despatch No. 284 of tlie 
13th instant relative to a possible construction to bo put upon the extreme tender¬ 
ness of Arabi toivards the Italians, and of the Italians toAvards Arabi, 1 cannot refrain 
from noticing a telegram published in Rome yesterday, to the effect that 950 
Europeans, cliielly Italians, had left Cairo under an escort of forty soldiers for 
Ismailia, the Vice-Consul directing the convoy; and that, thanks to the energetic 
measures of the military authorities and the police, perfect order Avas maintabied in 
that city, though anarchy reigned in tlie province. 

Tlie special favour accorded by Arabi to the Italians in these circumstances will 
not, your Lordship may rest assured, be lost sight of in Italy.

P I remember a conversation which I had (it is reported m my despatch No 318 of 
the 3rd December, 1875) with Chevalier Visconti Venosta, then Minister loi huici n n 
Affairs upon the purchase of the Suez Canal shares by Her Majesty s Government 
and lm only apprehension which he expressed was “lest Great Britain 1m mg 
acquired a permanent interest in Egypt, should to a certain degree detach h isclt

th ° f But Ernes have very much changed since then. With the advent of the present 
political party to power was commenced a totally different system of roicign po 1 ics. 
Italy they said, under the administration of the Right, had become ignored, and of 
no account in Europe, and therefore it was necessary that she should leasseit liusdf, 

ond acquire that position to which she r\as entitled. „ , n 1 -j 

A policy of fussiness, agitation, and covetousness was therefore set on foot, and 
it- must be acknowledged that some of its results were not particularly felicitous. 

After being snubbed about the Trcntiuo, they underwent a further rebuff about 

Tunis. constant efforts of M. Maneini to establish closer relations with 

the Northern Powers, in which, as far as regards the Egyptian question, he lias 
succeeded, Italv has certainly acquired a more respectable and less isolated position m 
Europe. The basis of his policy is an alliance with Austria and Germany, and 
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necessary to bear this in mind in forming an opinion as to what may be the course of 
Italy in regard to the Egyptian, as well as any other question. 

Judging by what appears on the surface, it is not easy to understand what Italy 
wishes in regard to the intervention question supposing the Turks refuse. She certainly 
is not favourable to an English one, still less so to an Anglo-Erench one, and it is 
paraded that she docs not wish to take part in one herself. 

My conviction, however, has always been—and it is confirmed by Lord Amptliill’s 
secret telegram of the 15th instant—that she does ; but she wants it on certain terms 
which would be most flattering to her national vanity and pride. She wishes to appear 
to yield to a “ douce violence ” put upon her by her Imperial allies, and, in saying “ I 
will ne’er consent,” consent. 

It is not for me to presume to give any opinion or to make any suggestion upon 
any part of the policy of Her Majesty’s Government. I would only venture to say 
this in regard to Italy: 

If her co-operation is desired in Egypt, I don’t think it ought to be solicited. If 
it were the chances arc it would be refused, unless the request were backed by 
the German Powers. This would be the occasion of great triumph and glorification 
to her. 

In my opinion, it would be quite enough to say to the Italian Government: “ Me 
are going to Egypt to set matters in order on the basis until which you are acquainted. 
Do you like to come with us; if so, good; if not, pray consult entirely your own 
convenience; only be good enough to remember we have made you the offer.” 

I think that the Italians arc somewhat like the Turks. It docs not do to 
approach them in too humble a tone.

IN the course of my interview with M. Maneini yesterday his Excellency referred 
very confidentially, as 1 have already reported by telegraph, to the rumours of there 
existing secret agreements between England and Prance witli reference to Egypt, 
which he said caused him a certain preoccupation. Ilis Excellency also spoke ol the 
extraordinary naval preparations being made by Prance, which lie was quite at a loss 
to understand. 

With regard to the supposed secret agreements between England and Prance, I 
expressed my utter disbelief in them. Her Majesty’s Government had no secret policy 
in Egypt. Their objects and intentions were perfectly well known, and I could 
distinctly assure his Excellency that in all the confidential correspondence which had 
been sent me for perusal, I had not found the remotest trace of anything which could 
give even a colouring of foundation to the rumours to which he had alluded. 

I was careful not to tell his Excellency that I should report to your Lordship 
what lie had said, but T thought it better to do so, in case your Lordship might wish 
me to convey to M. Maneini any message on the subject. 

M. Maneini then spoke to mo with great earnestness as to the constant and 
unvarying sympathy and friendship of the Italian Government for England, and in 
doing so "he disclaimed for the Government any kind of responsibility l or the tone of 
the press. Each paper, he said, wrote according to its own notions, and in many cases 
tlieso papers wero conducted by persons of no political knowledge, who took a narrow 
and one-sided view of the subjects on which they wrote. He asked mo if I had not 
seen in one of the articles of the « Diritto” the statement, that what was said by them 
must be distinctly understood as involving no other responsibility than their own. 

The policy of the Italian Government, his Excellency said, had always been to 
maintain the closest relations with England. By community of interests, by similarity 
of political institutions, the two countries wero naturally bound together. 

He referred to the proposal made in 1878 by Her Majesty’s Government for an 
understanding between the two Governments on matters of general interest in the 
Bosphorus and Mediterranean, and regretted he had not at that time been Minister for 
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Foreign Affairs. lie alluded also to the conciliatory and pacific policy which ho had 
followed since lie had been in his present position. 

Italy, he said, had no ambition beyond the legitimate one which naturally belonged 
to her as one of the Great Powers. Ilis principle since lie bad been in office had been 
to re-establish that confidence in the disinterestedness of Italy which, whether upon 
good grounds or not, he had found considerably shaken. He claimed to have acted the 
part, as it were, of mediator as between the Western and the other Powers in regard to 
Egyptian affairs, and he had always given the most favourable consideration to every 
proposal coming from Her Majesty’s Government. 

I replied that I fully acknowledged the conciliatory spirit in which I had always 
found his Excellency, and the constancy with which he had expressed himself in favour 
of maintaining the most cordial relations with Her Majesty’s Government. As 
regarded the tone of the press, I did not, I said, attach more value to it than it 
deserved. I could not, however, help being rather painfully surprised by the 
unanimity with which all the organs of public opinion in Italy had attacked, vilified, 
and misrepresented the conduct of the Power which had always been the staunchest 
and most constant ally of this country. 

The impression which I derived from M. Mancini’s observations, which were made 
more in the form of confidential intercourse than of official conversation, was that his 
Excellency regrets, and is anxious to remove, the bad impression which the tone of the 
Italian press may be calculated to produce in England, and at the same time to 
prepare the way for a closer understanding Avith Her Majesty’s Government as to the 
future settlement of affairs in Egypt, should the Porte refuse intervention.

Pre'cis Translation of Article in the “ Popolo Romano ” of July 19, 1882. 

TURKEY gives no reply to the invitation of the Conference to intervene in Egypt. 
Private and other advices tend to the conclusion that the reply, when it comes, Avill be 
in the negative. The invitation Avas restricted by too many limitations, and the 
sovereignty of the Sultan Avas not duly respected. 

We may deplore this resolution, but avc cannot deny that it is logical and legitimate. 
What Avill be the next move ? Europe cannot abandon her position in Egypt and leave 
to England alone the licence to work her will on the banks of the Nile, and become the 
direct or indirect patron of Egypt and the Suez Canal, Queen of the Mediterranean, and 
arbiter of the destinies of Africa. 

Europe must maintain the liberty of the Canal and the balance of power.in the 
Mediterranean. No Power, and least of all Italy, can connive at England’s ambition of 
conquest there. All would lose by it, and avc most of all. 

The sole condition of intervention must be that it shall be united Avith or parallel to 
that of England. The latter case Ave trust not to be probable, relying on the moderation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s Government. 

There remains a collective material intervention of the Great PoAvers, or one under¬ 
taken by the mandatories of Europe. 

The difficulties of the material intervention of seven PoAvers (including Turkey) are 
evident. 



The mandatories Avill practically be reduced to Iavo or three Powers, in the event of 
such intervention being decided upon. 

Which are they to be ? What is to be the attitude of Italy if named by the 
Cabinets of the Powers ? If invited only by England and France, Italy should certainly 
decline, and maintain her perfect accord Avith the Northern and Central Powers. 

In case of an united invitation our opinion is avcII knoAvn —that Italy should not 
refuse. If she declines, she loses all and gains nothing, and leaves her interests in the 
hands of more poAverful nations than herself. The same argument docs not apply to 
Germany and Austria. Their interests are less than ours, and they are not contrary to 
those of the Western Powers. By a refusal avc should lose all our influence in Egypt, 
and the preponderance of France and England (Avhich avc have ahvays protested against) 
would be confirmed, to our detriment. 

Our interests, second only to those of England and France, and our rights in Egypt, 
impose a duty upon us Avhich cannot be overlooked. Italian intervention in Egypt Avould 
be for the good of the people, and not to extinguish their national aspirations as a 
detested gendarme.

He congratulated the 
Government on not having taken part in the bombardment of the forts at Alexandria, 
he approved of the Conference, and lie deprecated any active interference on the part 
of France in Egypt. He said that it appeared to him that endeavours were being made 
to get the French forces scattered over Africa, and that, as Austria had been pushed 
into Herzegovina and Bosnia, so Franco had been pushed into Tunis, and Avas noAV 
being pushed into Egypt. 

M. Sarrin, the Reporter of the Committee, dwelt specially on the pledges given by 
the Government not to commit France to any action without the assent of the 
Chambers. 

M. Langlois maintained that the vote of the credit iioav asked for would be only 
the prelude to a vote for the protection of the Suez Canal, and that again to a vote for 
the occupation of Egypt. 

M. Talandin explained Avhy he and others of the Extreme Left should vote 
against the Bill.

Memorandum, from information supplied by Omar Pasha Loutfi. 

OMAB PASHA LOUTEI arrived at the Bas-el-Tin Palace, Alexandria, yesterday, 
Thursday, 20th July, from Port Said, whither lie had proceeded from Cairo. 

After the bombardment of Alexandria, Omar Loutfi had proceeded to Cairo, 
where he remained until Monday, the 17th instant. He states that on the way there 
he saw the dead bodies of many Europeans who had been killed hy the soldiers and 
plunderers. The towns of Tantah, Damanliour, and Malialla had been looted, and all 
Europeans who were found there had been killed. 

On his arrival at Cairo lie found the town quiet and orderly, hut the greatest 
excitement and panic prevailed in all classes. 

A General Council was hastily summoned to meet at the Ministry of the Interior, 
and was attended hy about 100 Pashas, Ulemas, and merchants. 

Hussein Pasha Dramali, who was elected President of the meeting, opened the 
proceedings hy reading a letter addressed hy Arahi Pasha to Yacoub Pasha, directing 
the latter to call a meeting, and to read his letter publicly to them. 

The drift of this letter was as follows :— 

“ The Khedive has sold the country to the English; every evening lie takes his 
family on hoard an English ship-of-war; he has given orders to the Director of Ihe 
Military Bakeries that 15,000 loaves he supplied daily to the English and nothing to 
the natives. The Ministers have been imprisoned hy the Khedive’s orders. The 
telegrams which I (Arahi) receive, purporting to ho sent hy my colleagues, arc all 
forgeries. Under such circumstances, I ask whether it would he advisable to ccasc 
military preparations or not.” 

A telegram from the Khedive to Arahi Pasha, which was inclosed in the above- 
mentioned letter, was then read, in which llis Highness pointed out that England did 
not wish to take Egypt; and gave an explanatory summary of events from the begin¬ 
ning of the crisis up to the bombardment, ending hy an invitation to Arabi to cease 
llis military preparations, and to eome at once to the Palace at Alexandria to receive his 
orders. 

Sheikh Hasson Edwi then said that, hy the order of God and the Prophet, the 
Khedive’s commands can no longer he obeyed, and that the time had come lor 
declaring the Holy Wur. 

This motion was seconded hy Sheikh-el-Eish. 

Alcoosh Pasha spoke in opposition to the motion, refuting the statements made hy 
Arabi Pasha, and denying their truth. On this many of the officers present rushed on 
him, seized, and threatened to kill him. Order being at length restored, Latif Pasha 
suggested that if there wero any just complaints to he made hy the country against the 
Khedive, they should he made to the Sultan; hut that the Assembly had no right 
to tako the law into its own hands. 

The Coptic Patriarch stated that the Assembly had as yet heard only one side of 
tho question, viz., that of Arahi, but before coming to any decision it was necessary to 
hear the Khedive’s side as well. 

Tho same view *was taken hy Ali Moubarek, who added that the real question 
before them was, not whether the Khedive was to he obeyed or not, but whether 
military preparations were to ho continued or stopped.

I HA4 E the honour to acquaint you, for your information, and for that of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, that the Minister of Marine will, if possible, 
receive Captain Rice to-morrow afternoon, Saturday, the 22nd instant. As the 
Minister himself was absent 1 saw Admiral l’eyron, Chief of the Staff, and, in view of 
the probable discussion of Ministers as to obtaining the sanction of the Chamber to 
taking more active measures, I begged him to inform bis Excellency that the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty substantially approved oT the proposals made to him 
by Captain Rice at their recent interviews. 1. gathered from Admiral Peyron that, 
since Captain Rice’s interview, orders had been given to assemble at. Toulon the 
Marine Infantry, with a view to the protection of the Suez Canal, and that they could now 
be landed in Egypt in eight days from the time of the assent of the Chamber. The 
Admiral added that, so far as the navy were concerned, they were ready at that 
moment to transport 21,000 men into Egypt. During the past week the information 
obtained from Consular Reports and the newspapers is to the following effect:— 

“Devastation” has completed her trials, and with the exception of an accident, to 
the compressor-gear of the 32-centim. guns, which will take three weeks to repair, sho 
is ready for sea. Doubts are, however, expressed as to the efficiency of her gun- 
mountings, which are said to be too weak generally. The “Savoie,” “ Atalanta,” and 
“ Chfiteau-Renault ” have left Lorient for Brest, and are ready for sea. The 
“Revanche” and “ Heroine ” are ready at Toulon, and another transport has been 
commissioned there, making eight, in all at that port, viz .:—“ L’Algesiras ” (just 
commissioned), “ l’Annamite,” “ le Mythe,” “ le Bien lio-a,” “1’Aveyron,” “la Cor- 
r6zc,” “ le Calvados,” “ 1’Orne.” 

A large number of seamen are being sent from the northern ports, viz., Brest, 
Cherbourg, Lorient, to Toulon, but for what purpose this concentration is taking 
place does not appear. 

Admiral Thomasset. will be appointed to the command of the Reservo Squadron 
about the end of next week, and will take command on the 1st August. 

Rear-Admiral Pierre has already hoisted liis flag at Brest, in the “ SurveiHaute,” 
I believe. 

Nothing certain has yet transpired as to where this squadron will bo employed, 
but it will doubtless be the Mediterranean. 

1 have the honour also to add, for your Excellency’s information and that of the 
[1196] 4 M 
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Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, the detailed appropriation of the grant of 
7,835,000 fr. voted to the navy by the Chamber on the 19tli instant. 

As shown by the Expose dcs Motifs the credits were required— 

(1.) Eor the commissioning and maintenance for a period of six months of a 
squadron of reserve, consisting of eight iron-clads and three cruizcrs ; 

(2.) Eor the works of repair necessary to those ships, for the maintenance of 
which no money has been provided, and which can be usefully employed pending the 
completion of those still under construction; 

(3.) To defray the expenses of the three ships already put in commission, viz., 
the “ Thetis,” “ Sartlie,” and “ Covvezc,” as well as the cost of three passenger steamers 
which were put into requisition to convoy refugees from Alexandria. The amount of 
these sums make a total of 7,835,000 fr., which will be found apportioned in the 
several chapters of the Budget of 18S2 as follows (copy inclosed).

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that an order has this day been 
signed and issued by Ilis Highness the Khedive by which Arabi Pasha is dismissed from 
his post as Minister of War. 

A Proclamation by the Khedive, in reply to those published by Arabi Pasha, 
inclosed in my despatch No. 174 of the 21st instant, is now being printed, and will be 
issued this evening ; and, at the same time, separate communications will be addressed 
to the Colonels in the army. I shall have the honour of forwarding to your Lordship 
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copies of the above-mentioned documents as soon as they can be obtained. As the 
Ministry have now abandoned all idea of hostility, and are openly showing their loyalty 
to the Khedive, Sir A. Colvin requests me to submit to your Lordship his opinion that 
it would be advisable to re-establish diplomatic relations with them, Arabi Pasha being, 
ot couise, excluded from their number. Such a step would materially assist the 
Egyptian Ministry in their efforts to win the people back to their allegiance to Tcwfik 
Pasha, and would reassure the Ministers themselves as to the intentions of the English 
Government. 

In a private interview which he had with the Egyptian Minister of Finance, 
Sir A. Colvin was at pains to explain that the opposition displayed by the Control to 
the two Ministries of which Arabi formed part was grounded on the fact that they 
would be fatal to the Law of Liquidation, and was totally distinct from any political or 
international considerations. 

Arabi Pasba being now disowned by the Khedive, it becomes a great object to 
regain the confidence of the country, and to prove publicly that the opposition formerly 
offered by Her Majesty’s Representative was directed against the military clique who 
were, by their policy, threatening the destruction of the status quo and imperilling the 
finances of the country, and not against a Ministry loyally supporting, and voluntarily 
retained by, the Khedive. 

Sir A. Colvin considers that his explanations were in great measure successful, and 
he believes that, if the present Egyptian Ministry were now to be recognized by Her 
Majesty’s Government (without, of course, affecting the Khedive’s liberty of action in 
continuing or changing it hereafter), a go'od impression would be generally produced; 
and in the event of such a step meeting with the approbation of your Lordship, he 
would propose that the Controllers be authorized again to attend the meetings of the 
Council.

11 is Excellency slated that he was informed that the 
French Ambassador, when he made the same communication to (fount Kalnoky, had 
dwelt on the Canal portion of the question in consequence of M. de Lesseps having 
expressed by telegraph his fears that the Canal was in immediate danger. 

The purport of Count Kalnoky’s answer to the communication, as given to me by 
his Excellency, had been that, in the first place, the Porte will have to give an answer to the 
identic note of the loth instant, and that the decision as to what was to be done would 
depend upon that reply, lie recognized the danger to the Canal, and said that any 
measures taken for its security would meet with no opposition on the part of Germany 
and Austria. The difficulty for Austria was to give a mandate. There would be great 
difficulty created by the preliminary limitations which would have to he attached to the 
mandate, and there would be difficulty a bo as regards the Legislative bodies. It was 
impossible to calculate the result of warlike operations undertaken by Great Powers, The 
interest of Austria was secondary in Egypt; the position of France and England was of 
a different character; the dual action of the two Powers had been established. He 
believed that unanimity would be impossible, and that without unanimity the sanction 
would he of no use. Austria would put no obstacle in the way of any Power that should 
umlei take to look to the security of the Canal and the re-cstablislnncnt of order in 
Egypt if the Porte should decline the task, but she would not undertake to give a mandate 
considering the responsibilities that might attach to it. 

I stated, as 1 had already done to Count Munster, that no application had been 
made for material assistance, but that it was not unreasonable that Austria should be 
asked to give her moral support to work which was to be done for the good of all; that 
I should have been glad to have a more decided sanction from the Powers; yet that I 
noted with satisfaction that Austria gave us her good wishes and good-will, which gives 
us that liberty of action which we have always reserved for ourselves.

Two days 
ago a larg'e fire broke out, and a native was found trying to burn a house close to the 
landing-place, and last night an Arab was caught with matches and petroleum 
preparing to light a fresh five. Petroleum is always used. 

It may he pointed out that, whereas on the 15th instant whole streets were still on 
fire, houses were being lighted in every minute, natives were murdering natives for 
loot, the streets were impassable, the town full of corpses, the fire is now quite extinct, 
incendiarism and plunder stopped, the streets clear, and the coipses buried; and that 
in effecting all this the English police have only indicted capital punishment in four 
instances.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 4S1 of this day’s date respecting the measures 
adopted by the British authorities, after the bombardment of Alexandria, for the restora¬ 
tion of order in the town, your Lordship will remember that on the 14th instant the 
English force on shore was dangerously small, being, indeed, barely sufficient to guard 
the gates of the town and the Palace of Ras-el-Tin; that, nothing positive being known 
as to the whereabouts of Arabi Pasha and his army, a sudden attack was momentarily 
expected, and had to he provided for; and that under these circumstances it was vitally 
important to establish some degree of order and quiet in the town at once by the only 
means possible, viz., by making a few examples among the incendiaries, who were 
extremely active, and amongst the pillagers, by whom all the shops and houses in the 
European quarter were being ransacked. 

As a proof of the necessity of strong measures for the repression of incendiarism, it 
may he mentioned that fresh tires were observed up to the 17th instant; that only two 
days ago a large lire broke out, and a native was found in the act of setting fire to a 
house close to the landing-place; and that even last night an Arab was arrested with 
matches and cans of petroleum in liis hands, preparing to light a fresh fire. It has been 
found that tree use lias been made of petroleum by all these incendiaries. 

The success which has attended the steps enumerated in my above-mentioned 
despatch is very remarkable. On the 15th instant, when the Admiral’s Proclamation 
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was published, whole streets were still on (ire in various parts of the town; fresh fires 
were constantly making their appearance; flic natives were fighting for the possession of 
plunder, and killing one another; the streets were blocked by the fallen debris and had 
become impassable, and corpses were lying about on all sides. Now, however, the fires 
have been extinguished; incendiarism and pillaging are at an end ; the streets have been 
cleared, and the bodies of the dead have been buried. I think it is a matter for con¬ 
gratulation that the police force, under Lord C. Lores ford, should have only inflicted 
capital punishment in four instances in effecting such a revolution.

Unless in the meantime M. de Freyeinet hears from you to the contrary, Ik* will 
dispatch at 2 o’clock to-morrow to the French Ambassador at Constantinople the 
telegram proposed in your No. 107, and amended by him; and he will at the same 
time send the Ambassador a separate telegram, not to lie read to the Conference, 
instructing him to press in the Conference the adjunction of a third Power, and 
authorizing him to tell the Italian Ambassador that Italy would be very cordially 
welcomed by France and England as the third Power. 

He begs Her Majesty’s Government clearly to understand that the action of the 
French Government will be strictly confined to the protection of the Canal; that their 
co-operation for that purpose will be limited to naval measures and to the occupation 
of certain points on the Canal itself; and that, although they would not object to an 
expedition by England into the interior of Egypt, they could not join in any such 
expedition. 

They will probably bring a Bill into the Chamber to-morrow to enable them to 
act to this extent, but no further.

He says that military intervention in Egypt generally, for political or other objects, 
has never yet been formally considered in the Council of Ministers, but that he knows 
enough of the opinions of his colleagues to be sure that they arc averse to taking part 
in any such intervention at trie present moment. 

In the first place, the Ministers of War and Marino consider that the season is 
most unfavourable, and that at least half the troops Avould perish from sickness if 
operations were undertaken before November. 

Secondly, there is, M. de Freyeinet says, a general opinion among his colleagues 
that Arabi loses strength by the lapse of time; that his own troops and the Egyptian 
people are getting tired of him, and that delay will much increase the facility of over¬ 
throwing him. 

L answered that our experience seemed to me to run directly contrary to this 
opinion, and to show that it would be extremely perilous to leave Arabi in possession 
of power for two or three months more.

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On the other hand, many of the native Christians, and some of the foreigners, 
displayed signs of a most puerile fear, which might have soon degenerated into a 
panic. 

With a view to the preservation of public tranquillity, I considered it my duty to 
place myself in communication, not only with the superior authorities, hut with some 
of my influential friends amongst the Moslems, urging them to take immediate steps 
to calm the existing excitement among tlicir co-religionists, and warning them against 
any evil consequences which might ensue from it if not checked, for which they would 
he held responsible. 

I am happy to he able to report to your Excellency that my remonstrances had 
the desired effect, as both the authorities and the private individuals to whom I 
addressed myself, being convinced of the force of my representations, applied them¬ 
selves vigorously to use all their influence to put down the agitation, which has now 
considerably abated if it has not entirely ceased. 

So far all is well, and I trust will remain so ; hut I do not pretend to foretell, or to 
he able to forestall, what may happen in the future, though your Lordship may rely 
upon my exerting myself to the utmost, and using all my influence to prevent any 
disorders from taking place in Syria. 

In this I should he greatly assisted by the presence of a small ship of war, if one 
can he spared, to show the British flag at the various ports of the coast, which would 
have the effect of encouraging the timid, and, to a certain extent, overawe the 
turbulent.

I YESTERDAY repaired to Yikliz, in accordance with the Sultan’s orders, llis 
Majesty began by saying that he wished me to regard what he was about to commu¬ 
nicate as strictly secret and confidential. It was with this view that lie had requested 
me to come unattended by a Dragoman ; for it was desirable that what fell from him 
should not be known even to his own Ministers until lie had ascertained whether Her 
Majesty’s Government would agree to the proposals lie now desired to submit. 

His Majesty then proceeded to refer to the fact of my having drawn his attention, 
through the late Grand Vizier and Rescind 13ey, to the danger which might accrue to 
his sovereign rights in Egypt from that section of politicians in England who were begin¬ 
ning to advocate a coalition vvitli the National party and the establishment of a native 
Arab Government. These warnings, T explained, T had felt it my duty to send in view of 
the risk he would incur if, abdicating his authority, he remained a passive spectator of 
the present anarchy in Egypt. J Lis Majesty admitted the danger, but ho added 
that the peril of such a solution would be as great to England as to Turkey, for 
an Arab Government would have innumerable opportunities of undermining English 
authority in India. Under these circumstances, he had come to the conclusion that, as 
the interests of England and Turkey were identical, it would he advisable for the two 
Governments to enter into a secret and intimate alliance, with the view not only of 
averting the foregoing contingency, but also in order to prevent other foreign 
Governments, who had established some sort of footing in Egypt—which, perhaps, it 
might he impossible to ignore—from aggrandizing their actual ascendency, or acquiring 
fresh rights of interference. 

Having exhibited, with considerable force, the advantages which would accrue 
both to England and Turkey from such a cordial understanding, llis Majesty went on 
to say that lie would now explain to me why it was that lie had not been able to make 
up his mind to send troops to Egypt, llis late Agents, Ahmed Essad and Lcbib 
Ellendi, had just returned from Alexandria. They had given him a deplorable 
account of ihe incompetence, imbecility, and weakness of Tew file Pasha, and had 
convinced him that it was out of the question to regard His Highness as a possible 
Ruler. He was a man who was quite incapable of maintaining his authority. When 
Arabi Pasha drew a sword in his presence, and one of his Circassian Aides-de-camp 
had wanted to shoot him on the spot, he had had the weakness to forbid him doing so. 
M hat was to be expected of such a person ? Even supposing that troops were sent to 
re-establish his prestige, the moment they were withdrawn his incapacity would 
reproduce itself, and a fresh crisis would recur. The personality of the Khedive must 
bo a matter of indifference to the English Government. There was still a further 
reason which had actuated llis Majesty’s conduct. Tewlik Pasha was not the rightful 
heir. llis possession of the Khcdiviatc was contrary to the “Cherif,” or Sacred Law 
of Islam, according to which llalim Pasha, the eldest member of the house of 
Mehcmet Ali, would be the proper Ruler of Egypt. Moreover, Halim Pasha would 
make an excellent Governor, lie possessed intelligence and ability. Though he had 
been unable to see much of him, llis Majesty had a great liking both for him and for 
his sister, the Princess Zcineb. He also pitied his present unfortunate condition as an 
exile at Constantinople, with a dilapidated fortune. If England was afraid that 
Halim would be inclined to favour Erencli interests, that was a danger against which 
the two Governments of Great Britain and Turkey could guard. Each could inform 
the other of the symptoms of such an inclination, and by their united action, by 
menaces and other means, they could easily keep the new Khedive in the right path. 
His Majesty was tired of the Egyptian question, and wanted to he rid of it. Tho 
nominat ion of Halim would obviate every difficulty ; it would satisfy everybody. It 
would prevent the further effusion of blood, would render the dispatch of troops 
unnecessary, and would give ample security for the future.

A part of this article is devoted to correcting the fantastical ideas which have 
been propagated by the press in Italy relative to Arabi and his followers, the results 
of whose operations are now, almost for the first time, depicted in their true colours 
by Italian journalism, always excepting, it is right to say, the “ Italic.” 

“ People may write respecting the person of Arabi Pasha and his fanatical 
followers, travestied for the occasion as the National party, as many romances as 
they please, but facts do not change, and these must be termed the massacres of 
Alexandria, the economical ruin of Egypt, the exodus of the Europeans, the work of 
fifty years of civil government destroyed. If the so-called National party of Arabi 
and liis companions wore to triumph in Egypt, have the politicians of'sentiment 
ever asked themselves what is the future reserved for that country ?”

Admiral Sir B. Seymour to the Secretary to the Admiralty. 

Sir, “ Invincible,” at Alexandria, July 14, 1882. 

I HAVE the honour to request that you will acquaint the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty that, in consequence of the arduous nature of my duties since the 
11th instant, I regret I am unable to send a detailed account at present of the attack 
on the forts of Alexandria. 

2. Having failed to obtain compliance with the demands which I was directed to 
make on the de facto rulers of Egypt, I attacked the batteries on the northern face of 
Alexandria and the south-western works simultaneously on the morning of the 
11th instant, and succeeded in silencing tlie forts at 5'30 P.M., when I made a signal 
to cease firing. 

3. On the morning of the 12th I ordered the “ Temcrairo” and “ Inflexible ” to 
engage Port Pharos, and after two or three shots had been tired a flag of truce was 
hoisted on Fort Ras-el-Tcen, and I then sent my Flag Lieutenant—the lion. Iledworth 
Lambton—in to discover the reason, and from his report there is no doubt it was 
simply a ruse to obtain time; and as negotiations failed, my demand being to sur¬ 
render the batteries commanding the Boghaz Channel, one shot was fired into the 
Moix barracks battery earthwork, when a flag of truce was again hoisted. I then 
sent Lieutenant and Commander Morrison into the harbour in the “Helicon,” and on 
his going on hoard the Khedive’s yacht “ Maliaroussa ” he found she had been 
deserted, and he reported on his return after dark his belief that the town had been 
evacuated. 

4. Yesterday morning I steamed into the harbour in the “ Invincible,” with 
the “Penelope” and “Monarch” following, and landed a party to take possession of 
Ras-el-Tcen. 

5. I regret to say that the city of Alexandria has suffored greatly by fire and 
pillage. 

C. At 4‘45 p.3i. His Highness the Khedive arrived and proceeded to the Palace, 
where I placed a guard of 700 marines for his protection, and to occupy the 
peninsula. 

7. In the evening a party of blue-jackets landed with a Gatling gun, and cleared 
some streets of the Arabs who wore setting fire to and pillaging the town. 

8. I have to express my great admiration of the manner in which the officers 
and men of the squadron carried out their various duties, reflecting the greatest 
credit on all concerned; and I would make especial mention of Captain Walter 
Hunt Grubbo, C.B., of tho “ Sultan,” the senior officer in command of the northern 
division.

Arms are 
distributed to all comers, the total force being now estimated at 30,000 men. There is 
no lack of provisions and horses. Arabi’s officers state that the English terms are the 
dismissal of Arabi Pasha himself, the disbandment of his army, and the organization of 
a foreign or Turkish gendarmerie; they declare all these demands to be inadmissible.

Sheikh Ahmed Essad goes on to say 
that if Ottoman troops are sent otherwise than for the purpose of driving the English 
out of the country, Egypt will be lost to the Caliphate. If, however, they are sent in 
support of the National party, the personal prestige of Arabi would diminish and 
Egyptian opinion would rally to the Sultan.

THE French Charge d’Affaires called upon me yesterday evening, and made to 
me the following communication from M. do Ereyeinct, in answer to the proposals of 
Her Majesty’s Government, which were contained in my telegrams Nos. 197 and 503 
to your Excellency of the 21st and 22nd instant respectively:— 

1. The French Government were (irmly resulted to separate the question of 
protecting the Suez Canal from that of intervention properly so called, and conse¬ 
quently to limit tlieir action to what was necessary for the former object. 

2. In their view the protection of the Canal, independently of the circulation of 
vessels of war, consists in tlio effectual occupation of certain points along the hanks 
(one or two, as far as the French Government arc concerned). M. do Frcycinet 
mentions 2,000 men as about the proper number for each point. 

3. The French Government will abstain from any operation in the interior of 
Egypt except for the purpose of repelling direct acts of aggression. If, therefore, 
the English troops think tit to undertake such operations, they must not count upon 
French co-operation. 

4i. The French Government defer the occupation of the points above referred to 
so long as the security of the Canal is not really threatened (wlihh it is not at 
this moment), or so long as the fresh-water conduits are not interrupted by the 
Egyptians. 

M. d’Aunay added that M. dc Ereyeinct thought the landing of troops for the 
purpose of occupying the points was not unlikely to entail stoppage of tlio water 
supply, and this was his reason for wishing to defer the operation as long as 
possible. 

I answered that I had already received a telegram from your Excellency to the 
same effect as the communication just made to me. 

I said I understood from it that France offered no objection to an advance into 
the interior on our part if we decided to make it. I hoped also that full discretion 
would he given to the French Admiral to land men at the points indicated in ease of 
danger to the Canal, so that no possible failure should take place from want of 
preparation if an attack was made. 

M. d’Aunay said it was certain that M. dc Frcycinet wished it to he understood 
that the French Government had no objection to our advance if we decided to 
make it. 

Any extension of the plan on the part of the French would only take place after 
a new arrangement.

“ 'flic French force to patrol between Ismailia and Port Said. 

“ The English force to patrol the remainder of the Canal. 

“ The French force to hold Port Said and Kantara. 

“ The English force to hold Ismailia and Suez. 

“ The English force to supplement the French force where requisite, and to be 
relieved by French troops as they arrive. 

“ Details to be arranged on the spot by the Admirals commanding. 

“ These measures of protection shall not interfere with the ordinary navigation of 
the Canal, and shall cease as soon as the occasion for them has passed.” . 

You will agree with M. de Freycinet upon the manner in which this Protocol had 
best be communicated to the other Powers and to the Porte.

THE telegraph having reported your Lordship to have expressed in House of 
Lords yesterday hope of the participation of Italy in measures for protection of Suez 
Canal, I have thought it better to prepare Minister for Foreign Adairs, confidentially, 
for the application to be made to the Italian Government on this subject as soon as 
French Charge d’Affaires receives his instructions, and to endeavour to ascertain his 
views upon it. 

It was agreed that what passed on this occasion was to be considered quite private 
and unofficial. 

He considers that measures for the protection of the Canal mean [? exclusively] 
intervention for re-establishing order in Egypt. Discussing the question from this 
point, the impression I derived is that he would not be unfavourable, provided every 
means of inducing the Porte to concert were to fail, and that some sort of sanction 
could be obtained from the other Powers.

Her Majesty's Government are prepared to entertain any proposals made on behalf 
of Arabi provided they are bond Jide, but it should be understood that they would be 
ready to accept no terms short of complete submission. 

If, however, the Malunoudieh Canal were reopened, such a step would be accepted 
as an earnest of his good intentions. 

Her Majesty’s Government having every confidence in the firmness of Sir A. Colvin, 
are willing to leave much to his own discretion as to any promises of indulgence and as 
to his action generally in conducting any negotiations. 

Meanwhile Her Majesty’s Government will not relax their military preparations.

So far no expenses have been inciu’rcd by this Consulate, but I suppose 1 shall 

have to pay for the water supplied to the light-ship “Zenobia” for use of the 

refugees. . , ,, , 

In conclusion, I must state that I cannot adequately express the very great 
obligations I am under to Commander Edwards, of Iler Majesty’s ship “ Beady, who, 
hy liis uniform thoughtfulness and the invaluable assistance he afforded me, consi¬ 
derably facilitated my work and the embarkation of the British subjects. 

I have also to inform your Lordship that I received great help from Lieutenant 
A. W. Paget, who, under orders from Commander Edwards, had been attached to this 
Consulate 3 for several days and greatly lightened my labours. .

I BEG to inform you that for some days past the Egyptian war vessels 
« Dongola ” and “ Jaffcria ” have been under steam, evidently intending to leave the 

^Hawsers were also carried across from the “Khartoum,” G guns, to the opposite 
side of the dock, with the apparent intention of warping her broadside on to the 
British squadron should they attempt to attack. 

Commander Edwards, of Iler Majesty’s ship “ Beady,” fearing that perhaps if 
either of the two former vessels left that they might enter the Canal or commit some 
depredations on British property down the coast, kept his squadron under banked 
fires and ready for immediate action, telegraphing to the Admiralty for instructions. 

Last night, acting upon instructions received from the Admiralty, Commander 
Edwards wro°to to the Senior Officer of the Egyptian navy here, informing him that at 
present Egyptian war vessels would not be allowed to leave the port without permission 

and being searched. . . , 

This notification, of which I inclose a copy, was given using the name and 
authority of His Highness the Khedive. The town remains quiet, and there is no 
appearance of any fortifications or other military preparations being made.

IN puisuance of mstiuctions received, I hereby notify to you that no Egyptian 
vessels, cither men-of-war or mercantile, will be permitted at present to leave Port 
Ibiahim, the liaiboui of Suez, unless special application is made to me before leavin'* 
their moorings. ° 

This permission being granted, they wall anchor in the outer roadstead for the 
purpose of being searched, within one nautical mile of the dock entrance, taking care 
not to pass to the southward of the British ships of war. 

Any vessels failing to comply with these restrictions will be responsible for the 
consequences. 

These orders have been issued by and with the authority of His Highness the 
Khedive. ° 

No Egyptian vessels will on any account be permitted to leave the port at 
night. 

Search of Egyptian vessels is not intended in any way to interfere with them 
ordinary pursuits or the conveyance of mails, but all munitions of war will be 
confiscated and retained for the disposal of His Highness the Khedive. 

In-coming Egyptian vessels will be warned by me before entering the harbour 
that they can only proceed to sea again under the above restrictions.

POS1AL communications between Port Saul and Alexandria being interrupted, 
I bavo the honour to forward to your Lordship this letter, which I should otherwise 
have addressed to Her Majesty’s Acting Consul-General. 

On the night of Sunday, 9tli July, I received from Her Majesty’s Acting Consul- 
General the following telegraphic message in cypher :— 

“ You should embark British subjects to-morrow as best you can. Admiral sends 
further orders to Commander of man-of-war to embark all needing assistance.” 

I had previously received and acted on a telegram from Her Majesty’s Consul- 
General, instructing me to tell British subjects to hold themselves in readiness for 
such a notice, and on the night of the 9th July, and next morning, a very lar<*e 
number of Biitish, Italian, Greek, German, and Austrian subjects took refuge in 
vessels in the harbour, as did also many Ercncli subjects by their Consul’s recom¬ 
mendation. 

On Monday, 10th July, his Excellency the Governor-General issued a Circular to 
the Consuls, of which I inclose a translation. 

On Wednesday, 12th July, 1 went with Captain Seymour, B.N., of Her Majesty’s 
ship “ Iris, the officer in command here, to his Excellency the Governor-General, and 
told him that I had heard unofficially of what had occurred at Alexandria, that I 
regarded him as the Bcpresontativo of His Highness the Khedive, the friend and ally 
of Her Majesty, and trusted that tho cordial relations which had always existed 
between us would continue, and that the British flag at my Consulate would still be 
treated with the respect which had always been shown to it. 

r i ho Governor answered that ho fully reciprocated these sentiments, that it was 
his hope and conviction that nothing would disturb the amity which had always 
existed between His Highness and Her Majesty, and that ho felt sure that the respect and 
goodwill, both of the authorities and of tho native population of Port Said, would 
always be exhibited both to Her Majesty’s flag and to Her Majesty’s subjects.’ 

A good many of the Maltese and protected subjects who took refuge on board 
ship havo since returned to their homes of their own accord. The English-born 
residents in Port Said are few, and I believe that not one amongst us has made any 
change in his usual habits of life, or has experienced the slightest injury or incivility. 

I caused to be put on board such of the sick in the hospital as were willing to go and 
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able to bear removal. But I felt obliged to incur the responsibility of not removing' 
from the prison, in wliieh they were undergoing sentence, some men of very bad 
character. One of my motives was the fear of what might occur f they 
were to resist, or try to escape from the escort of Egyptian soldiers, who would have 

to take them through the streets to the harbour. . , 

With regard to the flag, I have been invited by both the officers lately and at 
present in command here to go on board with the flag as soon as I entertain any 
apprehensions of any insult being offered to it. In fact, I have no such apprehension^ 
though I feel the responsibility which I incur by remaining ashore with it, as, on 
account, of what has happened at Alexandria, it may be considered more exposed to 
affront than the flag of any other Bower. I will not fail to remove it, as snon as I 
receive any warnings, or perceive any signs, of its being m danger—knowing that I 
am bomffito bo urn re careful of it‘than I might think it necessary to be of my 

PC1S °In\hf meantime, I can only hope that my having as yet kept it on shore will 
receive your Lordship’s favourable construction. ^

WHILST thanking your Excellency for the telegraphic communications ot news 
concerning Egyptian affairs, which have been of the greatest use to mo in helping mo 
to dispel inaccurate and exaggerated reports that had commenced to raise a hostile 
feeling among Mussulmans against ioreigners and Christians, L think, perhaps, the 
following few observations that 1 have been able to make with regard to the tone o 
the native Mahommedan mind on passing events may not he quite without interest to 

^ Since' and even before the commencement of the Constantinople Conference it 
became apparent that the sentiment which so clearly marks the separation betu cen. 
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Christians and Mussulmans was on the increase, and was gathering strength under 
Government encouragement. 

The riot at Alexandria, the exodus of Europeans from Egypt, and the forbearance 
in punishing the rioters, stimulated further the anti-Christian feeling; and the 
question of expelling by a simultaneous uprising all foreigners from the Ottoman 
dominions became the chief topic of conversation in the bazaars. 

I believe it would he found that I am not wrong in coining to the conclusion, 
after discussing the matter with Moslems of the better class, that if the Porte fancies 
it is strengthening itself by awakening hostility against the Christian world, it is 
leaning on a broken reed. 

The hopeless decay of the Osnvmli Sultanate is the one conviction which has at 
present possession of the Mahommedan mind here, and, I presume, in most other 
parts of Turkey; and the alarm which it gives rise to can only bo allayed from time to 
time by the hope that a remedy will appear through Divine interposition. 

There has been no sympathy for the Sultan in the Egyptian question; it has 
entirely centred in Achmet Arahi Pasha as the expected saviour of Islam. Had 
further success attended the Pasha’s schemes, I fully believe, if open disorder did not 
occur in the Empire, that at all events vast numbers of Mahommedans would have 
attempted to join the Egyptians. 

It is probable that a momentary reaction will now arise whim it is found that 
Arahi Pasha has not boon favoured uilh superhuman support; but the expectation of 
a Redeemer will continue to grow and increase as a danger to the Sultan’s authority 
as long as the latter has not the moral courage to sti(lc in the hud each recurring 
attempt to establish, either by a league, a military combination, or some other such 
force, an administration not deriving its power from the Porte.

My Lord, Therapia, July 19, 18S2. 

AT the ninth meeting of the Conference, held to-day, the I?reach Ambassador 
and I presented the proposal relative to the defence of the Suez Canal, set forth in 
your Lordship’s telegram No. 397 of the 17th instant. AYe insisted strongly on the 
obvious danger to which, not only tin* Canal itself, but the ships which traverse it 
would he exposed at tin* hands of marauding Arab tribes and the disaffected troops of 
Arahi, and we called upon the Conference to consider with us the means whereby it 
might he best protected. 

None of our colleagues showed any inclination to dispute the considerations wo 
urged, lmt both Baron Calico and the German Charge d’Afiaircs exhibited a marked 
unwillingness to discuss our propositions. 

The Austrian Ambassador suggested that, inasmuch as the risk to the Canal 
constituted an obvious case of force majeure, it would he far more convenient that 
England alone, or Prance and England, should deal with the matter on their own 
initiative, without seeking to involve the Conference in any responsibility in the 
matter. 

M. dc riirsehfeldt followed in the same sense, and declared that ho had no 
instructions authorizing him even to consider the question. 

Count Corti said that he was in a position to discuss the proposition of the English 
and Ercneli Ambassadors, but not to pronounce an opinion. 

The Russian Charge d’A ITa ires also represented himself as without instructions, in 
spite of my having acquainted him with the substance of Sir Edward Thornton’s 
No. 30, repeated in your Lordship’s No. 401 of the 18th instant. 

After a desultory and unsatisfactory conversation had continued for sumo time, I 
observed that England and Prance having shown their willingness to associate them¬ 
selves with Europe in the consideration of this important subject, and to profit by the 
counsels and co-operation of the Representatives of the other Governments, the way in 
which our advances were met seemed to imply a desire upon the part of those Powers 
that we should go forward alone; in fact, they were forcing upon us the responsibility 
of dealing by ourselves with all ad interim contingencies. 
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Tlic Austrian Ambassador then ashed me whether, if the Turks replied a 
tivcly to the note we had already transmitted to the Porte, I should consider myse 
still hound to press the present proposition. I replied that the protection ot tbejs icz 
Canal, though connected with the general subject of the pacification of bgypt, a 
distinct question, and that, although I did not like replying to inquiries based upon a 
hypothesis, I had no hesitation in saying that, even under the circumstances mentioned 
by Baron Calico, I should still urge the Conference to take the precaution suggested y 
the Governments of France and England, and to come to a special decision wi 
reference to the protection of the Canal, if possible Avitli the assent ol turkey. 

When we came to draw up our identic telegram, it was proposed to conehide it 
with a form of words implying a demand for instructions on the part of those who hatl 
received none. Neither M. do llirschfeldt nor the Austrian Ambassador would agree 
to this, as they said that such a request would imply an expectation upon their part ot 
an answer which was an impression they did not leel authorized to comey.

THE llepresentatives met informally yesterday lor the purpose ol arranging loi 
the reunion of the Conference, if possible, to-morrow, with the co-operation ol the 

Turkish Delegate. . , , .. P 

After we had separated the German Charge d’Alfaires broached the question ot 
Halim kasha’s candidature, and pleaded his cause with some vehemence, as the 
acceptance of his candidature by the Bowers would, ho felt convinced, be Hie only 
condition upon which the Sultan would agree to intervene in Egypt. Tf, therefore, 
we still desired Turkish intervention, would it not be better to acquiesce 111 tho 

Sultan’s terms ? . 

I replied that, though avc certainly had desired and continued to desire lurkisn 
intervention, and had done our best to secure it, it seemed to me that public opinion 
in England was getting tired of the hesitations and irresolution of the Sultan, and 
that there was a growing inclination to act independently of Turkey. In any event, 
I added, we certainly would not purchase the Sultan’s assistance at the price ot 
sacrificing Tewlik. E\ervone was agreed that both the existing Firmans and the 
status quo should be maintained and re-established, but a proposition to change t lie 
succession was in direct contradiction with both these objects. Neither did we admit 
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that Tcwlik Pasha was incapable or incompetent as a Euler. At one time he might 
have sliowm weakness, but events bad evidently educated him. Nothing could have 
been better than his recent conduct, lie had risked his life rather than sacrifice his 
dignity or prove false to his sense of duty. Not only France and England, but all (lie 
other Powers had agreed, in the note sent by the Conference to the Porte, to maintain 
him, and both England and France were bound in honour and by tho most obvious 
considerations not to desert him. Moreover, I asked, what reason had we to believe 
that the substitution of Halim for Tewiik would improve the situation or emancipate 
the civil authority from the control of the military faction ? Above all things, just 
at the moment that avc Averc on the point of stamping out Arabi and his associates, 
to put upon the throne of Egypt a man who, ex-liypotlie.si, was a nominee of the 
revolutionary party, Avouhl be most inopportune, and calculated to render the future of 
Egypt still more unstable. 

Having- been joined by the French Ambassador, M. de Hirschfcldt again repeated 
to us both, in very positive terms, the statement he had made to me on the previous 
day, namely, that the Northern Governments would never agree to a mandat, and 
that it Avould be better for us to go forward at once by ourselves; that everyone 
admitted that the reserve we had made under the term force majeioe would cover any¬ 
thing that avc might wish to do in Egypt, from the garrisoning of the Canal to the 
occupation of Cairo, and that no Government, least of all his own, would dream of 
discouraging us. The Austrian Ambassador had previously used pretty much the 
same language at the recent sitting. 

I conclude from the foregoing that the Cabinets of Berlin and Vienna are 
anxious that we should act in Egypt without requiring their sanction, with a view, 
perhaps, of maintaining the friendly relations Austria is anxious to cultivate with the 
Porte for her own purposes, uncompromiscd.

GRACE EFFEXDI, assistant station-master at Alexandria (Moliarrem Bey), 
states that Arabi Pasha left Alexandria on the 11th instant at 5 l’.u. by Canal to 
Kafr-cl-Downr, having instructed his soldiers to loot and fire the city, and IoIIoav him 
on Wednesday, the 12tli. About 130 or 200 soldiers accordingly left on Wednesday 
by rail, and the rest went by road or canal, all laden with plunder. 

Grace Efiendi went to Cairo on Thursday and returned on Friday. lie heard 
dreadful stories of Christians being hilled. Between Kair-el-Dowar and Mallaha ho 
counted fourteen dead bodies. 

Mr. Xcufeld reports that Cairo was quiet up to the 15th; wounded soldiers 
arriving by train. Some cavalry left for Damanliour on the loth, lie adds that 
Arabi’s authority seems of little account with the army in Cairo. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s coachman left Cairo on the 11th July with 300 other Europeans, 
and arrived safely at Ismailia.

Extract from Report of Intelligence Department. 

M. LE MUSURIER having reported that a certain Ilanncfi Efiendi, who desig¬ 
nated himself a Director-General of Railways and Controller of Telegraphs, and is said 
to have received such appointment from Arabi Pasha, went to the Gabarri Railway 
Station two or three days ago, and was in the act of causing the removal of some 
engines and rolling stoeh, we tooh the opportunity of speaking to Zeclii Pasha, one of 
the Commissioners of the Railway, on the subject. This officer, who had been himself 
present on the occasion in question, explained that the unusual and unjustifiable order 
given caused him to report the matter to Ilis Highness the Khedive. The act of 
sending off the engines, &c., was only prevented by the destruction of the line at a 
point a little removed from Gabarri. Zeclii Pasha states that Ilanncfi Efiendi is now 
in Alexandria, living with his brother in one of the railway houses. It seems 
desirable that lie should give an account of his conduct, and either be arrested, or give 
security for his attendance when called upon. Zeclii Pasha, moreover, states that 
Hanneft Efiendi was formerly employed in the railway, but is now, or was quite 
lately, under the Minister of the Interior. 

Mr. Gibson reports that of the three men sent out by the Khedive to Arabi’s 
camp one only has returned. His story was that lie passed two lines of outposts with 
little difficulty, but that he was stopped at a third, a considerable distance from Arabi’s 
camp. The force u as not intrenched. He could get no particulars of its strength or 
composition, but was told it was getting demoralized. 

It is further reported that a cavalry patrol of some twenty men crossed the railway 
bridge over the Malunoudieh Canal both \esterday and to-day at Sidi Gabar. These 
men of Arabi’s are said to have followed the bank of the Canal for some little 
distance towards Alexandria.

Ahabi Pasiia. —We take the following interesting account of Arabi Pasha’s life 
from the “ Correspondence Politique.” The author is a native of Egypt, who possesses, 
to our knowledge, exceptional means of information:— 

“ Ahmed Arabi was horn of a fellah family resident in a small village in the 
Province of Charkieh, in the eastern portion of Lower Egypt, nearly on the borders of 
the desert. Tie was enlisted in the army during the reign of Saul Pasha, being, like 
other young fellahs, suited for military service, brought to the regiment tied by the 
hands. Arabi is tall, standing nearly 0 feet high ; his complexion is of the dull pale 
yellow of the fellahs of Lower Egypt; his features arc regular, his head somewhat 
pointed, with a high and retreating forehead, which last-named trait is corrected by 
the tarbouchc; his mouth is large, with lu'avv lips, and a chin square and retreating. 
It has been said that firmness is displayed in the traits of his countenance, but the 
basis of his character is obstinacy, headstrong determination, and his great gift is a 
memory which in Europe would be considered exceptional, but which is not unusual 
among his race. At the present time his physiognomy wears an expression which has 
become habitual, but which he has acquired by continued study—it might be supposed 
from his aspect that he was continually thinking and reflecting; his expression is 
always melancholy, and has a very mild and softened aspect; his eyes an* rather well¬ 
looking, black, and adorned with thick lashes. He has not a frank expression, and 
never looks any one straight in the face. He casts around furtive glances, in which 
there is no ferocity; on the contrary, his glances are rendered attractive by their very 
passiveness, and they often hinder the looker-on from noting that he never looks for 
more than a few seconds at a time at the person to whom ho is speaking. He is very 
rarely excited, but speaks softly, without hurry, and as it lie wore ever oppressed with 
a sense of weariness under the ueight, of alfairs, and of his own ideas, pressing him 
down. He walks upright, but is slightly bent. This type of man is not uncommon 
in Egypt and in the East; he might be placed in the category of the * blessed ’ whom 
Oriental philosophers describe by the Persian word bireak, that is to say ‘ colourless,’ 
taking such tone as suits for the present moment. 

“Said Pasha liked neither Turks nor Circassians, but preferred Arabs, whoso 
supple and malleable character suited him better, and it was he who first began to 
replace the foreign officers by the native Egyptians in the army. Arabi was one of 
those thus selected, and rose rapidly in rank. But the Viceroy was capricious, and 
one day he had him punished with some hundred blows of a stick, and relegated him 
to half pay. Arabi, who had learned to read and write, and had compatriots at E/.her, 
the religious University of Cairo, went thither to study science. Though he could not 
complete a course which requires about twenty years to accomplish, he learned 
sufficient to ('liable him to pass for a savant among his colleagues in the annv, who 
are for the most part very ignorant. Ismail Pasha restored him to the army, and 
from this time Arabi was looked upon by his Egyptian colleagues as a pious mul 
learned man, his conduct, moreover, being, according to Mussulman morality. 
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irreproachable. He married the daughter of the nurse of El Ilami Pasha, son of 
Abbas Pasha, who had been brought up in the Prince’s Palace; this afforded him 
somew hat of a competence. All those who were acquainted with him at that time 
assert that they had never heard him speak either of his country or of liberty, but 
that he never let pass an opportunity of inveighing against the Turks and their 
tyranny, and never concealed from his countrymen his antipathy to the dominant 
race, without, however, failing in respect to the Turks themselves, and without 
displaying to them this antipathy. During the Abyssinian campaign he managed to 
have the charge of the transport, and remained at Massawa to forward the convoys. 
After the campaign he was employed in Hie transport of sugar from the Khedive’s 
factories in Upper Egypt, and having a quarrel with the manager of the Khedive’s 
property lie returned to Cairo, and was again replaced in the army, being at the time 
lieutenant-colonel.' 

“It is not known precisely when or how Arabi became acquainted with Ali Bey El 
Itouhi, now Ali Pasha El lloubi, and Under-Secretary of State to the Ministry of the 
Soudan ; but tbc fact is that Ali Pasha was his intimate counsellor, and that lie really 
was the means of raising Arabi from his obscurity. During the years 1876-77-78 lie 
organized a sort of secret society among the fellah officers, which was not noticed, 
thanks to the events which were then engaging the attention of the Khedive and 
the State. Some weeks previous to the coup d'etat of Ismail Pasha against the 
European Ministry, several officers, among whom were Arabi and El lloubi, went to 
Ali Pasha Mouharek, a fellah of Charki&h, like themselves, and proposed to place 
him at their head to overthrow' the Khedive and the European Ministry. Ali Pasha 
Mouharek, who was a Member of the Ministry of Wilson and Bligniercs, related the 
whole to the Khedive, who had an interview with the society oT El lloubi and Arabi, 
and with their aid made the famous revolution which brought about the fall of the 
European Ministry of 1879. Ismail Pasha was too clever to allow this power to remain 
unsubdued, and he would have put it down had he remained a week or a fortnight 
longer in Egypt. This was the first public movement in which Arabi was engaged. 
El lloubi and the other officers held to their former scheme—Arabi had succeeded 
beyond tbc hopes of the secret society. The European Ministers who might hamper 
financial operations like those of the former regime had been got rid of, as well as the 
Khedive, who might have wished to get rid of the officers that had aided him to 
dismiss the Governors imposed on him by Europe. At the accession of Tewlik, the 
bulk of the public were yet ignorant of even the name of Arabi. In a short time 
afterwards the Khedive math' him Colonel, and entrusted him with a regiment. Ali 
Bey El lloubi was sent to Mansourah as President of the Tribunal of First Instance. 
But the conspiracy could not be destroyed, especially because no one in the Govern¬ 
ment, except, perhaps, the Khedive himself, looked upon if as of any real importance. 
At this time commenced the intrigues of the ex- Khodhe, of llalim Pasha, and the Porte. 
It is needless here to enter into all the various ramifications of Oriental intrigues; but 
wdiat the Western reader should comprehend is, that each party endeavoured to get 
hold of the only power that appeared to remain in Egypt, that is to say, this con¬ 
spiracy of officers, which had drawn to it a large number of non-commissioned officers, 
and even of soldiers, by promising them an increase' of pay, with belter clothing and 
rations. The tactics of Arabi, ever guided by Ali Bey El lloubi, and the intriguers of 
all the various parties, wore to awaken the interest of the people in the movement 
which he was preparing, and to which he gave the name of ‘ The Awakening of the 
National Party.’ 

“ T1 ic first military demonstration made under the leadership of Arabi Pasha was 
made under the pretext that the Law of Liquidation having regulated the debts of 
Egypt, it was necessary also to regulate the position of the army, to increase the pay, 
and to make military regulations. The Viceroy was disturbed by the exciting speeches 
of Arabi against the foreign officers ; lliaz Pasha, on the other hand, took the matter 
pretty coolly ; but the petitions and the speeches in the clubs becoming too violent, 
the Prime Minister had Arabi, Abduldal, and Ali Echini arrested, the three Colonels 
whom the Ministry wished to have tried by court-martial. Obeyd Bey, Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Guard, whose Colonel was Ali Echini, mustered his soldiers and wont to 
deliver them from prison. The consequence of this revolt was the dismissal of Osman 
Pasha Itefky, Minister of War, and his replacement by Mahmoud Pasha Sami, of the 
family of the Baroudi. While they were in prison Ali Echini and Abduldal insulted 
Arabi, accusing him of Inning loiUhem into an impossible position which would cost 
them their lives. Arabi lost none of his coolness, but replied to their insults by 
‘Have patience; God will come to our assistance.’ He knew that Obeyd Bey was to 
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come fo help them, but did not say so, and led them to believe that he had a message 
from Heaven that they should he delivered. 

“ Eiaz Pasha had promised to take up the question of the famous military laws. A 
Commission was appointed on which Arabi sat. The affair draggel on at considerable 
length. Eiaz Pasha did not promulgate its decisions. Had he done so, the so-called 
National party would, doubtless, have found other reasons for his overthrow. Eiaz 
Pasha had powerful enemies among the influential Turks in the country; all were 
working to secure his fall, which came in September 1^81. This was the second 
military demonstration led by Arabi, and already his scheme had grown larger. The 
army demanded the promulgation of the military laws and a Constitution, and pro¬ 
fessed to be acting in the name of the country. The name of Cherif Pasha was a 
standard. Prom the knowledge that he would be disposed to govern with a Chamber, 
his name was put forward. Arabi and his officers assured him of their complete 
submission and devotion, while they imposed upon him the Minister of "War. Cherif 
Pasha believed, at the end of two days’ discussion, that he had convinced Arabi of the 
untrust worthiness of Mahmoud Pasha Sami. One day Cherif Pasha said to a person, 
‘Mahmoud Pasha Sami has been got rid of.’ At 2 o’clock that afternoon Arabi and 
his officers returned with the name of Mahmoud Pasha as Minister of War. "Weary of 
the struggle, and yielding to the pressure of the Consuls, Cherif Pasha accepted the 
post of Premier to find himself speedily surrounded by insurmountable difficulties 
with the Chamber of Notables, which, led by the officers, and under their influence, 
rendered the Government of Cherif an impossibility. At length Arabi became Minister 
of War, and made his friend Mahmoud Sami Prime Minister. 

“ Before having reached the post of Minister, Arabi had already acquired a great 
influence in the Administrations. All those who were in a position to use his 
influence used to obtain from him letters of recommendation, which wore rarely 
without effect. Law is for him merely equity such as he understands it to be. Arabi 
is, doubtless, in much embarrassment at present, because he has gone too far, and 
cannot retrace his steps without the risk of being murdered by his followers. The 
ambition of rising in rank, and of improving bis pecuniary position, at first led him to 
action, and be lias gone on, little by little, Ids appetite growing by what it Inis fed on. 
When Arabi at length became Minister, lie was obliged to distribute rewards to all his 
friends. Just at the moment when lie and bis friends were accepting higher grades 
and larger emoluments came Mr. Blunt’s article in ‘The Times,’ speaking of the 
‘ honest poverty and disinterestedness’ of the leaders of the self-styled National party. 
In Cairo this article was much laughed at. Beyond a doubt a heavy responsibility for 
the events which have followed in succession in Egypt during the last winter, and 
which have resulted in the massacres of June in Alexandria, vests on Mr. Blunt 
for the encouragement which he tias given. It is, nevertheless, certain that Arabi and 
his friends had no relations with him until after having arranged beforehand the whole 
conversation and the bases of all that was to be said or left unsaid. Similar care was 
taken in communicating with Sir Wm. Gregory. But to return to the distribution 
ot promotions. Arabi gave the highest grades to Ali l’elnny, a soldier risen from the 
ranks, and scarcely able to read; to Touiba, also scarcely able to read and write ; and 
to Abduldal, of similar capacity. When he was asked why, contrary to the regula¬ 
tions, lie had made these officers Generals of Brigade without examination, lie replied 
that it Avas his will. More than 400 soldiers, non-commissioned officers, and officers 
were afterwards sent for examination and promoted. 

“ Arabi played with the partisans of Ismail Pasha till the time Avhcn the second 
Princess came from Naples to Alexandria. The danger to him then became imminent. 
He thrcAV oil the mask and declared against Ismail and his family, compelled to this 
course as lie had been by bis Council, and thus alienated the party*or Ismail, which ho 
had made use of up to that time. At the same time he was playing with the party of 
Halim, and these Avere also abandoned, because be saAv that lie bad no further occasion 
to use them, and that the Ereach, avIio Avere helping lain Avitli the object of bringing in 
Halim, bad not succeeded in their attempt. As to the Turks, they still believe, 
or, rather, pretend to belioAT, that Arabi is Avorking at their instigation and for the 
Sultan. Assad Efleudi, an Arab of Medina, who accompanied Dervish Pasha, Avas a 
semi-official intermediary between the Sultan and Arabi. It appears that lie lias made 
three journeys between them, and during one of these remained for three months in 
Arabi’s own house. This Assad EITcwli is a grand religious dignitary of the Empire, 
and in high favour at the Imperial Court. However, on the arrival of Ali Nizam 
Pasha, Arabi Avas so much dismayed at this mission that he promised Cherif Pasha all 
that be wished to get rid of the mission as quickly as possible. The mission of Dervish 
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Pasha did not frighten him so much ; he Avas prepared for it, as Dervish crime without 
material force, lie felt certain of tricking the old Pasha, or of coming to an under¬ 
standing Avitli him by the good offices of Assad Ellendi, who accompanied him. The 
European fleet at lirst astonished him, but Avhcn lie Avas assured that it Avas to remain 
inactive in any event lie made game of it, and it Avas he avIio first dubbed the iron¬ 
clads wurakeb buU'ikhr (‘ water-melon boats ’). 

“ Now that Arabi Pasha is rich and powerful liis friends have endeavoured to 
make him an idol, and he assists them, and hopes in the end to make all tlie people, 
great and small, believe that he lias been sent by God. Nevertheless, be takes no 
resolution, and undertakes nothing Avhatevcr Avitbout an understanding Avitli bis 
colleagues, Ali Echini, Abduldal, Touiba. They form a secret Council, the members 
of Avhich are not generally known, and probably are not known to each other. There 
lias been a desire evinced to carry the genealogy of Arabi up to tlie Prophet, through 
Hasson, son of Ali. As the proposed occupant of the Throne, from AA'bicli they. Avislied 
to drive the Khedive, must bo, even in the minds of Arabi’s partisans, one of the 
family of Mehomet Ali, it Avas imagined that Arabi Avas the son of Abbas Pasha, and 
of a daughter of an Arab Chief. This son of Abbas Pasha, Mouhsin Bey, existed, but 
as soon as be Avas born lie Avas sent to the tribe of bis mother. The man that took 
him thither is still living, and Avas himself present at his death at a tender age, but as 
there is only one Avitness of the death, a legend Avas speedily spread for the needs of 
the cause, and in a country Avherc the foundation of popular songs and romances is in 
the ‘Thousand and One Nights,’ the idea grew rapidly and appeared plausible. 

“The Paris ‘Eigaro’ said recently that Arabi bad come from a staff college 
instructed by Erencli officers. This is false. Arabi has been in no college save at the 
Azhar, Avhere lie learned nothing of military strategy, lie knows Arabic only, and not 
even Turkish. After the Abyssinian Avar lie had done bis Avork of providing for the 
convoys so badly that Prince llassau administered to him a severe reprimand in the 
presence of all the officers on his return from the campaign. At the end of the 
pretended conspiracy of the Circassians and their arrest, lie Avas so much afraid of them 
that he shut himself up in the barrack, and, feeling tlie absurdity of such a position, 
lie made the excuse that ‘ he Avislied to be near the prisoners.’ He had remained there 
fifteen days without going out by night or day. Since, lie nc\'cr goes out alone, but 
is always accompanied by twenty or thirty officers. Ho never repairs to the Viceroy 
nor to any Minister Avitbout being accompanied by a trumpeter and orderlies posted 
regularly along the Avay from the barrack to tlie house Avliieh be visits. On the 9tli 
June, when lie Aveut to Alexandria Avitli Bnzlieb Pasha, he came from the station to 
llas-cl-Tin at 9 P.M., Avitli ten horsemen following his carriage. None of those AAdio 
have knoAvn him remember his having performed any deed of courage, seeing that lie 
lias never been opposed to the enemy. On the other hand, many of his Turkish and 
Circassian comrades remember his lies and impostures. As for his Arab companions, 
they believe Avitli more or less fervency that lie has been sent by God to enrich and to 
give them poAver Avliieh hitherto lias been in the hands of the Turks and Europeans. 

“To-day the position of Arabi is such that if be were put down the moA'cment 
Avliieh be lias created Avould not on that account be put doAvn at once. On the 
contrary, others, such as Ali Pasha El Eoubi, Mahmoud Sami Pasha, Mahmoud 
Pasha Echini, Ali Pasha Echini, Abduldal Pasha, Touiba Pasha, Yaeoub Pasha Sami, 
and a hundred others, arc interested in carrying on the movement from the fear of 
losing the positions to Avhich they have attained, the fortunes they have gained, and 
CA r eu their lives.”

TIIE Minister of Marine laid upon the table of the Chamber of Deputies 
yesterday a Bill to grant to his Department a credit of 9,110,000 francs to provide for 
the contingencies which have been brought about by fresh events in Egypt (“pour 
paver aux evcntualites que vienneut de nous creer de nouveaux dvenements en 
Egyptc.” 

I have the honour to inclose the authentic account of the proceedings which has 
appeared in the “Journal Otlieii'l” this morning. 

The Minister of Marine was called upon to read the “Expose des Motifs” of the 
Bill, and did so. Consequently, it appears in extenso in the inclosed proceedings. 

As Captain Rice points out in the Report which I transmit to your Lordship in 
my immediately preceding despatch No. 802 of to-day, the details*given respecting 
the parts to he assigned to England and France respectively in protecting the Suez 
Canal arc in accordance with the provisional understanding come to between him and 
the [Minister of Marine. 

The credit is confined to expenses for acting with England for the protection of 
the Canal; but in order to be prepared for contingencies, the Minister proposes to 
provide for maintaining in ease of need a corps of 8,000 men for landing, which is 
about 4,000 more than the number which lie proposes to scud immediately, and which 
he agreed upon with Captain Rice. 

The “Expose des Motifs” was received with marked coldness by the Chamber.

This paragraph appeared among the arrangements settled between tbe Ercncli 
Minister of Marine and Captain Rice, and approved by the English Admiralty, and 
its omission might, perhaps, have led to inconvenience.

AS some curiosity has been expressed in the House of Commons Avith regard to 
the measures taken here for the reception of the fugitives from Egypt, I venture to 
state in a few Avords the course adopted. 

M hen the refugees first arrived the scheme of the Government Avas to send the 
destitute lo their respective provinces, or to places such as the Island of Hydra, Avliere 
there was ample accommodation and the Avill to receive them ; but it was found that 
the rclugees themselves Avero unwilling to go to the places designated, and conse¬ 
quently steps had fo be taken at the ports such as the Piraeus, Syra, and Corfu, and at 
the city of Athens, Avherc they chiefly congregated, for the entertainment of the really 
indigent amongst them. 

In rough numbers the refugees in Athens and the Piraeus amount, according to 
M. Tricoupis, to about 15,000, those in Syra to 5,000, and in Corfu to rather over 
0 , 000 . 

When M. Tricoupis gave me these figures, and also that of over 35,000 as the 
total number of fugitives, I admit I Avas not prepared to liinl his estimate so high. 

At lirsMlie police of the Piraeus took steps for the reception and housing"of the 
poorer immigrants, but Avhcn the numbers became overwhelming a Government 
Commission was formed, voluntary subscriptions Avere raised, a Ladies’ Committee 
formed, acting under Government inspiration, the indigent Avere placed in vacant 
houses and buildings, and private houses Avere offered by individuals (M. Contostavlos, 
for instance, late Greek Minister in London, gave a house as a hospital for ophthalmic 
patients). 

llations were first issued to tho needy, but their average cost of l-J- fr. por head 
per day being found too high, assistance of rather less than 1 fr. per head in money 
was given daily to those avIio required it, and between 1,000 and 2,000 persons in 
Athens and the Pirsous Avere thus daily assisted. Ey this means serious suffering has 
been averted. ‘ 3 

It must bo added that great charity has been shown by many of the richer Greek 
Egyptian merchants, avIio have housed and fed many at their own cost. Of course, 
the largest portion of the refugees had means of their own. 
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M. Tricoirpis did not give me full particulars respecting the reception of the 
fugitives at Syra and Corfu, hut said that very much the same system had been 
followed at those places. At the latter the number of indigent was so laige that 
application had been made by the local authorities to the Central Government 

PCCU Now many are preparing to return, and I understand the Government is fitting 
out a vessel to take back the refugees. A steamer has already been chartered at Syra

I should mention that, in an interview which I had with M. Mancini yesterday 
afternoon, his Excellency, in reference to the proposal in question, observed that lie did 
not quite understand whether the intention of the English and French Governments was 
that the measures to be discussed by the Conference for the safeguard of the Canal were 
with a view to the dangers of the moment, or to its future permanent safety. In the 
former case lie did not see how the discussion of those measures could well be separated 
from that of the general question of intervention for re-establishing order in Egypt; 
while, on the other hand, he should consider the second hypothesis as very properly coming 
within the sphere of the deliberations of the Conference. 

I replied that I understood the proposal of Her Majesty’s Government and the 
French Government to be that the Conference should designate the Powers who were 
to provide for the immediate safety of the Canal, but added that the point would be 
at once cleared up when the discussion in the Conference was once opened.

Marshal Canrobert said that Napoleon I had tried, but in vain, to make the 
Mediterranean a French lake, but if that great genius had succeeded, of what use, the 
Marshal asked, would the lake have been to France, when the armies of Attila were 
on the plateau of Romainville? 

M. de Freycinet declared that while all the speakers found fault with the 
Government, no one made any definite statement as to what the Government ought to 
do, or even as to what it ought to have done. 

lie defended the appeal to the Powers and the assembling the Conference. 

He said that in a few days the Government would ask for a further credit for a 
special object, the protection of the Suez Canal. He declared that if really the Suez 
Canal stood in need of protection, and if that protection was to bo afforded by 
European Powers, it seemed to him impossible to admit that Franco should not be one 
of the Powers. “If the Suez Canal should pass immediately into the hands of a 
single Power, you would," lie said, “ reproach us bitterly with having failed to play 
our proper part; you would ask us ‘AVhat have you done with this French interest, 
with this universal interest in which France had her share ?

disgraceful extent, and in a manner which shows that those engaged in this transaction 

must have spent a considerable time within the Palace. 

The General also ascertained that no servants ot His Highness the khedne had 
been left in the Palace, and that since its evacuation until yesterday, it had been left 

totally unguarded, and open to forcible entry. 

On examination it was evident that the Palace had been entered by a window, open 
and looking upon the back garden, from which some stanchions had been forcibly 

removed, and to which a rough ladder had been applied. 

Two days befotc the movement of the troops under his command to their position 
in the Ramleh barracks and on the Ramleh ridge, a reconnaissance had been made by 
half a battalion of Rifles. The men employed on this duty had never left their lanks, 
but Colonel Ashburnham, the officer commanding, assured the Major-General that lie 
then saw several of the doors open, and that the Palace was accessible to any one who 

ch 0SC Q n tr00 p 8 taking up their position yesterday, sentries were immediately placed 
upon the front and flanks of the Palace. None, however, were placed m the garden at 
the back, as it was thought to be there perfectly secure. 

A party of IIis Highness the Khedives police reported themselves to the officci in 

command of the Rifles on the day of occupation. . ,, 

They stated they were going to Ramleh. 1 his was really to the town beyond the 
Palace, but the officer commanding,not knowing the place well, imagined that they were 

proceeding to take charge ot the Palace. . , . , , 

1 When therefore, some lights were seen after dark m the windows ot the l alace, 
they were considered to be those of llis Highness’ police in charge, engaged at that tune 

in closing the windows. . . , , , ., . , „ 

When the Aide-de-camp to Prince Mahmoud arrived at hamleli 1 alace this uii}, 
Colonel Thackwell, of the Staffordshire Regiment, the officer in chief command, accom¬ 
panied him to the Palace, and, on enteiiug, the scene ol devastation became at once 
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visible. Colonel Thackwell distinctly states that there was no looting of any kind goiim 
on while he and the Prince’s Aide-de-camp were in the Palace. He had the men and 
the barrack-rooms occupied by the regiments stationed at Ramleh immediately searched, 
and not a single article of loot of any description was found. 

Colonel Thackwell further states that some articles of bedding which were in the 
banack-iooin at the time that the troops first entered the barracks, were pointed out by 
the Prince’s Aide-de-camp as being the property of the Prince, and as having been in 
his kiosk. B 

From a consideration of all these circumstances the Major-General commanding is 
of opinion that the Palace must have been originally entered and looted by Arabs, and 
other native pillagers, during the period it was left totally unprotected‘ between the 
departure of His Highness and the permanent occupation of Ramleh by the British 
troops. 

It may be that some British soldiers may, for a short time, have strayed in before 
the scntiics weic posted, but the thorough, complete, and systematic manner in which 
the looting had been carried out was possible only on the part of thoae who had, for a 
long pciiod, been in uninterrupted possession of the Palace, ’flic Palace is now guarded 
by sentries in every direction, and the Major-General trusts that His Highness will have 
the goodness to direct some of his own servants to take possession of the Palace, and 
remain in charge of its contents. 

He was perfectly horrified at seeing the devastation which had taken place, but lie 
feels convinced that by far the greater portion of it must have been effected by Arab 
pillagers. J

EARLY on Monday afternoon, the 10th July, llis Highness the Khedive loft the 
Ras-ol-Tin Palace at Alexandria, with his customary escort, and proceeded to the 
Ltamloh Palace.

THE Governments of Great Britain and Eranee, being of opinion that it is necessary 
to secure the satety of the Suez Canal in case of any sudden and grave danger arising 
from the present disorders in Egypt, have agreed to make the following provisions for 
united action, subject to the Protocol signed by their Plenipotentiaries on the 25th 
June, in which they disclaimed any intention of seeking any territorial or other 
advantages which any other nation should not be able to obtain. 

The British and Ercnch Admirals shall concert for tho joint occupation of the 
Canal on the following basis :— 

The Ercnch force to patrol between Isma'ilia and Port Said. 

The English force to patrol the remainder of the Canal. 

Ships of both nations to be at Fort Said, Isma'ilia, and Suez. 

The Ercnch force to hold Port Said and Kantara. 

The English force to hold Isma'ilia and Suez. 

The English force to supplement tho Ercnch force where required, and to he 
relieved by Ercnch troops as they arrive. 

Details to he arranged on the spot by the Admirals commanding. 

These measures of protection shall not interfere with the ordinary navigation of 
the Canal, and shall cease as soon as the occasion for them lias passed.

I FORWARD you copies of two despatches received this morning from M. de 
Lesseps, which I think sufficiently interesting to be communicated to the Government, 
with such remarks as Sir Rivers Wilson and yourself may like to make on them. 

I have just left copies of them also with his Excellency Lord Lyons, as I considered 
be ought to have cognizance of them. 

The first despatch, I think, calls for no remark; but, in explanation of the second, I 
may mention that the coaling of all vessels arriving at Port Said is done by the Arab 
population there. The Canal Company also employ a large number of Arab labourers in 
their workshops along the Canal, and Arabs are employed in considerable numbers for 
the dredging operations and other works of maintenance. One can, therefore, easily 
understand that if any eventuality should deprive the Company of this labour the works 
would necessarily for a time be stopped. It is a question evidently to be seriously taken 
into consideration when, or rather before, the landing of troops takes place. 

I have just been informed that the Chamber here has put off the vote for the occu¬ 
pation of Port Said by French troops until Saturday. It seems that Turkey accedes to 
the terms proposed by the Powers.

MIILI my despatch No. 809 of the day before yesterday, I had the honour to 
transmit to your Lordship four copies of a Yellow Pooh on Egypt which had just 
been presented to the Preach Chambers, in continuation of the Yellow Book of which 
copies were forwarded in my despatches No. 021 of the 21th ultimo, and No. 033 of 
the 27th ultimo. 

The present volume contains 192 documents, and embraces the period between 
the 12th March and the 2nd June. 

Many of the papers in it have been published already in our Blue Books. 

The new documents of most interest appear to be:— 

. Ao. 19. Despatch to M. Tissot, dated the 3rd April, in which 3L de Preycinct 
gives an account of the conversation with me (reported in my despatch of the.same 
date, see p. 82 of Egypt Blue Book No. 7), on the proposal to send technical advisers 
to assist our Agents and Consuls-Gencral. 

No. 21. Despatch, dated the 13th April, to 31. Tissot on same subject. 

No. 33, as also Nos. 7 t and 125, would seem to show a frequent interchange of 
ideas between France and Russia on Egyptian matters. 

1 he statement in No. 33, at top ol p. 11, that 31. de Blignieres was recalled 
for communicating a document to the “Bepuhlique Francaise,” is a curious paragraph 
to have been communicated by a foreign Ambassador to the French Minister for 
Foreign Adairs. 

No. 55 and No. 57. Telegrams exchanged between 3L Sicnkicwicz and 31. de 
Preycinct respecting action of Porte in Egypt. 

No. 09, dated the 12th 31ay. Dispatch Irom 3L Tissot giving an account of Iho 
interview recorded in your Lordship’s despatch to me of the lltli 3Iay (Egypt Blue 
Book No. 7. p. 139). 

No. 71 is the instruction of the 12th 3lay to 3L Tissot to make the well-known 
proposals, of which one was that Turkish, not English or French, troops should be 
employed. 3 our Lordship will notice that the words, “ Le Conseil des 31'inistres a 
unanimement approuve ct m’a autorise a vous transmettro,” are maintained. 

No. i(). Despatch from 31. Tissot, conveys the adhesion of lfer 3lajesty’s Govern¬ 
ment to the l'reuch proposals, but not in absolutely the same language as that used in 
the paper, giving the contents of your Lordship’s telegrams, which appears as No. 75 
in the accompanying Yellow Book, and as the inclosuro in No. 190, p. 135, of Egypt 
Blue Book No. 7. In your own telegram your Lordship says, “but having regard to 
the ansuor sent by Sir E. ITalet as to his and the French Agent’s opinion of danger 
to be apprehended from arrival of the men-of-war, the vessels have been ordered"to 
Suda Bay to await orders.” 

This, 31. Tissot’s despatch reports as follows :—

No. 11(5. Circular of the Porte, protesting against naval demonstration at Alex¬ 
andria, is the same document as that published as No. 9 at p. t of Egypt Blue Book 
No. 8 ; but your Lordship will notice* that the two concluding paragraphs as commu¬ 
nicated in London appear not to have been communicated hen*, although the commu¬ 
nication in both places was made on the same day, the 19th 31ay. 
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In tlic omitted paragraphs is the instruction to communicate a copy, and your 
Lordship will recollect that some difficulty arose in consequence of the Turkish 
Ambassador here not having given a copy to M. dc Ercycinet, while Musurus Pasha 
gave one to your Lordship. 

No. 150. Despatch from M. Sienkiewicz, dated the 27th May, showing duplicity 
of Porte, and ridiculing the idea of danger to Europeans. 

No. 151. Account by M. de Noailles of his dinner with the Sultan on the 2Sth 
May. 

No. 101. Despatch, dated the 28tli May, from M. Tissot, which relates to Tewfik 
Pasha’s desire for a Turkish Commissioner, and which suggests the instructions to the 
Agents at Cairo recorded in your Lordship’s despatch ol' same date to Sir E. Malct 
(No. Ill of Egypt Blue Book No. 8, p. 41). 

No. 102. Despatch from M. Sienkieu icz, dated the 28th May, reporting that lie 
and Sir E. Malet refused to advise the Khedive to reappoint Arahi Pasha Minister of 
War. Sir E. Mulct’s account of this matter appears in No. 101 in Blue Book No. S, 
p. 13. 

Documents Nos. 13, 30, 31, 12, 13, GO, 77 , 122, 115, 118, and 10 L, refer to 
differences of opinion, often slight, between the British and Ereucli Agents at Cairo, 
and might advantageously have been omitted.

THE following is Prince Bismarck’s opinion regarding the protection of the Suez 
Canal, communicated to me yesterday by the German Charge d’All’aires:— 

The Sultan has the lirst claim to exercise this protection. If he is unable or 
unwilling to do so, the Powers interested in the Canal would he justified in acting for 
themselves. If they intended to protect their own interests in it, Germany could not 
he responsible for the measures taken, nor consent to a vote in Conference involving 
modification of Treaty arrangements. lie is opposed to a mandate to some of the 
Powers, because it would create unlimited responsibility for the measures resorted to 
without control over them, or possibility of withdrawal. 

[1196] 5 P 
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If the Conference recommends protection by the European Powers for an 
unlimited period, it could only he accepted unanimously on condition that all the 
Powers interested should take part, with equal lights as to police mcasuses. These 
should he maritime, and any steps for guarding the Canal ought to he discussed in 
each ease. Public opinion would favour such an arrangement, in which Germany 
would take part. Austria, Italy, and llussia shared these views. 

I replied that they appeared to he based on a misunderstanding. 

We had not, by our proposal to the Conference, intended to settle a scheme to 
protect the Canal for an unlimited time. The permanent obligation to protect it 
rested upon the Egyptian Government. In its default, recurrence might be had to the 
Sovereign Power. The present state of things was abnormal. The do jure 
Government could not assert its rights. Danger was principally apprehended from the 
de facto Government. The Sovereign had taken no steps. 

If a house were on fire, the principal tenant would put it out without waiting the 
assent of the owner or other tenants, although their assistance might be acceptable. 
This Avas our position. We hoped the temporary measuies now necessary would not 
be needed long. We did not believe that the responsibility for the safety of the Canal 
ought to be transferred from those on whom it has hitherto rested, the more so as 
maritime protection, without landing troops, might not suffice.

The prolonged inaction of the Sultan in the face of a situation such as that 
presented by the state of Egypt has thrown upon this country, in the general interest 
as much as in her own, the burden Avhich she has hoav undertaken to bear. 

Her Majesty's Government Avill accept the arrival and co-operation of Turkish 
forces in Egypt, provided the character in Avhich they come is satisfactorily defined 
and cleared from all ambiguity by preA'ious declarations of the Sultan.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that Raouf Pasha, the late Governor- 
General of the Soudan, who arrived last night from the camp of Arabi Pasha, reports 
that sickness, caused by the dampness of the soil, is very prevalent among the soldiery. 
His Excellency estimates the total force in that encampment at about 15,000 men, a large 
part of whom, however, be considers worthless. 

Arabi Pasha read to Raouf Pasha a telegram, purporting to come from M. de 
Lcsseps, in which he encouraged Arabi with assurances that if the Canal was allowed to 
remain untouched, neither France nor any other Power would co-operate with England 
in Egypt. 

Raouf Pasha states that M. de Lesscps was expected to arrive at Knfr-Dowar by 
special train from Port Said to-day. 

The confidence which Arabi Pasha derives from these and similar assurances throws 
great impediments in the way of those of bis officers who would wish to secure terms for 
themselves and the army. 

Ali Pasha Moubarck, and the other delegates who were sent with him from Cairo to 
inquire into the truth of Arabi’s statements respecting the Khedive, will probably proceed 
to-morrow to the outposts of Arabi’s camp, with the object of discussing the conditions 
which might be considered worth entertaining.

by the Conference, that he should dispatch troops to that country. The Sultan had now 
decided to send troops into Egypt, thus yielding to the desire expressed by the Six 
Powers in this respect. 

General Menabrca observed that, under these circumstances, the Italian Government 
would be open to a charge of contradiction if they were to negotiate, with a view to the 
intervention of any other Power, and that it only remained for them, therefore, to 
express their thanks to the British Cabinet for having entertained the idea that the friend¬ 
ship of Italy for England might take the form of an active co-operation.

1 HAVE now received the note and the appendix promised by the Porte in reply 
to our note. I have requested Lord Lyons to repeat to you the French text which lias 
gone to Paris. As I have already informed you, the language in which the Porto 
accepts the conditions of intervention is somewhat ambiguous. My French colleague 
considers it equivocal. It announces that the Turkish Government is upon the point 
of sending troops to Egypt to “ establish order on the bases indicated in the identic 
note.” French Ambassador says that this phrase docs not imply that the troops are 
sent on the conditions indicated, but merely that order will be established on the 
conditions indicated. He suggests, moreover, that Ihe term “ bases” is unsatisfactory. 

The note concludes by expressing a hope that the foreign occupation of Alexan¬ 
dria will cease when the Ottoman troops arrive, the word “hope” evidently employed 
in the same sense as the word “confidence” in our note [r], that is to say, with the 
intention of its implying an obligation. 

In the appendix, as I have already informed your Lordship, they propose to 
exclude all European supervision from the reorganization of the Egyptian army. 

In another paper Said Pasha states that lie is ready, at the next meeting of the 
Conference, to give any explanations wc may desire as to the terms of the above com¬ 
munications, thus intending to intimate, I suppose, that if any of its terms arc 
unacceptable, they can be modified, so that wc have not really got their final reply, 
nor can we have it until the Russian Representative rejoins us. Please instruct me as 
to tho Turkish communications if you have any observations.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon me this afternoon, and gave me the telegram 
from the Porte of which I inclose a copy.* ITis Excellency had already communicated to 
me a telegram containing the Declaration of the Porte in regard to the dispatch of 
Turkish troops to Egypt, together with the Appendix to it. Musurus Pasha asked for an 
answer to the request contained in his present communication, that now the Sultan was 
about to send troops to Alexandria the British occupation should cease. 

I said that I could not discuss questions respecting the co-operation of the Turkish 
troops until I knew whether the Sultan would issue at once a Proclamation, such as had 
been asked for by Lord Dulfcrin and the other Ambassadors, upholding Tcwfik Pasha and 
denouncing Arabi as a rebel.

Memorandum, 

(Confidential.) 

I HAVE the honour to report that I conveyed to the Prime Minister to-day your 
Excellency’s messages in regard to himself and to the Egyptian question. His Highness, 
whom I found as friendly as ever, was much gratified by what I told him, and begged to 
express his thanks to you particularly for the confidence which you continue to place 
in him. 

In reply to what I was directed to say in reference to the Egyptian question, and all 
that had passed between the Sultan and your Excellency on that subject, his Highness 
said that he would spare no efforts to bring about a solution which would he to the 
general satisfaction, by means of a frank and loyal policy on the part of the Porte, which 
he felt confident would be reciprocated by Her Majesty’s Government. Ilis Highness 
then went on to say that he much relied upon your Excellency’s friendly advice and 
support, when the visit of the Minister for Foreign Affairs interrupted the conversation. 

On receiving your Excellency’s note, I afterwards waited upon his Excellency also, to 
whom I delivered your message in regard to the identic note presented to the Porte 
to-day. His Excellency told me there would no doubt be a Council held to-morrow to 
deliberate upon its contents, and that he will do all in his power to accelerate matters, 
and communicate the result to your Excellency with as little delay as possible. 

The note in question affords me the opportunity of staling that there exists one 
opinion at the present moment amongst the Turkish officials, including several of the 
leading Ministers, viz., that the dispatch of a Turkish military expedition to Egypt has 
now become an absolute necessity. Artin Etfendi thinks, however, that the Sultan will 
continue to make serious difficulty about it. 

This being my first visit to the Ministers at the Porte since Sunday last, it may be 
well to mention the marked civility and cordiality with which T was received by them, 
and that M. Marinileh also has had reason to be particularly satisfied with the triemlly 
manner in which he has been treated at the Ministerial Departments within the last two 
days.

AS the Conference lias now been sitting rather more than a month, it may be 
desirable to call your Lordship’s attention to the number of adjournments which have 
occured in consequence of most of the Representatives not having been furnished with 
instructions. 

The Ambassadors first met informally on the 17th June, hut adjourned for two days,

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none having received instructions except myself. They met again on the 19th, hut the 
Austrian Ambassador being still without instructions, they again adjourned. On the 
22nd June all the Ambassadors, except the Representative of Austria, were authorized 
to constitute the Conference, but Baron Calice having no instructions, we did not 
assemble in Conference until the 23rd, when the first meeting was held. 

Between the 25th June and the 6th July there were six meetings, at the latter of 
which the note to the Porte was finally agreed upon. There then ensued a further delay 
of nine days in consequence of the Russian, German, and Austrian Representatives 
remaining without instructions, which they only received on the morning of the 15th July, 
when the note w as signed. 

At a meeting on the 19th July the protection of the Suez Canal was considered, 
but the Representatives of the Northern Powers were found to be without instructions. 
We meet to-day, 24th July, for the purpose of admitting the Turkish Delegates. 

From the foregoing, your Lordship will perceive that exactly one month has elapsed, 
i.e., from the 23rd June to the 24tli July, since the Conference first assembled, but 
during that period only ten meetings have been held, and at least eighteen days have been 
lost, in consequence of the majority of our colleagues being without instructions from 
their respective Governments.

IT is necessary that I should call your Lordship’s attention to an inaccuracy in 
M. de Frcycinet’s account of what passed between M. de Noailles and me in relation to 
the question of the appointment of a Commission in Egypt. 

It appears from Lord Lyons’ despatch No. 659 of the 4th July that M. de Freycinet 
told him that 1 had proposed to M. de Noailles that two Commissions should be formed, 
each of which should include Representatives of all the Six Powers—one to superintend 
the operation of the troops, and the other to exercise a control over the Egyptian 
Administration. 

M. do Noailles authorizes me to say that M. de Freycinet must have entirely mis¬ 
apprehended the purport of his telegram. 

In the first place, the composition of the Commission in Egypt was never discussed 
between me amt M. de Noailles; and in the next we never intended that it should be 
employed either “to supciintend the operations of the troops, or to exercise a control 
over Egyptian administration.” What happened was this: During the course of the 
discussions in the Conference it was felt that, in order to meet many of the contingencies 
which might arhe from Turkish intervention, it might be advantageous if some Body 
could be constituted on the spot which could act as a buffer between the Turkish and 
Egyptian authorities in the event of any contested issues arising between them. Your 
Lordship had already suggested a Military Board, on which a French and an English 
General were to sit, for the reorganization of the army. This suggestion appeared to be 
very valuable, as it was certain that if the reorganization of the Egyptian army were 
attempted under Turkish auspices, the Sultan would be sure to convert that army into a 
mere tool of his own. Again, if the expenses of the expedition were to be borne by 
Egypt, it was evident that it would be necessary for some impartial party to assess their 
amount. In the presence of these considerations, the part played by the Syrian Com¬ 
mission in exercising a salutary check upon the French expeditionary army occurred to 
my recollection, as it did to another of my colleagues who had been in Syria at the time. 
But 1 felt that if it were to consist of the Representatives of the Six Powers it might 
prove an unmanageable instrument; and in talking over the matter with M. de Noailles 
I merely referred to a Commission without making any mention of its composition. In 
any event, such a Commission was not to interfere with the Egyptian Administration, but 
rather to control the Turkish troops, should they endeavour to overawe the native 
Government; but to my mind the most important function to be performed by it, or 
rather by a dependency from it, would have been the reorganization of the army. On 
referring to the note your Lordship will perceive that we have left an opening for the 


operation of such a Commission by implying the co-operation of the Powers in the re¬ 
organization of the Egyptian army.

WITH reference to my preceding despatch upon the difficulties that may be made 
by the Porte with regard to two of the conditions accompanying the invitation for the 
dispatch of Turkish troops to Egypt, I would add that Count Kdlnoky observed that 
he had from the first thought it undesirable that they should be put forward, as he 
considered it unlikely that the Sultan would send his troops upon such terms. 

He had not raised the question himself in order not to lose time, but, as he had 
said, he had agreed to the form of invitation rather than approved of it. 

I remarked to him that M. de Freycinet had stated very plainly in the Senate 
that if any of the conditions or safeguards were withdrawal he would retire from the 
Conference, which made it very essential to endeavour to induce the Porte to 
give way.

WHEN I convoyed to Count Ivalnoky your Lordship’s request that ho would 
instruct Baron Calice to support the proposal for giving a mandat to some specified 
Governments for the protection of the Suez Canal, his Excellency, while stating that 
lie would take the matter into consideration, added, as I reported to your Lordship, 
that he expected to be able to comply with your wishes; but lie finally adopted a 
contrary decision. 

He told me this morning that though ho had authorized Baron Calico to act with 
his colleagues if they were ready to agree to a mandat being given, ho had stated his 
own opinion to be not very favourable to the proposal. 

He had formed it in no unfriendly spirit, for if the work was undertaken by the 
Governments which would probably have been named as mandataircs, he not only would 
not object, but would assent to it, with every wish for the success of their measures. 

He hoped and believed that Powers acting with the knowledge and assent of 
the other Governments would bo in quite as good a position as if they had been 
designated as mandataircs.

My Lord, Rome, July 26, 1882. 

FOR the reason explained in my telegram No. 79 of yesterday, and also, I should 
add, in order to afford to the Minister for Foreign Affairs an additional proof ot the desire 
of ller Majesty’s Government for the most unreserved and cordial communication with 
the Government of Italy, I took upon myself to prepare M. Mancini ) esterday atternoon, 
in the most confidential form, for the application which was to be made to the Italian 
Government by the French Charge d’Affaires and myself, as soon as the former had 
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received his instructions, to co-operate with England and France in the steps to be 
taken for the protection of the Suez Canal. 

M. Mancini, after expressing his high appreciation of the friendly notice which I 
had come to give him, repeated the same question which lie addressed to me in our 
interview of the 23rd instant, as reported in my despatch No. 304 of the 24tli instant, 
viz., whether the measures intended had reference to the immediate or the prospective 
and permanent safety of the Canal. 

I replied that there could not be the least doubt that the proposal referred to imme¬ 
diate measures. 

His Excellency then re-stated his opinion (likewise reported in my above-named 
despatch) that lie did not see how the protection of the Canal was to be sepaiatcd from 
the general question of intervention for the re-establishment of order in Egypt; and 
though I submitted to him that the questions were quite distinct, lie proceeded to discuss 
the position of Italy from this point of view. 

His Excellency began by saying that, as matters stood at present, Italy, in common 
with the other Powers,"was taking part in a Conference with the object of bringing the 
Turks, if possible, to undertake an armed intervention. The Turkish Plenipotentiaries 
had made their appearance at the Conference the day before yesterday, and had accepted 
in principle the necessity of a Turkish force being employed, though they had reserved 
to the next sitting the discussion of the “details.” His Excellency here showed me, 
confidentially, a telegram which had just been brought to him by the Turkish Ambassador, 
in which the Italian Government was appealed to to support the Turkish Government 
with respect to these details, to which lie said he had replied by urging Musurus Bey to 
press strongly on his Government the injury the Sultan was doing to his own interests 
by not responding frankly and at once to the unanimous wishes ot Europe, instead of 
seeking to evade, by every possible pretext and delay, a radical solution of the question 
before him. 

Continuing his observations, M. Mancini said that he thought that before any other 
course could be contemplated, at all events by Italy, it would be necessary to have 
exhausted every possible means of inducing the Porte to act. Should this be lound 
impossible, then the next question would be, what would be the attitude of the Powers 
with regard to intervention by other Powers. Hitherto Italy had been acting with 
Austria^ Germany, and Russia. It would be very difficult for her to separate from them. 
He doubted their giving a mandate, or even a sanction, to any other Powers. At the 
same time, he fully felt the grave responsibility of Italy abstaining altogether from 
taking a part in re-establishing order in a country where she had such important 
interests. It was a question on which he could not undertake to pronounce any opinion 
without consulting his colleagues and the King, when a distinct proposal should be 
brought before him. 

He could not help fearing that an Anglo-French intervention would finally result in 
differences between the two Powers, lie mistrusted France. Perhaps, if Italy were 
acting with them, she might, in cordial co-operation with England, be the means of 
curbing French ambition, and of preventing the dissensions which might otherwise 
arise. °This, if it ever came to the point of having to take a decision, would be a con¬ 
sideration which would have much weight with him. On the other hand, he must own 
that he should have some apprehension of being associated with France in such an 
undertaking. Who could count upon the stability of her Government or of her policy ? 
To-day it was M. de Frcycinet, but to-morrow it might be M. Gambctta, with a very dif¬ 
ferent order of ideas. If England were acting alone, he should have more confidence. 
He spoke in the most earnest manner of his friendship for England, saying that any¬ 
thing which, during his direction of foreign affairs, might lead to a difference between 
Italy and England, would be “ non soulemcnl un regret, mais un remords.” 

His Excellency’s above observations gave me the opportunity of reassuring him, 
which I did in the most unequivocal language, of the disinterested and unambitious 
policy of Her Majesty’s Government, both with regard to Egypt itself and the Canal. 
His Excellency might place the most absolute confidence, I said, in the assurances, so 
often repeated, that England nad no ideas of conquest, or of seeking any selfish 
object. 

From bis Excellency's language, which I have endeavoured to report as accurately 
as possible, l drew the conclusion reported in my telegram of yesterday, that personally 
M. Mancini would not be unfavourable, should the case arise, to_ taking part in an inter¬ 
vention, aftei all means of inducing the Porte to do so have failed, hut he would wish 
for some sort of sanction from the other Powers for it. 

I must presume, too, that he is equally sure of his colleagues, and of being able to 


obtain the assent of Parliament to the necessary credits ; though I must say that 
anything less hopeful in this respect, if the feeling in the Italian Parliament is at all 
correctly reflected in the press, it is not easy to conceive, unless the proposal were supported 
by a generally expressed desire of tiic other Powers. 

There is not a paper which has not a direct connection with some Parliamentary 
group, and this is why, in some of my recent despatches, I have thought it right to bring 
before your Lordship the general tone of hostility towards England, and of opposition 
to the notion of intervention, which characterizes the press, in a more prominent manner 
than would have been warranted under other circumstances. M. Mancini, however, 
makes light of these embittered writings, and declares they are not to be taken into 
serious account. 

It was agreed by M. Mancini and me to consider our present conversation as entirely 
private and unofficial.

AFTER M. Mancini bad given me his official answer, as reported in my despatch 
No. 308 of yesterday’s date, respecting the co-operation of Italy in measures for 
protecting the Suez Canal, we had some further conversation of a less formal character 
relative to that proposition. 

I again insisted upon the two questions of protecting the Canal and intervention for 
the suppression of the military rebellion being quite distinct in character. The latter 
was a question of European policy; the former was rather a commercial one, in which 
the interests of all the world were at stake. 

M. Mancini replied that it might be easy to draw the distinction in theory, hut in 
practice it would be more difficult. Supposing, for instance, the troops of Arabi were to 
attack the forces defending the Canal, an engagement would, of course, ensue, and 
hostilities having once begun on the Canal, would not the troops defending it follow up 
their advantage into the interior, and would not this lead to regular intervention? 

To this L replied that if the Canal were guarded by English, French, and Italian 
forces, Arabi would probably think twice before attacking them. I begged M. Mancini, 
however, to understand that anything 1 said to induce him to accept our offer was only 
out of regard for the interests of Italy. England and France, I said, or England alone, 
did not require the assistance of any other Power to protect the Canal or to do anything; 
else which might have to he done in Egypt; but as the Italian Government had always 
contended that Italy, after England, was the Power which had the greatest interest in 
the free navigation of the Canal, I thought it would seem strange, and hardly consistent 
with such declarations, to see Italy hanging back at a moment when the Canal was in 
danger. 

M. Mancini replied that it was impossible for him to carry on negotiations in two 
different places at the same time upon one and the same subject. The Canal question 
was now before the Conference; lie could assure me he had given Count Corti the most 
ample authority and discretion for discussing it, hut that lie must wait for the result of 
those discussions before saying anything further himself.

HAYING observed in the identic telegram sent after the eleventh meeting of the 
Conference, of which M. Mancini was good enough to send me a copy, that the 
communication made by the English and French Ambassadors of the intention of their 
[IbGJ 5 U 
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Governments to lake measures, should the necessity arise, for the protection of the Suez 
Canal, either alone or with any other Power which might he disposed to co-operate, had 
not been discussed by the Conference, I called upon M. Mancini yesterday afternoon to 
ask whether, under these circumstances, and in the absence of any decision by the 
Conference, he would now be prepared to consider the question apart from the 
Conference, and also 'whether he could give me any indication as to what the 
determination of the Italian Government was likely to bo. 

His Excellency informed me that the English and French communication had been 
accepted ad referendum , and that he still hoped it might be resolved by the Conference, 
when the instructions from the respective Governments had reached their Representatives. 
In the meantime, lie had placed himself in direct communication with the other 
Governments in order to ascertain their views upon the points he had already mentioned 
to me, viz., the possibility of taking part in the measures for the protection of the Canal 
without being involved in intervention in the interior of Egypt, also whether any of the 
other Governments were disposed to associate themselves in the above measures. 

From the informal and confidential conversation which subsequently ensued, it was 
evident to me that if he could be reassured as to not being committed thereby to 
intervention, he would be anxious to contribute towards the protection of the Canal. 
He said, indeed, in so many words, “ Je nc veux pas me dcsinleresser dans lc Canal.” 

It has occurred to me, therefore, to ask your Lordship, as I did in my telegram 
Ho. 84 of last evening, how the French Government has guarded itself on this point, 
and also in what way and to what extent the Italian Government would be expected to 
share in the measures of protection, a matter to which his Excellency made also a passing- 
reference. 

I did not inform M. Mancini that I should submit these questions to your Lordship, 
but I think, if I were in a position to answer them to his satisfaction, it would go far in 
deciding him to accept our proposal.

My Lord, Rome, July 28, 1882. 

I CALLED upon INI. Mancini to-day, and executed the instructions conveyed to me 
in your Lordship’s telegram No. 209 of the 25th instant. 

1 began the interview by saying that I believed his Excellency must have been 
already prepared by General Menabrea for the communication 1 was about to make to 
him. ft was simply this: that, while Her Majesty’s Government would be glad if Italy 
would join England and France in securing the safety of the Suez Canal, Her Majesty’s 
Government would also welcome her (“ scrait aussi bien aisc”) if she would co-operate in 
a movement in the interior, which they were of opinion could be no longer delayed, and 
for which they were actively preparing, but in which the French Government appeared 
disinclined to join. 

M, Mancini, after requesting me to express to youv Lordship the thanks of the 
Italian Government for this further proof of confidence and friendship, confessed that he 
had heard of this communication from General Menabrea, and that he had desired him 
at once (the night before last, I believe) to represent to your Lordship that he 
(M. Mancini) presumed that your Lordship had made it before you were aware of the 
answer of the Porte to the identic note. 

I said that I had reason to think that this might be so, but, at the same, I was 
enabled to state to his Excellency that I knew for a fact that this answer had not in any 
way changed the intentions of Her Majesty’s Government, or made them think the 
employment of a British force less necessary than before. 

How, L asked, was it possible to have confidence in this tardy acquiescence of the 
Porte in the demands of Europe ? It might be quite true that preparations were now, at 
the eleventh hour, being made to dispatch a Turkish force to Egypt, but who would answer 
that tliO'.e troops would be employed for the desired purpose when once they got there? 
The policy of the Porte throughout the whole of this Egyptian business had been marked 
with so much equivocation that it was impossible to place the slightest reliance upon it 
as regards the future. As an instance, l said, only in the very last meeting of the 
Ci nference, when the proposal had been brought forward by Lord Dutferin, and supported 


by all his colleagues, that the Sultan should declare Arabi a rebel, the Turkish Commis¬ 
sioner had met it by one of the usual motions of postponement. Then, again, quite 
lately, a secret agent of Arabi’s had been arresled by the English authorities at 
Alexandria, on his return from Constantinople, with the most compromising documents 
in his possession, and, if the reports were correct, he had made avowals which proved 
complicity between Constantinople and the head of the rebels, 

1 appealed, therefore, to M. Mancini to say whether Her Majesty’s Government were 
not justified in their mistrust of the Sultan's intentions, and, at all events, in taking such 
measures themselves as might effectually thwart any evil designs. My belief was, l 
added, that Her Majesty’s Government would accept the co-operation of Turkey, but that 
they would proceed with their own measures as originally intended. 

M. Mancini, without disputing any of the facts which Iliad brought before him, or the 
logical deduction to be drawn from them, leplied that, whatever reasons for mistrust 
might exist, it would appear to be a contradiction, at the moment when the Porte had 
accepted without reserve all the conditions of a note to which Italy and England were 
parties, for those two Powers to enter into engagements as to another mode of interven¬ 
tion. Time should, at all events, be allowed, in his opinion, to test the good faith with 
which the Turks were now acting. If there were evidences of their not carrying out 
faithfully the programme which they had accepted from the Powers, if there was any 
indication of their showing favour to the party in rebellion, or of their not acting ener¬ 
getically with a view to its suppression, the complexion of tilings would change, and the 
new- situation would have to be considered by the Powers. 

His Excellency admitted, however, that the position of England was different from 
that of Italy and the other Powers. England had already got her troops in Egypt, and 
he quite understood her intending to have a sufficient force there to control the conduct 
of the Turks; but for Italy to enter at this moment into an agreement with England 
such as that now suggested would be for her a new departure, which would not be justi¬ 
fied by the circumstances; but he must wait, he said, to see the course of events, what 
answer your Lordship would give to General Menabrea, and the public declarations 
which might he made by Her Majesty’s Ministers in regard to this new phase of the 
question, before giving a positive answer for the Italian Government to the present 
proposal. 

In reply to this, I expressed the hope that the offer now made to the Italian 
Government would not be forgotten, so that Her Majesty’s G overnment might not at any 
time be accused of having followed an exclusive policy.

I think it right to mention that, in the course of an informal conversation which 
ensued, M. Mancini avowed that the proposal to join England alone in Egypt was much 
more palatable to him than would have been one in which France were associated.

I CALLED upon Count Ilatzfeldt to-day for the purpose of ascertaining, in case 
I found his Excellency disposed to speak on the subject, whether the views of the 
German Government as regards the situation in Egypt had undergone any change since 
the announcement made by the Turkish Delegates at the last meeting of the Con¬ 
ference, that the Sultan was prepared to send troops to Egypt on the conditions 
proposed by the Powers. 

[ explained elearly to Count Ilatzfeldt that I was in no way authorized by your 
Lordship to refer to this matter, and that, if I alluded to it on my own responsibility, 
it was only from a desire to let your Lordship have as early as possible any information 
of interest which his Excellency might wish to communicate to Iler Majesty’s 
Government. 

Count ilatzfeldt said that tiie position of Germany as regards the Egyptian ques¬ 
tion and the Powers represented at the Conference, had in no way been changed by 
the recent decision of the Sultan. Germany was, as it wore, an outsider, who had no vital 
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interests at stake, hut was willing to listen, in concert with those more interested than 
herself, to any proposal that might he offered for a solution of the present difficulties 
in Egypt. His Excellency at the same time held that the fact of the Sultan having 
agreed to the invitation of the Powers in respect to Turkish intervention, and of Ilis 
Majesty having also, it would seem, accepted the conditions attached to such interven¬ 
tion, could not he regarded otherwise than as an important step in the direction of a 
solution, and he believed that such would he the general opinion. 

I asked his Excellency whether ho Avas of opinion that, in agreeing at the 
eleventh hour to a proposal which had been suggested to Ill’s Majesty a long time 
hack, and by none more loyally than England, the Sultan would consider, in spite of 
what had occurred while His Majesty was taking a decision, that Turkey, and Turkey 
alone, was to intervene for the re-establishment of order in Egypt. 

Count llatzfeldt replied that he was not in a position to express any positive 
opinion on this point. It remained to be seen whether the Turkish Delegates, when 
they consigned to writing, as they had promised to do, the acceptance by the Sultan 
of the invitation to intervene, given verbally at the last sitting of the Conference, 
merely expressed a hope, as they then did, that there would be no further necessity 
for foreign intervention, or went further than a mere expression of hope, lie had 
been glad to sec that they had hitherto confined themselves to such an expression. 
It was doubtful, however, his Excellency remarked, confidentially, when the Turkish 
[Representatives would be able to present, the promised note, as there was reason to 
believe that Pussia had instructed her Delegate not to attend, for the moment, any 
more meetings of the Conference. 

Count llatzfeldt, on my asking what the motive for this course was, seemed 
disinclined to enter into any particulars, adding that your Lordship was probably 
already acquainted with the fact; but from the few words which fell from his 
Excellency, 1 gathered that Pussia thought the time had now come when, in order to 
avoid further delays, some decided plan for dealing with the Egyptian question, in 
which all the Powers could join, should be submitted to the Conference. 

I explained to Count llatzfeldt in the course of our conversation that, although 
I was ignorant of what view TTer Majesty’s Government might take as regards future 
proceedings in consequence of the Sultan’s determination to send troops to Egypt, my 
personal opinion was that His [Majesty’s decision had come too late to allow of their 
withdrawing from participation in that intervention. I could perfectly well imagine 
that Her Majesty’s Government would be glad to learn that the Sultan had at length 
consented to do what they had so continuously suggested should be done in Ilis 
[Majesty’s own interest and in the interest of Egypt, and I would equally imagine 
that they might be ready to accept the Sultan’s co-operation, but it appeared to me 
hardly likely, looking to the delays which had been caused by Ilis Majesty’s hesita¬ 
tion ill making up his mind, and to the necessity there had been for action in Egypt 
on account principally of this hesitation, that England could with any justice'he 
blamed either by the Sultan himself or by other Powers, if she declined now to 
abstain from proceeding with the duty she had undertaken, and the disinterested 
object of which had been so fully made'kuown to the Powers. 

Count llatzfeldt merely observed that nobody could expect that England should 
ho asked to withdraw from Alexandria at a moment’s notice. There were, however, 
many things which a very powerful nation like England could do without any loss of 
reputation.

THE remarks of the local press in respect to the policy of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment in Egypt are decidedly less objectionable than they were before the publication, 
in the semi-official journal of the article which 1 had the honour to forward in my 
despatch No. 288 of the 18th instant. Still certain newspapers appear to he only too 
glad if they can speak disparagingly of what England is doing at Alexandria, and I 
therefore thought it better, in the course of conversation with Count llatzfeldt, to let 
his Excellency know that, as mentioned in your Lordship’s telegram No. 251 of 
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yesterday, there was no foundat ion for the report that, the Ttamleh Palace had been 
pillaged by our men. General Alison had, I informed his Excellency, at once ordered 
an inquiry to he made into the alleged misconduct of the men, and it had been proved, 
to the complete satisfaction of the Khedive, that they could not, have had anything to 
do with the act of spoliation complained of, seeing that it must clearly have occurred 
before they occupied the Palace.

My Lord, Berlin. July 29, 1882. 

SINCE I wrote my despatch No. 297 of yesterday I have received your Lordship’s 
telegram No. 23(5 of the 28th instant, from which it would appear that in the note 
which the Turkish Delegates are about to address to their colleagues, for the purpose 
of notifying the readiness of the Sultan to intervene in Egypt, Ilis Majesty is no longer 
said to express a hope that foreign intervention will now he unnecessary, but ia repre¬ 
sented as making the withdrawal of such intervention a condition of his own action in 
Egypt. 

In consequence, therefore, of the private conversation I had with Count llatzfeldt 
yesterday, I called on his Excellency this afternoon, and asked whether since I had 
seen him lie had received any further news from Constantinople, as I had reason for 
supposing that the Sultan intended to make Turkish intervention conditional on the 
absence of any other intervention. 

Count llatzfeldt gave me to understand that, as yet, ho had not received any 
confirmation of such a supposition, although of course it was not impossible that the 
Sultan might adopt the course I had mentioned. 

Upon my referring to a difficulty which might in that ease arise, if Tier 
Majesty’s Government, with every dosin' to consult, as hitherto, the susceptibilities of 
the Sultan, found themselves unable to hold their hand, though prepared perhaps to 
accept the co-operation of Turkey. His Excellency replied that without doubt this 
difficulty might occur, and that if it did, his own personal opinion w as that it could 
only be overcome, either by llcr Majesty’s Government suggesting a solution direct to 
the Sultan or direct to the Powers. 

Count llatzfeldt remarked to me confidentially that, if lie rightly understood the 
present views of the llussiau Government, an additional difficulty might present 
itself, because the Conference had already submitted an identic proposal to the Sultan 
for the re-establishment of the status quo, and the proposal had been accepted by His 
Majesty; yet Russia had instructed her Representative not to take any further part 
in the discussions of the Conference for the moment, presumably in order that some 
more comprehensive plan of dealing with the Egyptian question might he laid before 
the Conference. 

Count Hatzfeldt did not make the slightest allusion to the telegraphic communi¬ 
cation from Prince Rismavck mentioned in Lord Lyons’ telegram No. 109 of the 
28th instant, nor did 1 refer to it in any way.

Ministry had been defeated that afternoon on the Suez Canal Credits Bill by a very large 
majority.

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I have the honour to transmit to your Lordship herewith the authentic account of 
the proceedings given in the “Journal Officiel” this morning. 

The corrected numbers of the votes differ even more than usual from those 
announced from the Chair by the President at the time.

At the beginning of the debate M. Acliard stated that he should vote in favour of 
the Bill, on the understanding that the intervention was to he strictly confined to the 
protection of the Canal. 

M. de Freycinet maintained that the protection of the Canal was a thing quite 
apart from military or political intervention in Egypt, and that there was no danger of 
France being led on into any further measures. He said that he had made two reserva¬ 
tions in consenting to co-operate with England: (1) that no landing of French forces 
should take place on the Canal unless the navigation on it was seriously menaced to such 
a degree as to render a landing indispensable ; (2) that the French Government would 
altogether refuse, in every case, to co-operate in intervention properly so called. He 
renewed his assurances that no action beyond these limits would he undertaken without 
the express consent of the Chambers, and said that the Government made a direct 
appeal to the confidence of the Chamber. 

In the course of a second speech he read the Declaration of the French and 
English Ambassadors to the Conference respecting the Suez Canal telegraphed to them 
on the 17th instant; the Declaration to the Conference telegraphed to them on the 
24th instant; the instruction in virtue of which the French Charge d’Affaires made to 
your Lordship the communication recorded in your Lordship’s despatch to me No. S92 of 
the 25th instant, and the report from the French Charge d’Affaires of his having made 
this communication. 

The debate was wound up by a very remarkable speech by M. Clemenceau. He 
created a considerable sensation by stating that since the discussion of the Bill had been 
postponed two days before a double coup de thcdlre had taken place—first, the consent 
of the Sultan to send troops to Egypt; and, secondly, a communication which he 
described in terms that plainly showed that he was acquainted with Prince Bismarck’s 
telegram of the 27th instant. 

In fact, that telegram had no doubt been read by M. de Freycinet to the Committee 
on the Bill, of which M. Cldmcnccau was a member. 

M. Clemenceau distinctly refused to sanction any sort of intervention, and finished 
his speech in the following words:— 

“Messieurs, la conclusion de ce qui se passe en cc moment est cclle-ci: 1’Europe est 
couvcrte de soldats, tout 1c monde attend, toutes les Puissances se reservent leur liberte 
pour l’avenir j reservez la liberte d’action de la France.”

IN reply to your letter of yesterday’s date, I have the honour to explain that when I 
addressed to Lord Granville, on the 12tlx instant, the Memorandum proposing the imme¬ 
diate establishment of direct telegraphic communication with Port Said, and via the 
Canal to Suez, I did so in view of the urgency of the situation created by the present 
political events in Egypt, and the extreme importance—an importance primarily affecting 
Her Majesty’s Government—of securing a free communication with the Canal, and the 
maintenance of the alternative line to India vid Egypt, which had been interrupted. 

I did not, therefore, think it advisable to embarrass the consideration of this 
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question by pressing for an immediate decision as to the larger scheme which formed the 
subject, of my letter to Lord Hartington of the 23th ultimo. 

As, however, this latter proposal has now been brought before the Lords Commis¬ 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, I beg leave to state in furtherance, and in explanation 
of the Memorandum sent to Lord Granville, that my Company are prepared to enter into 
an obligation with Her Majesty’s Government to re-purchase at cost price the cables or 
lines which Her Majesty's Government might now authorize them to lay, in the interests 
of the public service, to Port Said and Suez, in the event of the Government hereafter at 
any time acceding to the proposals communicated to the Secretary of State for India. 

Should Her Majesty’s Government be willing to signify an immediate approval of 
these proposals, my Company will at once take steps for establishing the lines to Port 
Said and Suez, without asking for any remuneration from Her Majesty's Government, or 
other assistance, excepting their good offices for removing any diflieulties which might be 
raised by the Suez Canal Company, on the one hand, as regards the regards the commu¬ 
nication through the Canal, or by the Egyptian Government, on the other hand, as 
regards the landing of a cable at Port Said.

I AM directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to acknow¬ 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 15th instant, giving further explanations of the 
proposal of the Eastern Telegraph Company for providing telegraphic communication 
between Alexandria and Port Said, and also along the Canal between Port Said and 
Suez. 

My Lords understand the effect of your letter to he that the Eastern Telegraph 
Company will at once take steps to establish these lines if Her Majesty’s Government 
will signify their assent to the proposals contained in your letter of the 28th ultimo, 
addressed to the Secretary of State for India, and that, in such case, the Company will 
ask Her Majesty’s Government for no remuneration or other assistance, except their 
good offices in removing any difficulties which might he raised by the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment or the Suez Canal Company as regards the landing of the cables or the communi¬ 
cation through the Canal. 

My Lords have been in communication with the Secretaries of State for the 
Colonies and for India on the subject of the scheme proposed and the assurance asked 
for in your letter of the 28th ultimo, and a reply will hereafter he returned to you from 
the latter on the details of it. But, in the meanwhile, I am to inform you that, while 
Her Majesty’s Government, as at present advised, do not deem it expedient that 
anything in the nature of a guarantee of monopoly should he given to the Companies 
whom you represent, they are able to assure you that, in their opinion, it would be 
highly inexpedient to encourage, upon light grounds, competition against a Company in 
the position of the Eastern Telegraph Company, which has embarked large capital in 
existing lines, and these considerations would apply with especial force to competition 
which might be threatened from foreign sources. 

Should you he prepared to undertake the work upon this understanding, Her 
Majesty’s Government will gladly use their good offices with the Egyptian Government 
and with the Canal Company, as requested by you. 

I am, however, to say, with reference to your proposed use of the Alexamlria-Cyprus 
cable for the purpose of providing immediate telegraphic communication with Port Saul, 
that my Lords learn that it would not he advisable to interrupt, even temporarily, the 
working of the line from Alexandria to Cyprus, and this portion of the scheme, detailed 
in your Memorandum of the 12th instant, must therefore he abandoned.

I RECEIVED a visit after the post-hour yesterday afternoon from M. Hippolyte de 
Villers, Secretary ot the King, Grand Duke for the Affairs of Luxemburg, who read to 
me a. despatch which had just reached him from Baron F. de Blochausen, the Minister- 
President of the Grand Duchy, instructing him to call upon me respecting certain 
rumours which had been published relative to a supposed project of annexing the Grand 
Duchy to the German Empire. 

Baron de Blochausen states it to have been affirmed in a great number of European 
journals that the British Government had obtained the assent of Germany to an inter¬ 
vention in Egypt in exchange for a declaration on our part that England would not 
oppose an annexation desired by Germany; and, as ho expects to he interrogated upon 
the subject in the Luxemburg Chamber on Wednesday next, it would be satisfactory to 
him to be enabled to answer categorically the questions which maybe put to him, as 
public opinion in the Grand Duchy appears to be seriously preoccupied by so disquieting 
a rumour. 

I assured M. de Villers that I knew nothing whatever of the rumour referred to, and 
that 1 did not attach the slightest credit to it; hut, in order to meet Baron de Bloc- 
hausen’s wishes, I undertook to forward a copy of Ins Excellency’s despatch to your 
Lordship, which I have now the honour to do, together with a copy of the letter in which 
it was inclosed to me this morning by M. de Villers.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 500 of yesterday relative to the prospect of the 
formation of a new Ministry’, Sir A. Colvin has seen the Khedive to-day. lie is deshed 
to inform your Lordship that it is undesirable at the present moment to make any change, 
and that His Highness proposes to await the arrival of troops from England.. Although 
the loyalty of the present Minister* is doubtful some of them possess great inllueuce in 
Egypt, and it is to be feared that, when dismissed from office, they’ may. lange them¬ 
selves on the side of Arabi Pasha, and use their influence to promote disorder in the 
country. The Khedive considers that as long as they remain in the Ministry they will, 
at any rate, remain neutral, and their followers will be likewise restrained from doing 
mischief; but that once the Turkish troops arrive, and the means of restoring order are 
at band, their power will have lost its importance, and they can safely be dismissed. 
Moreover, Cherif Pasha, as stated in my despatch above referred to, is unwilling to act 
until troops of some kind arc here. 

The Khedive concurs in your Lordship’s opinion, that Turkish intrigues are to be 
apprehended, and His Highness expressed a hope that the Sultan’s troops will he under 
strict control.
